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No.  l. 

Preamble  and  Resolutions  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to 
apply  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  for  permission  to  subscribe  an 
amount,  not  exceeding  ,«1, 300, 000,  to  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the 
North-western  Charter. 

Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Virginia, 
at  its  last  session,  granted  a  charter,  authorizing  a  connection 
between  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad,  at  or  near  the 
mouth  of  Three  Forks  Creek,  near  the  town  of  Parkersburg, 
on  the  Ohio  river  ;  a  connection  which  this  community  has 
been  struggling  to  accomplish,  without  success,  for  a  period 
of  more  than  twelve  years,  and  which  completes  the  connect- 
ing link  in  the  great  straight  line  road  from  Baltimore  to  St. 
Louis  ;  and  whereas,  the  said  north-western  charter  holds  out 
facilities  and  advantages  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  which  can- 
not be  disregarded,  at  this  time,  without  the  deepest  injury  to 
her  commercial  interests,  and  a  surrender  of  the  high  claims, 
which  have  always  placed  her  in  the  preferred  position,  as 
the  nearest  and  most  convenient  harbor  on  the  sea  board,  and 
a  point  in  the  shortest  line  of  approach  to  Philadelphia,  New 
York,  and  Boston  ;  and  whereas,  certain  interested  parties,  in 
Philadelphia  and  elsewhere,  alive  to  the  paralysing  effect  of 
said  road,  when  completed,  upon  all  roads  heretofore  pro- 
jected, with  a  view  to  the  trade  and  travel  of  the  West,  are 
now  engaged  in  an  effort  to  divert  the  public  attention  from 
the  north-western  charter,  by  speculations  calculated  to  dis- 
courage enterprizes  now  in  progress,  west  of  the  Ohio  river, 
which  for  )ears  past  have  been  awaiting  the  action  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Virginia  ;  and  it  has  been  proclaimed 
that  said  north-western  road  never  would  be  built  for  the 
want  of  the  necessary  i  apital  and  energy  on  the  part  ol 
city  of  Baltimore  ;  and  whereas,  the  time  baa  arrived  when 
the  city  of  Baltimore  can  no  longer  contemplate  the  develop- 
ments, now  going  forward,  both  east  and  west  of  the  Ohio 
river,  without  the  deepest  anxiety  for  her  own  safety  and  the 
protection  of  her  commercial  interests  ; — 
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Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that 
the  corporate  authorities  view,  with  the  deepest  satisfaction, 
the  passage  of  the  north-western  charter,  placing  the  city  of 
Baltimore  in  the  position  which  she  has  always  claimed  to 
occupy,  in  reference  to  the  commercial  center  of  the  great 
west. 

Resolved,  that  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore hold  themselves  ready  to  pledge  their  undivided  sup- 
port, in  aid  of  any  plan  or  plans,  which  may  be  adopted  by 
the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  and  those  having  control  of  said 
charter,  to  a  prompt  and  speedy  construction  of  this  great

riotous  and  disorderly  who  for  so  long  a  time  have  impaired  that 
sense  of  security  which  every  good  citizen  has  a  right  to  enjoy. 
To  this  prospect  of  improvement  in  the  order  of  our  city,  we  are 
indebted  to  the  increase  of  the  police,  and  their  efficient  and  ener- 
getic action.  The  former  meagre  force  of  police  being  so  small, 
were  entirely  inadequate  to  the  circumstances  of  the  occasion,  so 
much  so  that  the  officers  were  frequently  treated  with  contempt,  and 
few  could  be  found  bold  enough  to  sustain  them  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.  Whilst  it  is  the  duty  of  each  officer  to  proceed 
with  good  temper  and  discretion  to  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  it  is 
also  obligatory  on  the  proper  authorities  to  sustain  him  in  his  official 
acts,  and  also  to  protect  him  against  all  improper  and  lawless  in- 
terference. 

Shortly  after  the  judicious  action  of  your  honorable  body,  by 
which  the  police  force  of  the  city  was  increased,  in  order  to  insure 
their  more  efficient  action,  I  took  occasion  to  divide  the  whole  force 
into  four  d  istricts  ;  assigning  the  several  Watch  Houses  of  the 
city,  as  Stations  for  the  respective  districts,  to  which  each  officer  is 
required  to  report  himself  daily,  at  sun  rise,  and  at  nine  o'clock  at 
night,  and  the  transactions  of  each  Police  Station  is  reported  daily, 
through  the  high  Constable  to  the  Mayor.  Thus  far  this  system 
has  wTorked  well,  and  appears  to  give  general  satisfaction.  Under 
it,  the  officers  have  performed  their  duties  with  promptness  and 
fidelity,  and  are  entitled  to  much  commendation,  for  at  best,  the 
duties  of  the  police,  if  properly  performed,  are  of  no  ordinary  char- 
acter, as  they  often  have  to  contend  wTith  the  worst  elements  of 
society. 

One  of  the  most  prolific  sources  of  generating  crime  is  the  inju- 
dicious, I  might  say,  criminal  practice,  wThich  prevails  to  a  great 
extent  in  our  city  among  property  holders,  who,  through  inattention, 
frequently  rent  their  houses  to  bands  of  profligate  boys  and  youths 
who  congregate  therein,  and  use  such  places  for  purposes  of  gam- 
bling, and  as  depots  for  the  depositing  of  the  proceeds  of  their 
petty  larcenies.  From  recent  developments  numbers  of  such  asy- 
lums of  youthful  depravity  have  been  found  to  exist,  and  it  becomes 
property  holders,  and  all  good  citizens,  to  exercise  their  influence 
for  the  total  abolishment  of  all  such  organizations. 

I  herewith  transmit  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  city,  and  refrain  from  making  any  minute  or  extended 
notice  of  them.  They  evince  clearness  and  correctness  ;  are  de- 
serving of  and  will  doubtless  receive  your  especial  attention  and 
consideration. 

That  of  the  City  Collector  is  highly  satisfactory,  and  exhibits  ;i 
commendable  promptness  on  the  part  of  our  citizens  in  meeting  the 
obligations  required  of  them  by  the  laws  and  ordinances.

crease of  only  49  over  the  number  of  the  preceding  year.  By  this 
report,  as  that  of  the  physician  to  the  marine  hospital,  the  necessity 
of  vaccination  will  be  more  forciby  realized  and  acknowledged,  and 
but  for  the  large  increase  of  cases  or'  small  pox,  the  number  of 
deaths  during  die  past  year  would  probably  have  fallen  short  of  that 
of  the  proceeding  one.

To  raise  the  sum  required  to  be  provided  for  by  taxes  as  above, 
the  rate  of  levy  exhibited  in  the  annexed  table  will  be  necessary,

For  the  removal  of  nuisances  $800  will  be  required. 

The  cleaning  of  the  streets  (if  the  contract  system  is  continued) 
will  require  the  sum  of  $9,000. 

There  is  due  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  manure,  $50;  from  the 
Washington  College  $17;  from  the  owners  of  lots  for  filling  up, 
advertising,  &c,  and  for  the  removal  of  nuisance  from  the  private 
property  of  individuals,  $892  29  ;  and  from  the  Marine  Hospital,

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An  appropriation  of  $4,500,  as  the  city's  proportion  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  jail  for  the  ensuing  year,  is  deemed  necessary,  being 
the  same  amount  as  levied  for  last  year,  although  the  sum  of  $500 
of  that  appropriation  was  not  drawn  from  the  Register. 

Under  act  of  Assembly,  passed  December  session,  1847,  and  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  of 
the  county  Commissioners,  the  board  disposed  of  a  lot  of  ground 
at  the  south  west  corner  of  Forrest  and  Eager  streets,  to  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Price,  lor  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  which 
sum  when  paid  by  the  purchaser,  will  according  to  the  act  above 
alluded  to,  he  paid  one  half  to  the  city  Register,  and  one  half  to  the 
county  Treasurer,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  the  sale. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  will  please  refer  to  the  former  re- 
ports of  the  Visitors  of  the  Jail,  upon  the  subject  of  the  unfitness 
of  the  jail  buildings  as  a  place  of  confinement.  Surely  if  an  ap- 
peal can  be  made  to  the  heart  of  man  in  behalf  of  any  class  of  our 
fellow-beings  with  any  likelihood  of  success,  it  would  appear  that 
ii  should  be  done  in  this  case. 

Every  effort  designed  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  our  race  is 
laudable,  and  it  properly  directed  should  receive  the  hearty  support 
of  every  good  citizen. 

Hence  we  have  incorporated  by  act  of  Assembly  the  trustees  of 
the  poor  of  Baltimore  City  and  County,  who  take  charge  of  all  the 
absolutely  poor  of  the  city  and  county  in  the  alms  house  buildings, 
where  they  are  provided  for  in  all  respects,  as  well  as  could  be  de- 
sired by  their  warmest  friends. 

There  is  also  a  poor  association  to  relieve  the  temporary  require- 
ments of  such  as  may  have  been  by  want  of  employment  or  afflic- 
tion, thrown  into  embarrassment  and  destitution — which  is  doing 
much  good  by  carrying  into  the  humble  dwellings  of  the  worthy 
poor,  the  means  to  save  them  from  starvation,  and  of  encouragement 
to  frugality  and  industry. 

And  in  order  to  save  the  young  from  destruction  who  may  be  un- 
cared  for  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  are  allowed  to  stroll 
about  our  streets  by  day  and  night,  learning  the  first  principles  of 
crime  and  of  vice  ;  the  people  of  Baltimore  (and  it  is  trusted  of  the 
State  at  large,  for  it  will  be  a  State  institution)  are  about  to  erect  a 
House  of  Refuge,  where  every  proper  means  will  be  adopted  to  in- 
culcate industrious  habits  as  well  as  good  morals. 

By  these  noble  public  acts,  the  people  acknowledge  the  claims  of 
the  poor  of*  both  classes — and  also  those  of  the  children  who  are 
destitute  of  proper  parental  guardianship. 

Now  it  surely  cannot  lie  argued  for  one  moment,  that  imperious 
necessity  does  not  require  that  something  should  be  done  by  the 
community  to  sustain  itself  from  the  continuance  of  the  present  jail 
as  a  place  of  confinement,  previous  to  the  trial  of  offenders. 
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It  was  probably  erected  Dearly  fifty  yens  ago,  when  our  popula- 
tion did  DOt  exceed  (-10,000)  forty  thousand,  aiul  when  it  may  be 
there  were  not  more  than  ten  or  a  dozen  prisoners  daiU  within  the 
jail  ;  the  prison  has  never  since  been  enlarged,  and  yet  it  is  occu- 
pied frequently  by  over  one  hundred  and  thirty  prisoners.  N 
doubt,  when  the  jail  was  erected  i1  was  considered  a  very  great 
achievement,  and  worthy  of  the  age  in  which  it  was  erected,  bu1 
however  well  it  maj  have  fitted  the  people  of  thai  day,  it  is  verj 

tain  that  it  does  not  answer  now;  for  it  will  be  readily  conceded 
that  when  there  are  but  twelve  or  fourteen  rooms,  and  one  hundred 
and  forty  prisoners  under  confinement,  many  of  them  must  of  neces- 
sity be  placed  in  the  same  room  together.  So  that  many  of  the 
apartment^  are  generally  crowded  with  prisoners  of  all  ages,  as  well 

as  all  grades  of'  crime. 

[s  ii  a  matter  of  astonishment  that  crime  is  on  the  increase  in  our 
city,  when  a  nucleus  of  this  dreadful  kind  is  thus  supported  by  the 
people?  That  sends  from  within  its  walls  thousands  of  persons 
annually  to  instill  within  the  minds  of  those  who  will  hearken  t<> 
them,  a  knowledge  of  the  worst  of  vices  and  of  crimes,  acquired 
perhaps  in  a  majority  of  cases  by  an  education  in  the  jail? 

The  Visitors  have  spoken  in  their  reports  so  often  upon  this  sub- 
ject, that  they  will  refrain  at  present  from  pursuing  it  further :  but 
nioM  respectfully  ami  earnestly  beseech  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
to  take  the  matter  under  theii  consideration,  and  by  applying  the 
remedy  save  many  persons  from  certain  destruction,  and  the  com- 
munity from  a  disgraceful  and  crying  evil. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  annexed  .statistic-,  that  the  licensing  of  or- 
dinaries for  retailing  ardent  spirits  is  on  tin-  increase,  as  the  amount 
of  money  received  from  thai  source  for  the  use  of  the  jail  for  the 
current  year    has  I    an\   former  year  by  over   three  hundred 

dollars. 

It  appeals  to  this  board  that  the  legislature  should  appropriate  the 
whole  of  this  class  of  license  money  towards  the  support  of  the 
jails  and  alms  houses  of  the  counties  and  cities  where  the  lice: 
granted,  as   there  is  very  little  doubt  if  any,  that  the  victims 
the  intemperate   use   of  ardent    spirits   lends   more  to   fill   our  jails, 
alms  houses  and  penitentiaries  than  all  other  causes  put  together. 

The  expectations  of  the  board  have  been  rally  realised  in  the  ex- 
cellent management  and  faithful  performance  of  the  several  duties 
of  the  officers  of  the  jail. 

So  far  as  the   board  is   aw, Me,  there   has   never  existed 
ement  or  unpleasant  feelings  among  them,  bul  a  kindly  effort  has 
been  made  to  lighten  each  other's  labors  i 
disagreeable  of  situations  .1^  pleasant  as  possible  in  their  occupants. 

During  the  period  that  these  officers  have  been  connected  with 
the  jail,  thousands  of  prisoner!  I  to  and  ••  ■ 

from  it,  and  although    the    board  ;'ied    that   the   prison  rules 
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have  been  properly  enforced,  yet  no  prisoner  has  ever  yet  made  a 
formal  complaint  against  any  officer. 

This  fact  has  afforded  the  board  much  satisfaction,  and  when  we 
consider  the  semi-barbarous  accommodations  for  prisoners  in  the 
jail,  which  are  of  themselves  calculated  to  incite  their  worst  pas- 
sions, it  speaks  loudly  in  commendation  of  the  forbearance  and  dis- 
cretion of  the  officers. 

At  their  regular  monthly  meetings  the  board  usually  pass 
through  the  jail  to  ascertain  its  condition  as  well  as  to  hear  any 
thing  from  the  prisoners  they  may  have  to  communicate,  and  have 
always  found  the  building  in  excellent  condition  as  regards  cleanli- 
ness and  ventilation,  and  every  attention  in  his  power  seems  to  have 
been  given  by  the  Warden  to  secure  the  health  of  those  entrusted 
to  his  charge. 

The  duties  of  V.  Clunet,  Esq.,  clerk  to  the  jail,  have  been  well 
discharged.  The  neatness  and  accuracy  which  are  displayed  in  the 
books  of  his  office  is  strongly  commendatory  of  him,  whilst  his  gen- 
tlemanly deportment  towards  all  with  whom  he  has  business,  merits 
and  receives  from  this  board  their  wrarmest  acknowledgments.

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In  making  up  the  annual  statements,  the  quantity  of  grain,  fuel 
and  other  supplies  on  hand,  does  not  enter  into  any  of  the  state- 
ments. Although  requisitions  are  made  every  two  weeks  by  the 
overseer  for  such  articles  as  he  may  require,  it  is  necessary,  with  a 
view  to  economy,  that  some  articles  should  be  purchased  in  quan- 
tities which  cannot  be  consumed  within  the  space  of  time  above 
designated,  such  as  wood,  coal,  &c.  Included  in  the  indebtedness  of 
1850  are  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  cords  of  oak  wood,  which  cost 
delivered,  nine  hundred  dollars,  but  a  small  portion  of  which  has 
been  consumed,  and  the  purchase  money  not  payable  until  the  first 
of  May,  1851  ;  and  also  a  quantity  of  coal  purchased  in  the  fall, 
sufficient  it  is  believed,  to  serve  the  institution  until  May  1851. 

The  trustees  are  gratified  on  being  able  to  state  that  the  account 
which  has  for  a  series  of  years  been  standing  against  George  Gor- 
don Belt,  has  been  settled  during  the  year  by  a  fair  compromise  with 
the  sureties  of  said  Belt. 

The  payment  from  that  source  was  two  thousand  dollars — seven 
hundred  dollars  of  which  were  paid  in  cash,  and  well  secured  notes 
obtained  for  the  balance.  The  same  has  been  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Calverton  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  permanent  improvement 
of  the  alms  house. 

The  hazard  to  which  the  inmates  of  the  institution  are  subjected, 
from  various  causes,  from  infectious  diseases,  induced  the  trustees 
during  the  last  summer,  to  erect  outside  of  the  wall  which  encloses 
the  buildings  of  the  institution,  an  infectious  hospital,  capable  of 
containing  forty  patients.  This  building  is  sufficiently  distant  from 
the  other  departments  to  render  the  inmates  of  the  latter  secure 
against  contagion  from  the  former  source,  and  said  hospital  is  al- 
ready occupied  by  typhus  or  ship  fever  cases. 

During  the  year,  about  four  hundred  perches  of  grey  stone  were 
quarried,  and  are  in  readiness  for  the  construction  of  a  male  insane 
hospital,  or  such  other  building  as  the  more  immediate  wants  of  the 
institution  may  require.  The  stone  was  quarried  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  building  for  the  insane  male  inmates  of  the  institution, 
but  the  threatened  approach  of  the  cholera,  and  also  of  the  small 
pox,  in  the  summer  of  1850,  induced  the  trustees  to  abandon,  for 
the  time  being,  the  erection  of  such  building,  and  to  appropriate  the 
Calverton  funds,  then  in  hand  and  in  anticipation,  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  infectious  hospital  before  referred  to.  There  are  at 
present  to  the  credit  of  the  Calverton  improvement  fund,  about  six- 
teen hundred  dollars  ;  but  this  not  being  deemed  sufficient  to  justify 
the  trustees  to  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  insane, 
of  dimensions  commensurate  with  the  increase  of  that  class  of  in- 
mates which  must  continue  to  grow  out  of  the  increasing  population 
of  the  city,  and  being  unwilling  to  burthen  the  county  of  Baltimore 
with  one  half  of  the  residue  which  might  be  required  for  such  pur- 
pose, without  the  consent  of  the  county  trustees,  they  have  declined 
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to  embark,  under  the  circumstances,  in  the  further  prosecution  of  the 

-in. 
insane  males  are  but  poorly  accommodated,  and  every  con- 
sideration of  humanity  appeals  in  behalf  of  that  afflicted  class.  The 
city  trustees,  being  a  majority  in  the  board,  would  not  have  hesi- 
tated at  any  period  within  the  past  four  years,  to  incur  the  responsi- 
bility of  putting  up  on  the  premises  a  building  in  every  manner 
suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  the  insane,  and  under  the  au- 
thority vested  in  them  by  the  legislature,  to  lay  the  city  under  the 
obligation  to  pay  one  half  the  expense  thereof;  but  the  trustees  on 
the  part  of  the  countv  have  resisted  such  a  measure  as  unjust  to  the 
latter  because  its  citizens  would  be  burthened  with  the  other  half 
of  the  cost  of  the  same,  while  the  number  of  inmates  of  the  insti- 
tution from  the  county  were  less  than  one-sixth  of  the  number  from 
the  city.  From  the  latter  consideration,  the  city  trustees  have  hesi- 
tated to  perform  an  act  calculated  to  disturb  the  harmony  which  has 
characterized  the  deliberations  of  the  board.  This  brings  the  trus- 
tees to  the  discussion  of  a  subject,  which  is  not  a  new  one  in  Balti- 
more county,  which  must  sooner  or  later  be  forced  upon  your 
notice,  and  therefore  cannot  at  too  early  a  date  be  the  subject  of  your 
consideration.  That  subject  is  a  dissolution  of  the  partnership  of 
the  city  and  county  in  their  joint  ownership  of  certain  property. 

The  grounds  of  the  present  alms  house  were  purchased  and  nearly 
all  of  the  improvements  thereon  were  made  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  sales  of  the  Calverton  property,  on  which  the  old  alms  house 
stood,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Madison  and  Howard  streets.  The 
city  and  the  county  were  the  joint  and  equal  owners  of  the  latter 
property,  and  they  are  equal  partners  in  the  property  of  the  present 
alms  house,  including  buildings,  farm,  stock,  furniture,  &c.  Under 
the  act  of  assembly,  all  permanent  improvements  made  upon  the 
premises  inure  one  half  to  the  city  and  county  respectively,  and 
they  are  required  to  contribute  in  equal  proportions  to  the  cost 
of  such  improvements.  The  rules  of  partnership  worked  very- 
well  while  there  was  ample  revenue  for  constructing  the  neces- 
buildings  for  the  reception  of  the  poor  from  the  sales  of  the  old  Cal- 
verton property.     But  that  source  of  revenue  was  exhausted  four

Dtly  obtained  from  the  sureties  of  the   late  George  Gordon  Belt. 
Th»  .   of  joint  ownership    and  of  the  division 

which  has  heretofore  operated  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  both  par- 
under  existi;..  ustances,  must  continue  to  be 

more   and   more    deficient,  and   Ul  lution   of   partnership 

shall  be  brought  about,  or  some   other  system   than    the  present  for 
the  construction    of  improvements,    be    adopted    by    the   city   and 
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county,  the  great  ends  of  public  charity  sought  to  be  accomplished 
in  the  construction  of  a  house  for  the  sick,  the  poor  and  the  insane, 
will  be  defeated.  This  conclusion  is  forced  upon  the  minds  of  the 
trustees  by  the  most  irresistible  evidences.  There  are  now  upwards 
of  six  hundred  inmates  of  the  institution,  and  before  the  winter 
terminates  fifty  more  will  be  added  to  the  list.  There  are  not  com- 
fortable quarters  for  more  than  five  hundred  persons  in  the  house, 
and  a  diversity  of  causes  constantly  operating  to  increase  the  pau- 
perism of  the  city,  must  compel  the  trustees  either  to  erect  addi- 
tional buildings,  or  to  close  the  gates  against  poverty  and  disease. 
Baltimore  county  has  less  than  a  sixth  of  the  resident  paupers,  and 
the  increase  of  her  population  is  trifling  compared  with  that  of  the 
city.  It  cannot,  therefore,  be  expected  that  the  county  will  willingly 
assent  to  pay  half  of  the  expenses  consequent  upon  the  erection  of 
the  necessary  buildings  ;  and  the  reasons  for  dissenting  therefrom 
will  become  stronger  from  time  to  time  as  pauperism  increases,  and 
as  the  alms  house  buildings  become  dilapidated  and  require  renew- 
ing. It  is  confidently  believed  that  a  separation  would  operate  to 
the  mutual  advantage  of  city  and  county.  While  the  union  exists, 
the  want  of  room  admits  ot  no  divisions  of  the  inmates,  exceptthose 
o{  male  and  female,  t Lie  sick  and  the  well,  and  the  sane  and  insane. 
Poverty  and  age  must  be  companioned  with  bloated  and  filthy  va- 
ry. The  latter  should  not  be.  Vagrancy  should  be  punished  as 
"  crime — not  treated  as  a  misfortune.  That  class  of  inmates  should 
be  separated  from  the  rest  and  encompassed  by  walls  that  would 
prevent  the  possibility  of  their  escape  from  confinement. 

If  it  is  not  deemed  expedient  by  the  parties  to  the  contract  to  sep- 
arate, they  should  establish  a  more  equitable  principle  or  system 
than  at  present  exists,  for  apportioning  the  expenses  of  making  per- 
manent improvements.  In  making  any  change  in  the  present  system, 
provision  must  be  made  for  the  contingency  of  a  separation,  other- 
wise if  such  contingency  should  arise,  the  division  of  the  property 
would  be  surrounded  with  embarrassments.  At  present  the  parties 
are  equal  owners,  and  the  process  of  division  would  be  simple.  But 
if  buildings  should  be  constructed  upon  an  apportionment  of  ex- 
penses for  rearing  the  same,  differing  from  the  present,  the  difficul- 
ties of  dividing  the  property  at  a  future  period  would  increase  with 
the  progress  of  time.  These  embarrassments  could  only  be  par- 
tially averted  (under  a  change  in  the  system)  by  the  parties  affixing 
the  present  valuation  of  the  whole  property,  in  advance  of  other 
improvements  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  make, 

In  view  therefore  of  existing  difficulties,  with  greater  ones 
in  the  prospective  ;  in  view  of  the  rapid  increase  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Baltimore,  and  a  consequent  increase  of  pauperism,  look- 
ing to  the  facts  that  the  alms  house  buildings  are  not  of  suffi- 
cient capacity,  and  that  the  meritorious  poor  and  the  worthless  va- 
grant must  quarter  together  because  of  the  want  of  room  to  sepa- 
rate or  classify  them,  the  matter  is  deserving  of  your  mature  delib- 
eration, and  to  that  end  is  most  respectfully  submitted. 
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Sixteen  hundred  and  ten  persons  were  admitted  into  the  alms  house 
during  the  year,  of  which  number  but  three  hundred  and  thirty-six 
were  natives  oi  Baltimore  city  and  county.  One  hundred  were  na- 
tives of  the  balance  of  the  Western  Shore,  and  one  hundred  and 
seven  were  born  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  the  State.  The  facilities 
for  reaching  Baltimore  from  the  surrounding  country,  continue  to 
make  the  alms  house  institution  the  receptacle  of  many  that  should 
be  supported  by  the  public  charities  of  the  counties.  There  is  not 
it  is  believed,  any  alms  house  in  Alleghany  county,  and  the  afflicted 
who  had  been  employed  on  the  works  of  improvement  in  that 
county,  as  well  as  others  who  should  find  an  asylum  there,  are  daily 
Pitched  or  find  their  way  to  our  city,  to  become  the  recipients  of 
Baltimore  city  and  county  benevolence.  In  most  of  the  states 
north  of  Maryland  each  county  or  township  has  to  pay  the  expense 
of  supporting  its  poor.  Such  a  svstem  in  Maryland  would  mate- 
rially lessen  the  expenses  of  the  alms  house  of  Baltimore  city  and 
county. 

The  labors  of  the  undersigned  in  the  management  of  the  institu- 
tion, have  been  rendered  agreeable  by  the  zealous  and  efficient  co- 
operation of  Mr.  King,  the  Warden  ;  Mrs.  Branson,  Matron  ;  Mr. 
Branson,  Clerk  ;  Mr.  Hickman,  Agent  ;  Mr.  Bowen,  Farmer  ;  Doc- 
tors Miltenbergei  and  Van  Bibber,  visiting  Physicians,  and  the  meri- 
torious resident  students  of  the  institution. 

You  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  accompanying  tables  marked 
from  A  to  L  inclusive,  for  interesting  statistics  connected  with  the 
institution.

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen  :  I,  John  McDonogh,  a  native  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  United  States  of 
America,  now  an  inhabitant  of  the  town  of  MacDonogh,  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  aware  of  the  uncertainty  of  this  mortal  life,  yet  of 
sound  mind  and  memory  for  which  and  all  other  blessings  thanks  to 
Almighty  God,  do  make  this  my  olographic  will  as  my  last  will  and 
testament  for  the  disposal  of  all  my  worldly  property  and  effects  of 
every  kind,  of  which  I  may  die  possessed,  in  manner  and  form  fol- 
lowing : 

That  is  to  say,  (first  declaring  that  I  have  never  been  married,  and 
that  I  have  no  heirs  living,  either  in  the  ascending  or  descending 
line,)  I  will  that  immediately  after  my  death,  an  inventory  shall  be 
made  of  all  my  property  and  effects  by  a  notary  public,  assisted  by 
two  or  more  persons  whom  ray  executors  (  hereinafter  named  )  shall 
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appoint,  the  same  to  be  done  on  oath.  I  give,  will  and  be- 
queath to  the  children  of  my  sister  Jane,  the  widow  of  a  Mr.  Hamet 
of  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  in  equal  proportions,  all  that 
lot  or  parcel  of  ground,  (with  the  improvements  thereon,)  laying  in 
Baltimore  county  and  state  of  Maryland,  containing  ten  acres,  more 
or  less,  which  lot  of  ground  I  acquired  by  purchase  on  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred 
and  nineteen,  of  John  Pogue,  of  the  said  city  of  Baltimore,  as  per 
deed  <. :'  conveyance  to  me,  en-registered  on  the  same  day,  by  William 
Gibson,  clerk  of  the  Baltimore  county  court,  among  its  land  records, 
the  usufruct,  however  of  the  aforementioned  landed  property  and  im- 
provements, I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  said  sister  Jane,  during  her 
life  time.  I  give,  will  and  bequeath  to  my  said  sister  Jane,  widow 
Hamet,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  recommending  to  her,  my 
said  sister,  to  place  said  six  thousand  dollars  on  interest,  either  in 
bank  stocks  or  other  ways,  and  by  economy  to  make  the  interest 
thereof  support  her  in  her  old  age. 

I  will  and  bequeath  their  freedom  (  as  a  reward  for  their  long  and 
faithful  services  )  to  my  old  servants,  Gabriel,  James  Thornton, 
Janness  or  Dennis,  Noel,  Mark,  Old  John,  John  Defage,  Old  Har- 
ry, Richard  and  Long  Mary,  requesting  my  executors,  (hereinafter 
named,)  to  take  the  necessary  steps  in  conformity  to  law,  to  see 
this,  my  will  and  desire  executed.  It  is  my  will,  and  I  direct  my 
executors  (hereinafter  named,)  immediately  after  my  death  to  cor- 
respond with  the  American  Colonization  Society,  at  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington in  the  district  of  Columbia,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
when  said  society  intends  sending  a  vessel  to  Liberia,  on  the  coast 
of  Africa,  with  emigrants  from  New  Orleans,  and  by  the  first  vessel 
so  sailing  from  New  Orleans  for  Liberia,  to  send  all  the  rest  and  resi- 
due of  my  black  people,  old  and  young,  (with  the  exception  of  the 
ten  aforementioned  individuals, — to  whom  I  have  directed  their  free- 
dom to  be  given  here  in  New  Orleans,)  men,  women  and  children,  and 
also  with  the  exception  of  the  black  man  Philip  his  wife  Fanny,  and 
their  children,  the  black  woman  Jane  or  Jenny,  and  her  children, 
the  mulattoe  man  George,  a  carpenter  by  trade,  the  mulattoe  boys 
William  and  Henry,  carpenters  by  trade  ;  the  black  men  Houma, 
David  Crocket,  and  George  Calhoun  ;  the  mulattoe  or  grifT  boy 
Jerry,  the  black  women  Sophie  and  Dolly,  Hagar  and  Anna  or  Han- 
nah, and  their  children,  all  of  whom  I  have  lately  purchased, — as 
it  is  my  will  that  they,  the  said  Philip  and  Fanny  his  wife  and  their 
children,  Jane  and  her  children,  the  mulattoe  man  George,  a  carpen- 
ter by  trade,  th»-  mulattoe  boys  William  and  Henry,  carpenters 
by  trade,  the  black  men  Houma,  David  Crockett  and  George  Cal- 
houn, the  mulattoe  or  grifT  boy  Jerry,  and  the  black  women 
phie,  Dolly,  Hagai  and  Anna  or  Hannah  and  their  children,  with  .win 
other  black  or  colored  people  whom  I  may  acquire  by  purchase  sub- 
sequent to  the  date  of  this,  ray  last  will  and  testament  shall  serve  those 
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(by  being  hired  out  for  wages,  or  kept  employed  on  my  plantations, 
if  thereon  so  employed  at  my  death,)  to  whom  1  have  hereinafter 
willed  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  real  and  personal, 
fifteen  years  from  and  after  my  death  ;  when,  then  after  said  service 
of  fifteen  years,  my  executors  (hereinafter  named,)  will  deliver  said 
black  and  colored  people  up  to  the  American  Colonization  Society, 
for  colonizing  the  free  people  of  color  of  the  Tinted  States,  established 
at  the  city  of  Washington,  in  the  district  of  Columbia,  to  be  a  !  senf 
to  Liberia  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  to  pay  a  proportionate  part  of 
the  charter  of  said  vessel  for  transporting  them  to  Africa,  furnishing 
them  with  provisions,  stores,  medicines,  6cc.  &c.,  foi  the  voyage.  I 
also  direct  my  executors  (hereinafter  named,)  to  lay  out  and  expend 
for  the  use  of  those  my  people,  who  are  to  go  immediatelv  after  my 
death  to  Liberia,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  Mich  articles  as 
plows,  hoes,  spades,  axes,  nails,  common  locks,  hinges,  clothing, 
garden  and  other  seeds,  &c  ,  &c,  and  to  divide  out  those  articles 
among  them  in  equal  proportions,  and  see  them  put  on  board  the 
vessel  at  the  time  of  sailing. 

My  executors  will  also  be  pleased  to  give  letters  of  recommend- 
ation to  those  my  people,  directed  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  col- 
ony, setting  forth  their  good  characters  and  the  morality  of  their 
lives,  as  a  passport  to  their  good  opinions,  and  to  purchase  and  place 
in  the  hands  of  each  of  said  individuals,  old  and  young,  at  the  mo- 
ment of  sailing  for  Africa,  the  volume  of  the  Holy  Gospels  of  the  old 
and  new  Testament,  as  the  most  precious  of  all  the  gins  we  have  it 
in  our  power  to  give,  or  they  to  receive  :  and  for  the  more  general 
diffusion  of  knowledge  and  consequent  well  being  of  mankind,  (con- 
vinced as  I  am  that  I  can  make  no  disposition  of  those  worldly  goods 
which  the  Most  High  has  been  pleased  so  bountifully  to  place  under 
ray  stewardship,  that  will  be  so  pleasing  to  him  as  that  by  means  of 
which  the  poor  will  be  instructed  in  wisdom  and  led  into  the  path  of 
virtue  and  holiness.)  I  give,  will  and  bequeath  all  the  rest,  residue 
and  remainder  of  my  esiate,  real  and  personal,  present  and  future,  as 
well  that  which  is  now  mine,  as  that  which  may  be  acquired  by  me 
hereafter  at  any  time  previous  to  my  death,  and  of  which  I  may  die 
possessed,  of  whatsoever  nature  it  may  be  and  wheresoever  situ- 
ate, (subject  to  the  payment  of  the  several  annuities  or  sums  of  mo- 
ney hereinafter  directed  and  set  forth  ;  which  said  annuities  or  sums 
of  money  are  to  be  paid  by  the  devisees  of  this  my  general  estate, 
out  of  the  rents  of  said  estate,)  unto  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  in- 
habitants of  New  Orleans,  (my  adopted  city,)  in  the  state  of  Louisi- 
ana, and  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  inhabitants  of  Baltimore,  (my 
native  city,)  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  their  successors,  (in  equal 
proportions  of  one-half  to  each  of  said  cities  of  New  Orleans  and

The  net  amount  of  rents  which  shall  be  collected 
annually,  shall  be  divided  equally,  (half-and-half,)  between  the  said 
two  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore  by  the  commissioners  and 
agents  of  my  general  estate,  (to  be  named  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed,)  after  paying  the  several  annuities  and  sums  of  money 
hereinafter  provided  for  and  set  forth,  and  applied  forever  to  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  hereby  intended  and  destined. 

Firstly :  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  American  Colonization  So- 
ciety, for  colonizing  the  free  people  of  color  of  the  United  States, 
established  at  the  city  of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
for  the  purposes  of  its  noble  and  philanthropic  institution,  an  an- 
nuity for  the  term  of  forty  years,  counting  from  and  after  the  day  of 
my  decease,  of  the  one-eighth  part,  (or  twelve  and-a-half  per  cent.) 
of  the  net  yearly  revenue  of  rents  of  the  whole  of  the  estate,  as  here- 
inbefore willed  and  bequeathed  unto  the  mayors,  aldermen  and  in- 
habitants of  the  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore,  but  which 
one-eighth  part  of  the  nett  yearly  revenue  of  rents  of  said  estate,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  not  entitle  the  said  American  Colonization  Society 
for  colonizing  the  free  people  of  color  of  the  United  States,  to  receive 
or  demand  in  any  one  year,  a  larger  sum  than  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  should  the  one-eighth  part  thereof  amount  to  a  larger  sum  ; 
trusting  in  full  confidence  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  free  and  happy 
land,  throughout  all  its  borders,  from  Maine  to  Louisiana,  will  sus- 
tain this  institution,  (one  of  the  greatest  glories  of  our  country,) 
and  enable  it  to  accomplish  its  humane  and  holy  object  in  its  full 
extent. 

And,  notwithstanding  that  1  look  upon  and  consider  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  poor  in  the  knowledge  of  God  and  the  wisdom  of  man, 
as  the  first,  best  and  holiest  of  all  charities,  (as  they  are  thereby 
taught  their  duty  to  their  Creator,  and  those  everlasting  principles 
of  virtue  which  instil  self-respect,  and  teach  men  the  dignity  of 
their  nature, — which  restrain  them  from  falling  into  vice,  and  be- 
coming, in  consequence,  inmates  of  the  penitentiary  or  almshouse,) 
and  do  not  consider  the  endowment  of  asylums  and  hospitals  as  the 
best  mode  of  permanently  serving  and  doing  good  to  my  fellow- 
man,  still,  as  it  is  probable  whilst  the  present  race  of  men  exist, 
constituted  as  we  are,  that  some  portion  thereof,  from  various 
causes  to  which  frail  humanity  is  liable,  will  fall  into  error,  and,  of 
consequence,  become  helpless  and  destitute. 

Secondly :  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  in- 
habitants of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  state  of  Louisiana,  and 
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their  successors  forever,  for  the  express  and  sole  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing an  asylum  for  the  poor  oi  both  sexes,  ami  01  all  Bges,  and 
castes  of  color,  where  they  may  be  sheltered,  clothed,  i'fd,  and  taken 
care  of,  made  useful,  according  to  their  respective  degrees  ol  health, 
strength  and  capacity,  and  mendicity  thereby  banished  from  the 
streets  of  the  city  ami  its  suburbs,  (including  the  town  of  MacDon- 
Ogh  ;)  an  annuity  of  the  one-eighth  part,  (or  twelve  and  a-half  per 
cent.)  of  the  net  yearly  revenue  of  rents  ot  the  whole  of  the  general 
estate,  as  hereinbefore  willed  and  bequeathed  unto  the  mayors,  al- 
dermen, and  inhabitants  o(  the  cities  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  state 
of  Louisiana,  and  of  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Mai  \  land,  and  their 
successors  forever  ;  the  said  annuity  to  be  paid  yearly,  until  such 
time  as  the  said  one-eighth  part  of  the  said  nett  yearly  revenue 
of  rents  shall  amount  to  the  full  and  entire  sum  of  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  when  it  shall  cease  and  be  no  longer  paid  ;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this,  my  desire  and  intent,  into  ef- 
fect, I  request,  authorise,  and  empower  the  city  councils  of  the 
city  of  New  Orleans,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  ot  ever} 
year,  to  name  and  appoint  one  respectable  citizen  out  of  each  ward 
of  the  city  and  suburbs  of  New  Orleans,  (including  the  town  of 
MacDonogh,)  but  who  shall  not  exceed  seven  in  number,  nor  be 
members  of  the  said  city  councils  at  the  time,  who  shall  be  commis- 
sioners therein,  which  commissioners  so  named,  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  twelve  months,  and  until  a  new  election  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January  of  the  following  year  shall  be  made  by  the  said  city 
councils,  of  commissioners  to  replace  those  of  the  preceding  year, 
(none  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  the  second  year,)  and  so  on  from 
year  to  year,  to  the  end  of  time ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  have 
the  management  of  said  institution,  its  funds,  and  every  thing  in  re- 
lation to  it ;  the  Mayor  and  City  Councils  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 
having,  however,  the  general  supervision,  and  to  whom  the  commis- 
sioners are  liable  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty  herein 
and  to  whom  annually,  on  going  out  of  office,  they  must  render 
accounts  of  their  administration,  showing  particularly  its  receipts 
and  expenses,  state  of  its  funds,  its  real  estate,  &c.  fitc.,  which  ac- 
counts will  be  audited  by  the  said  city  councils  through  a  committee 
from  their  body  named  for  the  purpose,  and  who  will  publish  them 
yearly  in  two  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  ot  New 
Orleans  ;  the  said  commissioners  to  be  named  us  aforesaid,  will  re- 
ceive annually  or  semi-annually  the  amount  of  the  annuity  until 
such  time  as  they  shall  have  received,  according  to  this  bequest, 
the  whole  amount  of  it, — say  the  sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  and  as  they  receive  it  they  shall  invest  it  in  bank  stocks  or 
other  good  securities  or  landed  estate,  on  interest,  SO  as  to  augment 
the  amount  thereof  by  the  accumulation  of  interest  to  the  largest  pos- 
sible sum  up  to  the  time  when  the  last  of  the  annuity  shall  be  receiv- 
ed  by  them,  at  which  time  (when  the  last  of  the  annuities  shall  be 
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received,)  it  is  my  desire,  and  I  direct  the  said  commissioners  to  take 
such  part  of  said  sum  (not  to  exceed,  however,  the  one-third  of  the 
whole  amount  of  principal  and  interest,  which  may  have  accrued 
thereon,)  as  may  be  necessary,  and  invest  it  in  the  purchase  of  such 
landed  estate,  and  in  the  erection  of  such  buildings  as  will  be  appro- 
priate to  the  object  intended  and  wanting,  and  in  the  furnishing  of 
said  buildings  when  completed,  in  beds,  bedding,  clothing,  and  all 
other  necessary  articles,  and  the  residue  of  said  sum,  whalever  it  may 
be,  (but  which  shall  be  at  least  the  two-thirds  of  the  whole  amount 
of  principal  and  interest,)  I  directed  to  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
real  estate,  say  lots  of  ground  and  houses,  and  lots  of  ground  situate 
i  the  city  or  suburbs  of  New  Orleans, — (such  lots  of  ground  as  will 
probably  greatly  augment  in  value  ;)  which  real  estate  when  pur- 
chased shall  never  thereafter  be  sold  or  alienated,  for  the  purpose  o 
deriving  therefrom  a  permanent  revenue  (in  rents)  lor  the  support  o 
said  institution  forever ;  as  no  parts  of  the  principal  sum  or  the 
interest  which  may  accrue  therein,  shall  ever  be  taken  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  institution,  my  intention  being  that  its  support  and  the 
payment  of  all  the  expenses  necessary  to  its  support  shall  be  supplied 
exclusively  from  the  revenue  in  rents  of  its  real  estate  and  the  revenue 
derivable  from  the  labor  of  the  poor,  its  inmates — (which  houses,  as 
also  the  buildings  of  the  institution,  I  recommend  and  direct  to  be 
kept  constantly  insured  against  the  risk  of  fire,  so  that  if  an  accident 
should  occur  there  would  be  means  to  rebuild  them.)  I  recommend 
to  the  commissioners  to  select  a  situation  high  and  healthy  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  institution,  say  a  tract  of  land  of  three  or  four  acres 
in  front  on  the  river  Mississippi,  by  forty  or  eighty  acres  in  depth, 
sit  late  within  three,  four  or  six  miles  of  the  city  of  New  Oceans,  on 
eit  ler  bank  above  or  below  it,  and  to  erect  the  buildings  of  brick,  in 
a  style  of  taste  and  elegance,  of  great  solidity,  (as  they  ar  •  intend- 
ed to  stand  for  ages,)  airy  and  of  proportionate  elevations  ;  they,  the 
commissioners,  (to  be  named  as  aforesaid,)  are  permitted,  however, 
at  any  time  (when  they  have  money  on  hand  or  stocks  of  this  fund) 
when  opportunities  offer,  of  making  good  investments  of  it  in  real 
estate,  (say  lots  of  ground  and  houses,  and  lots  of  ground  situate  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  or  its  suburbs,  yielding  rents  or  likely  to 
yield  rents,)  to  invest  such  parts  thereof  as  they  think  proper,  (such 
purchases,  however,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Councils 
of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,)  in  such  real  estate.  And,  also,  when 
an  opportunity  offers  of  acquiring  such  a  tract  of  land  as  will  be 
wanted  for  the  institution,  (at  a  cheap  rate,)  to  purchase  it.  And  as 
I  believe  our  climate  and  soil  well  adapted  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
mulberry  tree  and  the  rearing  of  the  silk  worm,  such  a  tract  of  land 
as  I  recommend  the  purchase  of,  if  planted  with  mulberry,  and  the 
cultivation  of  silk  undertaken,  (which  is  a  very  light  employment, 
well  suited  to  the  weak  and  aged,)  would  I  have  no  doubt,  yield  an 
annual  revenue  to  the  institution,   which  would  go  far  towards  pay- 
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ing  the  expenses  for  its  support     I  tj  earnestly  recommend 

its  trial  to  the  commissioners.  I  also  recommend  to  the  commis- 
sioners to  apply  to  ilit'  legislature  of  the  state  for  an  act  to  incorpo- 
rate said  institution,  (subject  always,  however,  be  it  understood,  to 
the  conditions  herein  provided  for.) 

Thirdly:  1  give,  and  bequeath  to  the  "societ)  For  the  relief  ol 
destitute  Orphan  Boys"  of  the  citj  Mew  Orleans,  in  the  state 
of  Louisiana,  {^i  which  institution  E^everly  Chew  was  president, 
on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  April  Last,  L83S,)  for  the  and 

sole  purpose,  (and  of  no  other,)  of  being  invested  in  the  pur- 
chase of  real  estate, — (say  lots  of  ground  and  houses,  and  lots 
of  ground)  situate  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  its  suburbs, — 
from  which  a  perpetual  revenue  from  tin-  rents  of  said  real  es- 
tate may  he  drawn  for  the  support  of  said  institution,  an  annuity 
the  one-eighth  part,  (or  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent.)  of  the  net  rev- 
enue of  rents  ot  the  whole  of  the  general  estate,  as  hereinbefore 
willed  and  bequeathed  unto  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  inhabitants 
the  cities  of  New  Orleans  in  the  state  of  Louisiana,  and  of  Balti- 
more, in  the  state  of  Maryland,  which  annuity  of  the  one-eighth  part 
of  the  net  yearly  revenue  of  rents,  as  above  stated,  shall  be  set  apart 
ly,  or  half-yearly,  by  the  commissioners  and  agents  of  the  general 
te,  (to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  set  forth,)  and  deposited  in 
some  one  or  more  of  the  banks  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  (which 
pay  an  interest  on  money  deposited  with  them,)  until  such  time  as 
said  annuity  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars,  (exclusive  of  any  interest,  which  may  have  accrued  on  it,)  when 
it  shall  cease  and  be  DO  longer  paid.  And  as  the  said  fund  of  four 
hundred  thousand  d<  cumulates  in  bank,  the  directors  of   the 

said  society,  for  the  relief  of  destitute  Orphan   Boys  d  by  the 

Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  who  (the  said 
Mayor  and  Aldermen)  shall  approve  of  the  purchases  of  real  estate, 
and  become  parties  to  th<  deeds  by  which  it  is  acquired,  may  from 
time  to  time  (as  good  purchases  offer,)  invest  it  in  es  of  real 

te,  (as  afore  stated,)  lots  and  houses  and  lots  of  ground  lay 
within  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  its  suburbs,  yielding  rents 
likely  to  yield   rents,  and  to  inert  itly  in   value,  which   real 

.  shall  never  thereafter  be  alienated  or  sold  by 
said  institution,  but  shall  forever  be  retained  and  held  by  it,  and

I  recommend  to  the  directors  of  the  society  for  the  relief  of  des- 
titute Orphan  Boys,  to  keep  such  houses  as  may  be  purchased  or 
built  with  the  funds  from  this  bequest,  regularly  insured  against  all 
risk  by  fire,  by  which  means  in  case  of  accident,  they  would  have 
the  means  to  re-construct  them. 

Fourthly :  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Maryland, 
and  their  successors  forever,  for  the  express  and  sole  purpose  of 
establishing  a  School  Farm,  on  an  extensive  scale,  for  the  des- 
titute and  the  poorest  of  the  poor  male  children  and  youth — (say, 
firstly,  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Maryland, — second- 
ly, of  every  town  and  village  of  said  state — and  thirdly,  of  all  the 
great  maritime  cities  of  the  United  States, — say  New  York,  New 
Orleans,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  Charleston,  Savannah  Providence, 
Salem,  &c.  &c.,)  of  all  castes  of  color,  from  the  age  of  four  years  to 
that  of  sixteen  years,  where  they  shall  be  sheltered,  lodged,  clothed, 
fed,  instructed  in  the  christian  religion,  and  a  plain  English  educa- 
tion given  them  including  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  history,  geo- 
graphy, &c,  &c,  and  taught  practically, — (by  making  them  labor,) 
the  art  of  husbandry  or  farming  in  all  its  parts  and  details,  as  well  as 
the  science  generally  of  agriculture,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
directors,  (to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  set  forth,)  of  said  School 
Farm  shall  establish,  always  understood  and  provide  d  however,  that 
the  volume  of  the  Holy  Bible  shall  be  at  all  times  and  forever  made 
use  of  in  the  school  or  schools  of  this  institution  as  one,  (and  the 
principal  one)  of  the  reading  or  class  books  which  shall  be  used  by 
the  pupils  therein,  as  the  first  object  of  every  school,  and  of  all  teach- 
ing of  the  youth  of  our  country,  should  be  to  implant  in  their  minds 
a  knowledge  of  their  duty  to  God,  and  the  relation  of  men  to  their 
Divine  Creator, — and  that  singing  classes  shall  be  established  and 
forever  supported,  and  singing  taught  as  a  regular  branch  of  educa- 
tion in  said  schools,  by  which  means  every  pupil  will  acquire  the 
rudiments  of  the  art,  and  obtain  a  knowledge  in  singing  divine 
psalmody  or  sacred  music. 

An  annuity  of  the  one-eighth  part,  (or  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent.) 
of  the  net  yearly  revenue  of  rents  of  the  whole  of  the  general  estate, 
as  hereinbefore  willed  and  bequeathed  unto  the  Mayors,  Aldermen 
and  inhabitants  of  the  cities  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  state  of  Louisi- 
ana, and  of  Baltimore  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  their  successors 
forever,  the  said  annuity  to  be  paid  yearly*  or  half  yearly,  until 
such  time  as  the  said  one-eighth  part  of  the  said  net  yearly  revenue 
of  rents  of  said  general  estate  shall  amount  to  the  full  and  entire  sum 
of  three  millions  of  dollars,  when  it  shall  cease,  and  be  no  longer 
paid,  but  with  the  declared  and  well  understood  condition  (for  the 
purpose  of  paying  off  this  the  fourth  annuity  in  as  short  a  space  of 
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time  as  possible,)  that  as  any  one  and  all  three  of  the  first  aforemen- 
tioned annuities  are  filled  and  paid  off,  or  the  time  expires,  (as  in  the

and  last  annuity  under  this,  my  last  will  and  testament,  bequeath  to 
the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the 

i   of  Maryland,  and  their  successors  forever,  for  the  purpose  of 

tblishing  a  School  Farm,  (as  also  any  surplus  should  it  so  occur) 
within  the  forty  \  ears  that  I  have  willed  an  annuity  of  the  one-eighth 
part,  or  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent,  of  the  net  yearly  revenue"  of 
rents  of  the  general  estate,  to  the  American  Colonization  Society, 
for  colonizing  the  free  people  of  color  of  the  United  States,  above 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  which  said  society  is  au- 
thorised to  receive  in  any  one  year,  and  no  more,  (by  which  means 
the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
in  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  their  successors,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  School  Farm,  will  under  this  the  fourth  annuity,  re- 
ceive at  one  period  a  proportion  of  said  net  yearly  revenue  of  rents 
of  the  general  estate  of  the  one-eighth  part,  or  twelve  and  a  half  per 
cent.  ;  at  another  period,  of  the  one  fourth  part  or  twenty-five  per 
cent  or  more ;  at  another  period,  of  the  three-eighths  part,  or  thirty- 
seven  and  a  half  per  cent,  or  more;  and  at  another  period  of  the  one 
half  part  or  fifty  per  cent,  of  said  net  yearly  revenue  of  rents  of  the

having,  however,  the  general  supervision  thereof  and  to  whom  the 
directors  are  liable  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty  therein, 
and  to  whom,  annually,  on  going  out  of  office,  they  must  render 
accounts  of  their  administration,  showing  particularly  its  receipts 
and  expenditures,  state  of  its  funds,  its  real  estate,  and  every  thing 
in  relation  to,  and  concerning  said  institution  ;  which  accounts 
must  be  audited  by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council,  through  a 
committee  from  their  body,  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  who  will 
publish  them  yearly,  in  two  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  city  of  Baltimore  ;)  the  said  directors  (to  be  elected  as  afore- 
said,) will  receive  annually,  or  semi-annually,  the  amount  of  the  an- 
nuity, until  such  time  as  they  shall  have  received,  according  to  this 
bequest,  the  whole  amount  of  it,  say  the  sum  of  three  millions 
of  dollars,  and  as  they  receive  it,  they  shall  invest  it  in  bank 
stocks,  or  other  good  securities,  or  landed  estate,  on  interest,  so  as 
to  augment  the  amount  thereof,  by  the  accumulation  of  interest,  to 
the  largest  possible  sum,  up  to  the  time  when  the  last  of  the  annuity 
shall  be  received  by  them, — at  which  time  (when  the  last  of  the 
annuity  shall  be  received)  it  is  my  desire,  and  I  request  and  in- 
struct said  directors  to  take  such  part  of  said  sum  (not  to  exceed, 
however,  the  one-sixth  part  of  the  whole  amount  of  principal  and 
interest  which  may  have  accrued  thereon)  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
invest  it  in  the  purchase  of  such  a  tract  or  tracts  of  land,  and  in  the 
erection  of  such  buildings  as  will  be  appropriate  to  the  object  in- 
tended and  wanting,  and  in  the  furnishing  of  said  buildings,  (when 
completed,)  and  lands  in  all  necessary  furniture,  beds,  bedding, 
animals,  plows,  harrows,  hoes,  spades,  and  other  articles,  and  the 
residue  of  said  sum,  (the  whole  of  the  residue  thereof,)  whatever  it 
may  be,  (but  which  shall  be  at  least  the  five  sixths,  or  five  parts  out 
of  six  parts  of  the  whole  amount  of  principal  and  interest,)  I  direct 
to  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  real  estate, — say  lots  of  ground 
and  houses  and  lots  of  ground, — situate  in  the  city,  suburbs  and 
vicinage  of  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  or  tracts  of  land  in 
its  immediate  neighborhood,  viz  :  such  lots  or  lands  (to  be  all  pur- 
chased under  fee  simple  titles)  as  will  probably  greatly  augment  in 
value,  (which  real  estate  when  purchased  shall  never  be  sold  or 
alienated,  but  shall   be  held   and  remain   forever  the  property  of  the 
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institution)  for  the  purpose  of  deriving  therefrom  a  permanent  and 
perpetual  revenue  (a  revenue  from  rents  of  real  estate,  not  from  in- 
terest on  money  loaned,  or  Stocks,)  fbf  the  support  of  said  institu- 
tion forever.     As  no  part  of  the  principal  sum,  or  the  interest  which 

may  accrue  thereon,  shall  ever  be  taken  tor  the  support  of  the  in- 
stitution, my  intention  being  that  its  support  and  the  payment  of  all 
the  expenses  necessary  to  in  support,  shall  be  applied  exclusively 
from  tiie  revenue  of  rents  of  its  real  estate  and  the  revenue  deiiva- 
ble  from  its  farm.  The  houses  to  be  leased  for  no  longer  a  time 
than  twelve  months  at  any  one  time.  The  lots  of  ground  and 
lands  for  five,  ten,  fifteen,  twenty  or  twenty-five  years,  but  in  no 
instance  for  a  longer  time  than  twenty-five  years  at  any  one  time,

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exceed  seven  in  number,  nor  be  members  of  the  said  city  council 
at  the  time,  who  shall  be  directors  therein,  which  directors  so 
elected  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  twelve  months,  and  until  ;i  new 
election  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  of  the  following  year,  shall 
be  made  by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  directors  to  replace 
those  of  the  preceding  year,  (none  of  whom  shall  be  eligible,  as 
directors,  for  two  consecutive  years,)  and  so  on,  from  year  to  year 
forever;  and  said  directors  (elected  as  aforesaid,)  shall  have  the 
management  of  said  institution,  its  funds  and  every  thing  in  rela- 
tion to  it;  (the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Baltimore 
having,  however,  the  general  supervision  thereof  and  to  whom  the 
directors  are  liable  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty  therein, 
and  to  whom,  annually,  on  going  out  of  office,  they  must  render 
accounts  of  their  administration,  showing  particularly  its  receipts 
and  expenditures,  state  of  its  funds,  its  real  estate,  and  every  thing 
in  relation  to,  and  concerning  said  institution ;  which  accounts 
must  be  audited  by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council,  through  a 
committee  from  their  body,  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  who  will 
publish  them  yearly,  in  two  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  city  of  Baltimore  ;)  the  said  directors  (to  be  elected  as  afore- 
said,) will  receive  annually,  or  semi-annually,  the  amount  of  the  an- 
nuity, until  such  time  as  they  shall  have  received,  according  to  this 
bequest,  the  whole  amount  of  it,  say  the  sum  of  three  millions 
of  dollars,  and  as  they  receive  it,  they  shall  invest  it  in  bank

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formed  to  be  useful f,  and  saved  to  their  country  and  the  world.  (For 
that  the  neglect  of  education  in  early  life,  permitting  children  to  live 
and  grow  up  in  idleness  and  ignorance,  is  the  most  fruitful  source  of 
crime,  none  will  deny.  If  communities,  therefore,  would  carefully 
guard  that  no  children  grow  up  without  education  and  employment, 
and  provide  a  home  for  the  orphan  and  the  offspring  of  the  vicious 
and  of  those  who  not  only  neglect  to  educate  their  children,  but 
contaminate  them  by  their  own  bad  example,  they  will  do  much, 
very  much,  towards  drying  up  the  fountains  of  vice  and  of  lessening 
crime :  it  is  not,  however,  the  intellectual  cultivation  of  youth 
alone,  which  should  be  attended  to,  but  their  moral,  physical,  and 
religious  cultivation,  should  in  a  superior  degree  occupy  our  espe- 
cial care.)  In  accordance  then  with  this  object  it  is  my  desire,  and 
I  request  the  directors  (to  be  elected  as  aforesaid)  to  purchase  a 
tract  or  tracts  of  rich  and  productive  land  (so  that  its  product  may 
assist  at  least  to  support  the  institution)  in  a  situation  high  and 
healthy,  for  the  establishment  of  the  institution,  to  contain  some 
three  hundred,  four  hundred,  five  hundred,  a  thousand,  two  or  three 
thousand  acres,  more  or  less,  as  may  be  wanted,  lying  within  one, 
two,  three,  five,  ten,  or  twenty  miles,  (or  even  a  greater  distance)  of 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  (as  the  directors  may  determine)  whereon 
(under  such  regulations  as  the  directors,  to  be  elected  as  aforesaid, 
shall  establish)  the  said  youth  shall  labor  in  all  work  appertaining 
to  the  cultivation  of  the  earth,  say  in  plowing,  hoeing,  harrrowing, 
spading,  mowing,  reaping,  gathering,  housing,  thrashing,  sowing, 
planting,  gardening,  carting,  wagoning,  making  of  all  agricultural 
instruments,  rearing  and  attending  to  animals,  rearing  and  attend- 
ing to  the  silk  worm  and  the  mulberry  tree,  &c.  &c.  &c.  &c,  at 
the  same  time  that  they  are  progressing  in  their  education,  until 
such  a  period  as  they  attain  the  proper  age,  when  (their  education 
completed)  they  shall  be  apprenticed  out  for  the  acquirement  of  the 
various  mechanical  trades.  It  is  my  desire,  and  I  request  the  di- 
rectors (to  be  elected  as  aforesaid)  to  rear  up  to  labor,  educate,  and 
support  in  said  institution  as  great  a  number  and  destitute  male 
children  and  youth  of  the  different  maritime  cities  of  the  United 
States,  which  are  too  generally  hot-beds  of  vice  (taking  those  first 
which  belong  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  then  those  from  the  towns 
and  villages  of  the  state  of  Maryland  ;  and  thirdly,  those  from  the 
different  large  cities  of  the  different  States  of  our  happy  Union,  pay- 
ing the  expenses  of  their  removal  from  their  homes  to  the  Institu- 
tion;) as  the  revenue  of  rents  arising  from  the  real  estate  of  this 
bequest  and  from  the  farm  will  support,  which  I  hope  will  be  at 
least  to  the  number  of  one  to  two  thousand  ;  and  in  time  I  hope 
(with  wise  management)  may  be  made  to  support  ten  thousand. — 
It  is  my  wish  and  desire,  and  I  request  the  directors,  (to  be  elected 
as  aforesaid)  to  erect  the  buildings  of  the  institution  in  stone  or 
brick,  in  a  style  of  taste  and  elegance,  but  plain,  of  great  solidity, 
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(intended  to  stand  for  ages,)  airy  and  of  proportionate  elevations.  In 
dosing  those  my  explanations  and  desirei  in  relation  to  this,  the  in- 
stitution of  the  M  School  Farm,"  it  will  be  permitted  me  to  express 
my  conviction  that  this  institution  will  not  long  remain  the  only  one 

of  the  kind  in  the  vicinity  of  that  noble,  philanthropic  and  high- 
minded  tit  \ ,  but  that  a  sister  one  will  soon  be  made  to  spring  up  by 
its  humane  and  generous  sons,  (an  offering  on  the  altar  of  charity) 
destined  to  rescue  from  ignorance  and  vice  the  female  children  ami 
youth  of  the  poor,  the  destitute  and  vicious  of  our  country.  And  for 
the  management  of  the  general  estate  or  fund  for  the  education  of 
the  poor  which  I  have  herein  willed  and  bequeathed  to  the  mayor, 
aldermen  ami  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  in  the  state  of 
Louisiana,  and  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  inhabitants  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  their  successors,  forever, 
I  hereby  declare  that  my  intention  is  not  that  any  part  of  said  gen- 
eral estate  or  revenue  from  rents  arising  from  said  general  estate, 
shall  go  into  the  hands  of  the  corporation  of  said  cities,  but  that 
they,  the  said  corporations  shall  forever  have  a  supervision  over  it. 
I  therefore,  in  consequence,  request,  authorize  and  direct  the  re- 
speetive  City  Councils  of  the  three  municipalities  of  the  city  of 
Sew  Orleans,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  and  every  year,  to  elect 
one  respectable  citizen,  out  of  each  of  said  municipalities  who  shall 
be  resident  therein,  (but  who  shall  not  be  members  of  said  city 
councils  at  the  time,)  who  shall  be  commissioners  of  the  general 
estate,  which  three  commissioners  so  elected,  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  twelve  months  and  until  a  new  election  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January,  of  the  following  year,  shall  be  made  by  the  said 
city  councils  of  three  commissioners  to  replace  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  (none  of  whom  shall  be  eligible  as  commissioners  for 
two  consecutive  years,)  and  so  on  from  year  to  year  to  the  end  of 
time  ;  and  the  three  commissioners  so  named,  in  conjunction  with 
three  agents  to  be  appointed  (as  hereinafter  directed)  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Maryland, 
(which  three   agents  so  named  by  said   mayor  and  aldermen,  of  the

sidered ;<iits  :  the  collecting  of  its  rents,  [eases,  fltc,  fltc.,  and  the 
riving  receipts  therefor ;  the  paying  of  the  annnities,  as  h<  - 

and    bequeathed,  and,  in  fine,    doing  all    acts  dece- 
its   full    and    perfect    management,    as    herein     pointed    out    and 
directed.      For  this   purpose   they  will   take  an   office   in    some  fire- 
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proof  house  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  employ  a  confidential  clerk 
or  secretary,  and  keep  regular  books,  accounts,  &c.  &c.  (They,  the 
said  commissioners  and  agents  of  my  general  estate  to  be  named  as 
hereinbefore  and  hereinafter  provided  for,  are  hereby  permitted, 
directed  and  authorized  by  me,  if  they  should  see  fit  and  proper  so 
to  do,  at  such  time  as  the  fifteen  years  are  near  expiring,  during 
which  the  slaves  are  to  labor  for  my  general  estate  after  my  death, 
before  being  sent  to  Africa,  to  take  the  net  amount  of  two  or  three 
crops  of  such  estates  as  they  are  cultivating,  and  purchase  there- 
with an  equal  number  of  slaves,  if  there  are  still  slaves  in  oar 
country  for  sale,  with  those  they  are  about  to  send  away,  which 
slaves  so  purchased  shall  labor  on  the  plantations  belonging  to  the 
general  estate,  for  fifteen  years  from  the  day  of  their  purchase,  and 
after  said  fifteen  years  of  service,  be  also  in  their  turn  sent  to  Africa, 
and  their  number  may  be  again  renewed  by  purchase  in  the  same 
mode  and  manner,  serve  also  fifteen  years,  and  be  sent  to  Africa, 
and  so  on  as  often  as  the  commissioners  and  agents  of  the  general 
estate  may  see  fit  and  proper,  and  that  there  is  slaves  to  be  pur- 
chased, by  which  means  a  two-fold  object  would  be  accomplished, 
viz  :  a  revenue  from  the  estates  cultivated  greater  than  what  they 
would  yield  by  renting  them  out,  and  the  returning,  every  fifteen 
years,  an  additional  number  of  the  human  race,  christianized  and 
civilized,  to  the  land  of  their  forefathers.) 

My  executors  (hereinafter  named)  will  hand  over  to  the  said 
commissioners  and  agents  of  the  general  estate  of  the  city  of  New 
Orleans  and  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  all  the  title  deeds  of  my  real 
estate,  with  all  other  papers  and  documents  not  necessary  to  them, 
the  said  executors,  to  be  deposited  in  said  office,  they,  the  com- 
missioners of  the  general  estate  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and 
agents  of  the  general  estate  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  consider 
themselves  at  once  in  possession,  (as  I  hereby  give  them  seisin  and 
put  them  in  possession,)  of  all  said  real  estate  from  the  day  of  their 
nomination,  (which  nomination  I  recommend  the  City  Councils 
of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  to  make  immediately  after  my  decease,)  and  on 
the  settlement  and  winding  up  of  my  affairs  by  them,  the  executors, 
(hereinafter  named,)  they  will  place  all  my  books  of  accounts, 
papers,  &c.  &c,  in  the  hands  of  the  commissioners  and  agents  of 
the  general  estate,  to  be  named  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, to  be  placed  in  said  office  for  safe  keeping ;  and  at  the  end 
of  each  year  (or  hnlf  year  as  may  be  thought  best)  after  the  pay- 
ment of  the  different  annuities,  and  all  other  attending  expenses, 
the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  and  the  agents  representing  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  will  settle  their  accounts 
each  party  dividing  and  taking  the  one-half  of  the  remaining  net 
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revenue  of  the  year,  for  the    intents   and    purposes   as    hereinbt 
and  hereinafter  ordered  .mil  directed. 

The  agents  representing  the  city  of  Baltimore,  will  remit  the 
amount  received  by  them  to  the  commissioners  oamed  in  Baltim 
and  the  commissioners  fleeted  by  the  city  of  New  Orleans  will  re- 
ceive the  proportion  accruing  to  the  said  city  of  New  Orleans,  carrj 
it  to  the  account  of  the  public  free  school  fund  in  cue  of  the  hanks 
in  the  city  of  Now  Orleans,  anil  keep  separate  honks  and  accounts 
tor  said  fund,  and  every  tiling  in  relation  to  the  public  free  schools. 
(The  management  oi'  the  public  free  schools  of  the  city  of  New  Oi- 
lcans and  its  suburbs,  and  the  fund  belonging  to  said  schools,  tin- 
agents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  have  no  power  over  or  concern  in.) 
Certified  copies  of  the  accounts  of  the  general  estate  fund  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  annually  to  be 
examined  by  it  and  published  in  two  of  the  newspapers  of  that 
city,  and  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  also  publish 
in  two  of  the  newspapers  of  said  city  annually,  a  copy  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  free  schools  fund,  its  disbursements  and  state,  with  a 
statement  of  every  thing  relative  to  said  free  schools.  Copies  also 
of  the  accounts  of  the  general  estate  fund  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
City  Councils  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  who  shall  name  a  com- 
mittee from  their  own  body  to  visit  the  books,  examine  and  audit 
the  said  accounts  annually,  and  at  all  other  times  when  they  may 
think  proper  (  as  well  the  accounts  of  the  general  estate  as  of  the 
free  schools  fund,  )  and  keep  up  and  support  a  general  supervision 
over  the  general  estate,  its  accounts,  funds,  management  and  real 
estate,  as  also  over  the  free  schools,  and  every  thin^  that  relates  to 
them.  The  annual  accounts,  as  well  of  the  general  estate  as  of  the 
schools  fund,  shall  be  published  in  two  of  the  newspapers  of 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  yearly,  with  a  particular  statement  of  the 
ition  of  the  schools  and  every  thing  concerning  them.  It  is  my 
wish  and  I  direct  the  commissioners  tor  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
(to  be  named  as  hereinbefore  and  hereinafter  sel  forth  )  to  establish 
as  many  schools  as  may  be  necessary  and  wanted,  so  that  if  possi- 
ble every  poor  child  and  youth  may  receive  an  education.  The 
schools  should  be  established  in  different  parts  of  the  city  oi  New 
Orleans,  its  suburbs,  liberties  and  outskirts,  in  such  situations  as 
would  be  nearest  the  resid  the  poorei  cl  whom  '1 

institutions  are  alone  intended.      They  will    invest    such  part   of  the

And  I  request,  authorise  and  direct  the  respective  City 
Councils  of  the  three  municipalities  of  the  city  of  New  Orieans, 
on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  of  each  and  every  year,  to  elect 
two  other  respectable  citizens  as  commissioners,  out  of  each  of  said 
three  municipalities,  who  shall  be  residents  in  said  respective  muni- 
cipalities, from  which  they  shall  be  elected  (  but  who  shall  not  be 
members  of  said  City  Council  at  the  time,)  which  will  be  six  com- 
missioners and  with  the  three  commissioners  to  be  elected  by  the 
said  respective  City  Councils  of  the  three  municipalities  of  the  city 
of  New  Orleans,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  of  each  and  every 
year,  (  as  herein  before  provided  for,)  will  make  nine  commission- 
ers in  all,  who  shall  be  commissioners  for  this  purpose  ;  which  com- 
missioners so  elected  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  twelve  months  and 
until  a  newT  election  on  the  second  Monday  of  January  of  the  follow- 
ing year,  shall  be  made  by  the  said  City  Councils,  of  the  three  mu- 
nicipalities of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  of  commissioners  to  replace 
those  of  the  preceding  year  (  none  of  whom  shall  be  eligible  as  com- 
missioners for  two  consecutive  years,)  and  so  on  from  year  to  year  to 
the  end  of  time.  And  the  said  six  commissioners  (to  be  named  as 
aforesaid,)  shall  have  equal  powers  in  the  management  of  the  free 
schools  fund,  (which  will  accrue  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  in- 
habitants of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  state  of  Louisiana,  annu 
ally  from  the  revenue  of  rents  of  the  general  estate,)  the  schools  es- 
established  under  it  and  every  thing  in  relation  to  it,  with  the  three 
commissioners  (to  be  named  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  by  the  said 
city  councils  of  the  three  municipalities  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January  of  each  and  every  year,)  but  they  the 
said  six  commissioners  (  to  be  named  as  aforesaid,  by  the  said  city 
councils  of  the  three  municipalities  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  on 
the  second  Monday  of  January  of  each  and  every  year,  )  shall  have 
no  power,  concern  or  management  in  the  affairs  of  the  general  es- 
tate, as  the  affairs  of  the  said  general  estate  are  to  be  managed, 
transacted,  and  conducted  solely  and  exclusively  (as  hereinbefore  and 
hereinafter  provided  for,)  by  the  three  commissioners  to  be  named 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January  of  each  and  every  year  by  the  city 
conncils  of  the  three  municipalities  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  in 
the  state  of  Louisiana,  and  the  three  agents  to  be  named  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Mary- 
land and  by  them  only. 

And  I  request,  authorise  and  direct  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
each  and  every  year  to  elect  one  respectable  citizen  out  of  each  ward 
of  said  city,  its  suburbs,  liberties,  and  outskirts,  but  who  shall  not 
exceed  nine  in  number,  nor  be  members  of  said  City  Council  at  the 
time — who  shall  be  commissioners  for  this  purpose,  which  commis- 
sioners so  elected  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  twelve  months,  and  un- 
til a  new  election  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  of  the  following 
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,  shall  be  made  by  the  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  commission- 

to  replace  those  o(  the  preceding  year,  (  none  of  whom  shall  be 
»mmi8sioners  lor  two  consecutive  years,  )  and  so  on 
tn>m  )<  ar  to  year  to  the  end  of  time  :  and  the  said  COmmiSf 
(  named  as  aforesaid  )  will  take  an  otfice  in  some  part  of  the  < Jit] 
Baltimore,  employ  a  confidential  clerk  or  secretary  and  keep  regular 
books  and  accounts  showing  the  application  and  disbursement  of  all 
sums  oi  money,  which  will  come  into  their  hands  from  (be  agents 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  (  in 
manner  as  hereinafter  set  forth,)  to  represent  their  interest  in  the  city 

New  Orleans,  ami  to  receive  and  remit  it  to  them,  and  the  said 
commissioners  (  to  be  named  as  hereinbefore  provided,  )  will  estab- 
lish as  many  schools  as  may  be  necessary  and  wanted,  so  that  if 
possible  every  poor  child  and  youth  may  receive  an  education. 
The  schools  should  be  established  in  different  parts  of  the  said  city 
o\  Baltimore,  its  suburbs,  liberties  and  outskirts,  in  such  situations 
as  would  be  nearest  the  residence  of  the  poorer  classes,  for  whom 
those  institutions  are  alone  intended.  They  the  said  commissioners 
will  invest  such  part  of  the  fund  as  will  annually  accrue  to  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  from  the 
revenue  of  rents  of  the  general  estate,  as  will  be  necessary  in  the 
purchase  of  suitable  lots  of  ground,  and  the  erection  of  proper  and 
permanent  buildings,  in  brick  or  stone,  for  the  schools  and  places  of 
residence  for  the  teachers,  and  the  residue  of  the  fund  will  be  made 

of  (as  far  as  wanted  therefor,)  for  the  payment  of  the  teachers,  for 

books,  stationery  and  other  attendent  and  necessary  expenses.     The 

M.tvor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  will  appoint  annually, 

or  as  often  as  they  may  see  fit  and  proper,  a  committee  from  their  own 

body,  to  visit  the  books  and  accounts  kept  by  said  commissioners, 

of  the  free  schools  fund,  to  examine   and  audit  said  accounts,  and 

will    keep    up    and   support    a    general   supervision    over  the    said 

>ls,  their  management,  expenditure,  funds  and  every  thing  that

te  3*s  hereinbefore  and  hereinafter  provided  for  and  set  forth,  and 
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shall  have  equal  power  and  equal  vote  in  all  affairs  which  concern 
said  general  estate,  with  the  said  three  commissioners  to  be  appoin- 
ted as  hereinbefore  provided  for  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  city  of 
New  Orleans.  I  recommend  to  the  commissioners  to  be  appoin- 
ted by  the  City  Councils  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  the 
agents  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  to  represent  their  respective  interests  in  the  general  es- 
tate, in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  to  keep  all  such  houses  and  buil- 
dings as  belong  to  the  general  estate  or  may  hereafter  belong  to 
it,  regularly  insured  against  all  risks  by  fire,  by  which  means,  in 
case  any  of  said  houses  or  buildings  should  be  destroyed  by  said  ele- 
ment, the  means  would  be  ready  to  reconstruct  them  ;  and  to  apply 
to  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Louisiana  for  an  act  of  incorpora- 
tion (subject  always,  however,  to  the  conditions  provided  herein) 
of  said  general  estate.  I  also  recommend  to  the  commissioners  (to 
be  elected  as  hereinbefore  provided  for)  as  well  those  of  the  city  of 
New  Orleans  as  those  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  charged  with  the 
management  of  the  free  schools,  and  the  free  schools  fund  of  said 
respective  cities,  to  apply  to  the  legislatures  of  their  respective 
states,  for  acts  of  incorporation  for  their  respective  free  school  in- 
stitutions, (subject  always,  however,  to  the  conditions  provided 
herein)  should  it  be  found  necessary  and  desirable  to  have  said  in- 
stitutions incorporated.  No  compromise  shall  ever  take  place  be- 
tween the  mayor,  aldermen  and  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
in  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  state  of  Louisiana,  and 
their  successors  in  relation  to  their  respective  rights  in  said  general 
estate ;  nor  shall  one  party  receive  from  the  other  party  by  agree- 
ment a  certain  sum  of  money  annually  (or  otherwise)  for  their  re- 
spective proportions  in  said  general  estate,  nor  shall  either  party 
sell  their  respective  rights  under  this  will,  in  the  said  general  estate, 
to  one  another,  or  to  others.  But  said  general  estate  shall  forever 
remain  and  be  managed  as  I  have  herein  pointed  out,  ordered  and 
directed. 

And  should  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in 
the  state  of  Mnryland,  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  in  the  state  of  Louisiana,  or  their  successors  in  office, 
combine  together  and  knowingly  and  wilfully  violate  any  of  the 
conditions  hereinbefore  and  hereinafter  directed  for  the  management 
of  the  general  estate,  and  the  application  of  the  revenue  arising 
therefrom  ;  then,  in  that  event  I  give  and  bequeath  the  rest, 
residue,  remainder  and  accumulations  of  my  said  general  estate, 
(subject  always,  however,  to  the  payment  of  the  aforementioned 
annuities,)  to  the  states  of  Louisiana  and  of  Maryland  in  equal  pro- 
portions to  each  of  said  states  of  half-and-half  for  the  purpose  of 
educating  the  poor  of  said  states  under  such  a  general  system  of 
education  as   their  respective   legislatures    shall   establish  rTy  law, 
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alwavs  onderstood  and  provided  however  that  the  real  estate  thus 
destined  bj  me  tor  said  purpose  of  education,  shall  never  be  sold  or 
alienated,  but  shall  be  kepi  and  managed  aa  they,  the  said  legisla- 
tures  <^\   said  states  shall   establish  hv  law,  as   a  fund   yielding  rents 

ver.     Tin  nly  of  which  general   estate  shall  be  taken  and 

expended  for  said  purpose  of  educating  the  poor  o\  said  respective 

<  s  antl  for  no  other;  and  it  is  furthermore  my  wish  and  desire, 
and  I  hereby  will,  that  in  east-  there  should  he  a  lapse  of  both  the 
legacies  to  the  cities  o\  New  Orleans,  in  the  state  of  Louisiana, 
and  Baltimore,  in  the  state  ^(  Maryland,  or  either  of  them,  wholly 
or  in  part,  by  refusal  to  accept,  or  any  other  cause   or  means  what- 

♦  r.  then  both  or  either  of  said  legacies  wholly  or  partially 
lapsed,  shall  inure  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  to 
the  state  of  Louisiana,  and  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, to  the  state  of  Maryland,  that  the  legislatures  o\  those  states 
respectively  may  carry  my  intentions  as  expressed  and  set  forth  in 
this  my  last  will  antl  testament  into  effect,  as  far  and  in  the  manner 
which  will  appear  to  them  the  most  proper. 

(It  will  be  permitted  me  here  to  observe  that  I  am,  and  long  have 
been  convinced  that  the  first,  most  imperative  and  sacred  duty, 
which  ench  and  every  government  on  earth  is  bound  to  perform, 
and  which  rulers  and  legislators  cannot  avoid  the  performance  of, 
but  under  the  heaviest  responsibility  to  heaven,  is  that  of  providing 
by  law  for  the  education  of  every  child  within  the  limits  of  their 
respective  governments.  To  that  effect,  parents  and  guardians  of 
youth  should  be  made,  under  heavy  penalties,  to  send  their  children 
to  schools,  supported   under  a  system  of  general   taxation   on  real 

*e,  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  government.)     Now,  with   the 

view  of  setting  forth  and  explaining  more  fully  and  particularly  (if  it 

is  possible)  my  desire  and  intentions,  as  expressed  in  the  foregoing 

dispositions  of  this   my  last    will   and   testament  in   relation  to  my 

general  estate,  I  will  add  that  the  first,    principal,  and  chief  object  I 

have  at  heart,  (the  object   which   has   actuated   and   filled  my   soul 

early  boyhood  with  a  desire  to  acquire  fortune,)  is  the  educa- 

of  the  poor,  (without   the  cost  of  a  cent   to  them,)   in  the  cities 

New  Orleans  and  Baltimore,  and  their  respective  suburbs,  in  such 

a   manner,  that  every  poor    child,  and  youth  of  every  color  in  tl 

common  English  education — (based,  however, 
be  it  particularly  understood,  on  a  moral   and  religious  one;   that  is, 

pupils  sh.dL  <»ri   particular  days,  be   instructed  in   morality  and 
religion,  and  shall  be  opened  and  closed  daily  with  prayei  ;) 

and  in  time,  when  the  general  estate  will  yield  the  necessary  funds, 
(for  in  time  it  ue  will  be   very  lar<:e)   over  and    above  what 

will    be  •  'he   education  of  the    poOf  of  those    two  cities 

and  their  respective  -  it    is    my  desire  and  I  I  that  the 

n   may  lie  extended  to   the   poor  throughout 

every   town,  village  and  hamlet  in  the  respectivi  of  Louisiana 
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and   Maryland,  and  was    it  possible  through    the  whole    of    the 
United  States   of  America. 

For  this  purpose,  and  this  only,  (my  desire  being  that  one  dollar 
shall  never  be  expended  to  any  other 'purpose,)  I  destine  the  whole 
of  my  general  estate,  (excepting  only  my  black  people,  the  legacy 
bequeathed  the  children  of  my  sister  Jane,  and  that  to  herself,)  to 
form  a  fund  in  real  estate  which  shall  never  be  sold  or  alienated, 
but  be  held  and  remain  forever  sacred  to  it  alone.  The  net  annual 
revenue  of  rents  of  said  general  estate  to  be  equally  divided  (one-half 
to  each)  between  the  said  two  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore, 
so  soon  as  the  annuities  are  paid  off  which  I  have  charged  the 
general  estate  or  fund  to  pay ;  the  last  of  which  annuities  will  pro- 
bably be  paid  off,  in  forty  or  fifty  years  from  and  after  my  death, 
from  which  period,  (the  time  when  said  anuities  will  be  paid  off,) 
the  whole  revenue  of  rents  arising  from  said  general  estate  or  fund 
will  be  received  for  the  sole  purpose  of  educating  the  poor,  as  I 
have  hereinbefore  set  forth.  And  in  the  meantime,  (the  time  be- 
tween the  period  of  my  death  and  the  period  when  said  annuities 
will  be  paid  off  in  totality,)  the  one-half  of  the  revenue  of  rents 
arising  from  said  general  estate,  or  fund,  is  destined  to  said  pur- 
pose. In  the  course  of  my  observations  through  a  long  life, 
having  seen  almost  every  bequest  or  endowment  of  the  nature  of 
those  I  have  herein  made,  perverted,  after  a  certain  lapse  of 
time,  from  their  intended  purposes,  and  either  sold  or  so  changed 
as  to  serve  other  and  private  ends,  I  determined  therefore,  in  con- 
sequence, by  placing  one  city  and  its  agents  or  representatives  as 
a  check  over  the  other,  to  guard  by  that  means  the  interests  of 
both. 

This  arrangement,  I  hope,  will  become  the  means  of  carrying 
down  to  the  latest  time  this  bequest,  and  secure  its  application  for- 
ever to  the  purposes  intended  by  me.  It  would  have  been  an  easy 
matter  for  me  to  have  purchased  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Baltimore 
for  the  one-half  of  the  amount  of  my  estate,  but  then,  had  I  so  done 
my  object  would  not  have  been  accomplished.  The  danger  of  its 
alienation,  and  having  it  turned  aside  from  its  original  intent, 
would  have  existed  in  full  force,  to  avoid  which  I  placed  the  whole 
of  it  in  one  city  and  state,  and  made  another  city  and  state  equally 
interested  in  its  preservation  and  correct  management,  for  the 
mutual  benefit  and  security  of  both.  I  trust  the  Most  High  will 
bless  the  intention  and  render  it  effectual. 

The  mode  I  have  thus  adopted  will  also  serve,  I  trust  as  a  liga- 
ture (though  but  a  small  one)  to  bind  the  different  parts  of  our 
country  together,  and  should  it  be  found  on  trial  to  work  well,  may 
induce  other  well  wishers  of  their  species  and  the  institutions  of 
our  common  country  to  do  the  same,  and  thereby  bind  together 
other  cities  and  states  of  our  greatly  blessed  and  happy  country,  in 
brotherly  affection  and  love  to  the  latest  time.     I  have  also  long 
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I  with  regret  thnt  B  spirit  inimical  to  the  rich  is  felt  and  enter- 
tained by  the  poor,  nurtured  and  kept  alive  in  their  bosomo,  at  it  is 
by  designing  and  bail  men  for  their  own  wicked  purposes,  they  are 
told  that  the  rich  are  their  natural  enemies,  that  the  God  of  nature 
made  all  men  equal,  and  that  it  is  sinful  lor  our  man  to  appropriate 
to  himself  more  of  the  riches  of  this  world  than  his  neighbor — with 
much  more  to  the  same  purport.  Believe  it  not,  my  friends,  be 
red  that  they  who  tell  you  so  are  your  greatest  enemies  ;  the 
enemies   of  your    peace    and    happn 

Those  feelings  of  jealousy  which  the  poor  entertain  of  the  rich  is 
wrong  ;  it  is  sinful',  and  contrary  to  the  laws  of  our  Divine  Creator, 
who  lias  shown  in  his  works  as  in  his  words  that  he  did  not  intend 
a  perfect  equality  to  exist  among  men,  as  he  has  not  made  all  men 
equal  in  Mrmgth,  in  stature  or  intellect  ;  neither  has  his  decrees 
established  an  equality  of  fortune.  Let  man,  then,  bow  with  hum- 
ble resignation  to  the  Divine  Will.  The  poor  should  look  on  the 
rich  in  the  light  in  which  they  really  and  truly  stand  towards  them  ; 
that  is,  as  reservoirs  in  which  the  Most  High  makes  to  How  the 
rich  streams  of  his  beneficence  ;  to  be  laid  up  and  husbanded  lor  his 
all-wise  and  all-seeing  purposes,  and  for  seasons  of  distress  and 
affliction  to  the  poor.  Instead,  then,  of  looking  on  them  as  their 
est  enemies,  they  should  on  the  contrary  consider  them  as  they 
really  are — their  best  friends.  This  is  the  position  all  rich  men, 
(whose  hearts  occupy  the  right  place  in  their  bosoms,)  stand  in  to- 
wards the  poor.  Besides,  let  the  proper  class  of  the  world  be  con- 
1,  assured  that  the  labor-loving,  frugal,  industrious,  and  vir- 
tuous among  them  possess  joys  and  happiness  in  this  lite,  which 
the  rich  know  not  and  cannot  appreciate.  So  well  convinced  am  I, 
(after  a  long  life  and  intercouse  with  my  fellow  men  of  all  classes,) 
of  the  truth,  "  that  the  happiness  of  this  life  is  altogether  on  the 
side  of  the  virtuous  and  industrious  poor,"  that,  had  I  children 
(which  I  have  not)  and  a  fortune  to  leave  behind  me  at  death,  I 
would  bequeath,  (after  a  virtuous  education,  to  effect  which  nothing 
should  be  spared,)  a  very  Small  amount  to  each,  merely  sufficient  to 
excite  them  to  habits  of  industry  and  frugality,  and   no  more.

and  respect  the  virtuous  rich,  and  to    lay  those  observations  to  their 

heart,  and  store   them  up   in   their  mind  ;   and    to   the    rich  1    would

9,  .tnd  worthy  of  their  regard,)    M  grre  them  an  poeaskmaJ  reflec- 
tion," hoping  thereby  that  the  world  may  adrance  in  happiness,  in 

virtue  and  holiness. 

I  request  otora  (hereinafter  named!,)  to  see  thai  my  funeral 

is  plain,  made  without   parade,  and  with   the  least  possible  e\pe: 
And,  fl  was    near   forgetting  that)  I    have  still    one  sin  ill    request  to 
make,  one  little   favor  still   to    ask,    and    it    shall    be    the    last  :    It  is 
that  it  may  be  permitted  annually  to  the  children  o£the  tree  schools, 
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(situate  the  nearest  to  the  place  of  my  interment,)  to  plant  and  water 
a  few  flowers  around  my  grave.  This  little  act  will  have  a  double 
tendency;  it  will  open  their  young  and  susceptible  hearts  to  grati- 
tude and  love  to  their  Divine  Creator,  for  having  raised  up  (as  the 
humble  instrument  of  his  bounty  to  them)  a  poor,  frail  worm  of 
earth,  like  me,  and  teach  them  at  the  same  time,  "  what  they  are, 
whither  they  came,  and  whence  they  must  return."  And  to  enable 
my  executors  (hereinafter  named)  to  execute  this  my  last  will  and 
testament,  I  hereby  give  unto  them  seizin  of  all  my  personal  estate, 
say,  money,  stocks  and  bonds  on  hand,  as  wrell  as  all  debts  owing 
to  me  by  bills,  notes,  bonds  and  mortages,  deeds  or  book  accounts  ; 
a-  also  the  furniture  and  effects  in  and  about  the  house  in  which  I 
reside,  cattle,  horses,  &c,  &c,  putting  them  in  possession  thereof, 
and  authorising  them,  my  said  executors,  (hereinafter  named,)  to 
recover  and  receive  the  amount  of  all  said  stocks,  bonds,  bills, 
notes,  bonds  and  mortgages,  deeds,  book  accounts,  &c,  &c,  with 
all  dividends  and  interest  which  may  accrue  thereon  ;  and  to  sell 
said  furniture  and  effects.  And,  likewise,  to  pay  all  debts  owing 
by  my  estate  to  others,   should  there  be  any  debts   owing  by  it. 

In  the  different  acts  of  incorporation,  contemplated  and  men- 
tioned by  me  in  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  to  be  passed  by 
the  legislatures  of  the  states  of  Louisiana  and  Maryland,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects  I  have  in  view,  it  is  my  wish 
and  desire  that  there  shall  be  an  express  provision  in  each  of  said 
acts  of  incorporation,  prohibiting  the  administrators  or  officers  of 
the  respective  corporations  from  ever  selling  or  alienating,  in  any 
manner  whatever,  the  real  estate  acquired  in  any  way,  either  by 
purchase  (by  means  of  the  funds  arising  from  and  received  under 
this  will  and  testament)  or  otherways,  and  hold  and  owned  by  said 
corporations. 

Finally :  I  nominate  and  appoint  Christian  Roselius,  Judah 
Touro,  Abial  Dailey  Crossman,  Louis  Philip  Pilie,  Jonathan  Mont- 
gomery, Joseph  A.  Maybin,  Wm.

Memoranda;  Being  reflections,  opinions  and  recommenda- 
tions, addressed  by  John  McDonogh  to  the  Executors  of  his 
estate  named  in  his  last  will  and  testament,  and  to  the  commis- 
sioners and  agents,  (to  be  appointed  by  the  City  Councils  of  the 
city  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the 
of  Baltimore)  of  his  "General  Estate, ?'  as  said  Memoranda, 
Recommendations,  &c.  &c.,  may,  he  hopes,  be  of  service  to 
them,  in  various  ways,  in  the  winding  up  of  said  estate,  and  in 
the  management  of  the  General  Estate. — He  requests  they  may 
be  copied  into  one  of  the  books  kept  in  the  office  of  the  General 
Estate,  for  preservation,  reference  and  use. 

The  inventory  of  my  estate  (as  directed  by  my  will)  to  be 
made  out  by  a  Notary  Public  (assisted  by  my  executors)  must 
remain  on  record  in  the  office  of  said  Notary  Public,  in  his  cur- 
rent book  of  record,  from  which  my  executors  will  be  pleased 
to  obtain  certified  copies,  and  have  them  placed,  say,  one  copy 
in  the  archive-,  of  the  City  Councils  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans; 
one  copy  in  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Baltimore;  one  copy 
in  the  office  of  the  General  Estate  in  New  Orleans;  and  another 
in  the  office  of  the  Free  Schools  and  the  Free  School  Fund

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New  Orleans,  under  the  care  of  the  commissioners  and  agents  ol" 
said  General  Estate :  I  request  said  commissioners  and  agents, 
(as  it  is  most  important  that  all  said  papers,  documents  and  title 
1,  should  be  carefully  preserved;  said  General  Estate  being 
deeply  interested  in  their  preservation  and  suit-,  keeping)  to  have 
certificate  copies  taken  of  each,  and  every  land  title  paper, 
(many  of  (hem  being  the  original  title  deeds,  of  which  no  record 
or  copy  exists,  but  those  in  my  possession,)  and  title  deed,  offi- 
cially, (that  is  notarial  copies  of  each,  and  every  one  of  them, 
duly  certified  by  the  respective  Notaries  Public,  before  whom 
they  were  originally  executed,  and  then  legalized  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State. — And  to  be  still  more  particular  and  exact,  (know- 
ing as  I  do  the  great  importance  of  the  object,)  I  mean,  a  copy 
of  each  paper  or  document,  through  the  whole  chain  of  title,  up 
to  the  originals,  (and  including  the  originals,)  from  the  different 
governments  of  France,  Spain  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  each,  and  every  title  to  each  separate  piece  of  property,)  and 
said  copies  on  duplicates,  of  each  and  every  land  paper,  docu- 
ment or  title  deed  (a  complete  set  of  copies  of  the  whole  series 
of  documents  or  title  deeds)  to  be  remitted  with  the  greatest  care 
by  some  safe  private  conveyance,  to  the  commissioners  of  the  Free 
Schools,  and  Free  Schools  Fund  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  in  the 
State  of  Maryland,  to  be  placed  in  the  office  of  said  institution 
for  preservation  and  safe  keeping:  in  the  event  that  should  an 
accident  take  place  in  either  city,  and  one  set  of  copies  be  lost 
by  fire  or  otherways,  that  they  might  be  immediately  after  re- 
placed by  another  series  of  copies;  so  that  two  sets  of  copies, 
may,  if  possible,  forever  exist,  one  set  in  each  city  of  New 
Orleans  and  Baltimore. — I  request  also,  that  duplicate  copies  of 
all  plans  of  land  and  lots  or  ground,  laid  out  and  divided  into  lots 
and  squares  may  be  made  out  and  remitted  to  Baltimore,  with 
full  and  complete  lists  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  General 
Estate,  with  descriptions  of  its  precise  situations,  measurements, 
prospects,  value,  &c.  &c.  By  which  means  each  office  in  each 
city  will  be  in  possession  of  all  information  relative  to  said  General 
Estate,  and  of  duplicate  copies  of  every  document,  title  deed, 
plan,  &c.  &c.,  appertaining  and  belonging  to  said  General  Estate 
— and  which  they  the  said  offices  of  said  institutions,  (besides 
having  and  preserving  the  original  copies)  will  have  copied  in  each 
office,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  express  purpose,  as  a  still  further 
security  for  their  preservation. 

And  whereas,  in  everything  that  will  concern  the  management 
of  the  General  Estate,  from  the  most  important  of  its  affairs  to 
the  most  minute ;  from  the  keeping  of  its  books  and  documents 
to  the  leasing  and  renting  of  its  real  estate ;  from  the  receiving 
and  collection  of  said  rents  to  the  care  and  preservation  of  its 
estates,  houses,  &c.  &c,  and  more  especially  to  the  gradual  in- 
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create  of  its  i  ei  enue  :  mu<  h,  verj  much  will  depend  on  the  honor, 
probity,  wisdom  and  business  talents  and  habits  of  the  gentleman 
who  will  be  appointed  its  Secretary;  it  mil  be  permitted  me 

then  to  recommend,  thai  great  care  and  precaution  should  be  at 
all  times  used  in  the  making  of  this  appointment,  and  no  one  en- 
trusted with  it  who  did  not  stand  high  in  the  estimation  of  their 
fellow  citizens  for  all  those  qualifications. — Besides, the  eng 
ment  taken  with  him  (whoever he  may  be)  should  only  be  during 
good  behavior,  and  satisfaction  given  by  him  in  all  respects  in 
the  fulfilment  of  the  duties  of  the  office. — And  it'  it  should  so 
happen  at  any  time,  that  a  gentleman  possessing  all  the  necessary 
qualifications  to  till  the  office  could  not  be  met  with  or  obtained 
here,  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  that  then  such  an  one  should  be 
sought  for  in  some  other  pari  of  the  United  States,  and  induced 
to  come  here,  to  act  as  its  Secretary,  under  a  good  salary  lor  its 
servi 

As  it  will  be  very  important  to  have  the  institution  of  the 
General  Estate,  incorporated  by  a  law  of  the  legislature  of  the 
State;  [recommend  in  consequence  to  the  commissioners  and 
agents  of  the  General  Estate,  to  apply  to  said  body  by  memorial 
at  its  first  session,  after  their  appointment,  for  the  passage  of 
such  a  law.  Recommending  that  said  memorial  should  be  given 
for  presentation,  to  some  of  the  most  influential  members  of  said 
body,  and  their  support  of  it  through  the  respective  houses,  re- 
quested.— Perhaps  the  Governor  of  the  State,  if  spoken  to,  would 
make  mention  of  it  in  his  annual  message  to  that  body,  and  re- 
commend the  passage  of  a  law  for  its  incorporation;  seeing  the 
object  and  vast  importance  of  the  institution  to  the  State  and  the 
world. 

So  soon  as  the  law  (by  the  legislature  of  the  State)  incorpo- 
rating the  institution  of  the  General  Estate  shall  be  passed,  I 
recommend  to  the  commissioners  and  agents  of  said  estate,  imme- 
diately after,  to  apply  by  memorial  to  said  legislature,  (and  to 
every  subsequent  legislature,  until  the  demand  is  accorded)  for  a 
law.  exempting  forever  from  taxation,  all  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, belonging  to  said  General  Estate,  (or  which  may  thereafter 
belong  to  it)  laying  within  the  State  of  Louisiana. — Seeing  the. 
purposes  to  which  it  is  destined,  I  trust  that  the  wise  and  enlight- 
ened members,  composing  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Loui- 
siana, will  not  refuse  the  passage  of  such  a  law;  seeing  that  the 
whole  and  entire  revenue  of  said  estate,  goes  to  charitable  uses 
in  the  State,  and  to  the  educatioi  own  citizens;  saving 

thereby  to  the  State  itself  an  immense  expenditure,  which  would 
otherwaya  have  to  cone  out  of  ita 

Similar  applicat  ecommended  above,  should  be 

made  to  the  different  City  Councils  of  the  city  of  -New  Orleans, 
praying  that  the  real  estate  laying  within  the  respective  liaaits  of 
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the  different  municipalities,  belonging  to  said  General  Estate, 
should  be  exempted  forever  by  law,  from  all  taxation,  seeing  the 
uses  to  which  its  revenue  is  forever  destined. 

So  soon  as  the  law  (by  the  legislature  of  the  State)  incorpo- 
rating the  institution  of  the  General  Estate,  shall  be  passed,  I 
recommend  the  commissioners  and  agents  of  said  estate,  immedi- 
ately thereafter  to  apply  by  memorial  to  said  legislature  (and  to 
every  subsequent  legislature,  until  the  demand  is  accorded,)  pray- 
ing that  an  act  may  be  passed,  providing  that  no  prescription 
shall  ever  run  against  any  real  estate  belonging  to  this  estate, 
which  shall  be  taken  possession  of  or  held  by  others. — The  ob- 
ject in  such  a  law  would  be:  That  whereas  much  land  belonging 
to  this  estate  lays  in  various  outparts  of  this  State,  persons  might 
unknowingly  to  the  commissioners  and  agents  of  the  General  Es- 
tate, seat  themselves  down  on  it,  and  if  permitted  to  remain 
thereon  for  thirty  years,  (the  present  law  of  prescription  of  the 
State  being  such)  would  acquire  title  thereby. — Such  a  law  would 
therefore  protect  it  for  ever. 

After  the  passage  of  the  law  (by  the  legislature  of  the  State) 
incorporating  the  institution  of  the  General  Estate,  I  recommend 
to  the  commissioners  and  agents  of  said  estate,  to  apply  by  me- 
morial to  said  legislature  (and  to  every  subsequent  legislature, 
until  the  demand  is  accorded)  praying,  that  an  act  may  be  passed 
appointing  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Estate  (for  the  time  be- 
ing, whoever  he  may  be)  an  auctioneer  for  the  purpose  of  leasing 
at  public  auction,  the  lots  of  ground  and  other  real  estate,  be- 
longing to  said  General  Estate. — The  object  of  this  would  be  that 
the  General  Estate  might  have  its  own  confidential  auctioneer  to 
transact  its  business,  (as  all  its  leases  should  be  publicly  made  at 
auction  after  due  notice  by  advertisement  in  the  public  newspa- 
pers of  the  city,)  and  by  that  means  save  also  much  expense  in 
commissions,  which  would  otherways  have  to  be  paid  to  auc- 
tioneers. 

And  whereas  Mr.  Andrew  Durnford,  a  free  man  of  color  of  the 
Parish  of  Plaquemine  of  this  State,  is  at  this  time  indebted  to  me 
a  large  sum  of  money  by  mortgage  on  his  sugar  estate  situate  in 
said  parish ;  now,  should  it  so  happen  that  at  the  time  of  my 
death,  said  debt  still  remains  unliquidated  and  owing  to  me ;  I  in 
that  case  request  my  executors,  (he  being  a  worthy  and  an  honest 
man  and  my  friend)  to  wait  the  payment  of  said  debt  with  him, 
Andrew  Durnford,  and  to  give  him  time  to  pay  it  off,  on  his  paying 
an  interest  thereon  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  such  time  as 
they  shall  wait  with  him,  the  payment  thereof. — Well  understood, 
however,  that  the  amount  of  the  crop,  which  he  will  make  on  his 
plantation,  he  will  annually  pay  over  to  them,  on  account  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  said  debt,  until  the  whole  amount  thereof 
is  liquidated  and  paid  off. 
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And  whereas  in  my  last  will  and  testament,  I  did  not  in  rela- 
tion to  my  old  servants  (whose  freedom  1  willed  to  be  given  them 
here,  in  New  Orleans)  provide  any  support,  (as  1  did  not  wish 
to  add  more  writing  than  I  could  help,  or  add  to  its  length;)  I  will 

now  add  a  request  to  my  executors,  that  should  any  of  them,  from 
age  or  weakness, (as  they  are  now  all  hearty  and  strong) stand  in 

need  of  support,  that  fifty  cent-  a  week  may  he  paid  to  such  of 
them,  as  became  so  situated,  and  that  such  be  permitted  to  occupy 

one  of  the  houses  they  have  been  accustomed  to  live  in  with  me, 
until  their  decease. 

1  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  when  lots  of  ground  arc  leased 
on  long  leases,  thi  should  he  hound  to  erect  buildings  of 

certain  descriptions  thereon,  with  foundations  and  walls  of  certain 
proportions;  to  raise  and  till  up  the  lots  with  earth;  pay  all  taxes 
thereon  during  the  term  of  the  lease;  comply  with  and  fulfil  all 
municipal  requirements;  keen  all  houses  and  improvements  placed 
thereon  insured  against  risk  by  lire,  <xx.  &c;  (which  buildings  with 
all  other  improvements  placed  thereon,  once  erected,  shall  not  be 
pulled  down  by  the  lessees,  but  shall  revert  back  at  the  end  of 
the  lease,  with  the  lot  or  lots  of  ground  to  the  lessors,  free  of 
cost  or  expense  to  them  the  lessors;)  said  houses  and  lots  of 
ground,  after  reverting  back  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  lease, 
improved  as  they  will  be,  should  be  rented  out  on  short  leases, 
(the  rent  payable  monthly,)  at  higher  rates.  By  which  means  a 
large  revenue  will  accrue  to  the  estate  in  a  short  lapse  of  time, 
which  must  greatly  and  yearly  increase. 

The  mode  and  manner  of  leasing  should  be  at  public  auction, 
putting  up  a  lot  to  be  bid  oif  at  the  highest  price  otfered  for  it,  on 
such  and  such  conditions,  (say,  those  of  filling  up  with  earth,  pay- 
ing all  taxes,  complying  with  all  municipal  requirements;  build- 
ings of  certain  descriptions  and  proportions,  insurance  against 
fire,  to  insure  the  means  of  rebuilding  in  case  of  accident,  &c.  &c.;) 
under  a  lease  of  one  year,  five,  ten,  fifteen,  twenty,  or  twenty- 
five  years  as  the  case  may  he,  paying  an  interest  (quarterly  or 
quarter  yearly.)  at  the  rate  of  six,  seven,  or  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  as  the  case  may  be,  on  the  price  of  the  lot  or  lots  of 
ground  adjudicated. 

Public  sales  should  be  made  of  lots  of  ground  on  lease  in  the 
city  of  New  Orleans,  ;is  also  in  the  rear  of  the  city,  say  on  Poy- 
dras,  Hevia,  Perdido,  Girond,  Freret,  Saint  Mary,  Saint  Mark, 
and  other  n  well  as  in  the  rear  of  the  Suburbs  Liv- 

andais  and  Washington,  above  and  below  the  city,  as  in  Macdo- 
DOUgh,  according  to  the-  wants  of  the  public,  and  the  demand  for 
them.  No  large  quantity  of  lots  should  be  thrown  into  the  market 
at  any  one  time,  but  the  public  should  be  supplied  ;i-  space  was 
wanted  to  build  on. — Say.  a  public  sale  of  one  hundred,  two  hun- 
dred, or  three  hundred   lot*;,  (lots  of  thirty  feet   in    front   each.) 
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every  two,  three  or  five  years  as  wanted,  and  the  prices  high ; 
that  is  to  say,  fair. — However,  on  reflection  it  would  be  well 
perhaps,  to  lease  out  many  of  the  rear  lots,  even  at  low  prices, 
as  the  lessees  would  be  improving,  filling  them  up,  and  giving 
additional  value  to  them. 

And  whereas  the  titles,  under  which  I  claim  and  hold  certain 
lands  (laving  principally  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  some  small 
part  thereof  laying  on  the  Pearl  river,  in  the  State  of  Mississippi, 
and  called  the  Florida  Grants,)  which  lands  are  the  15-1 6th  parts, 
or  fifteen  parts  out  of  sixteen  parts,  of,  (120,000  arpens)  one 
hundred  and  twenty  thousand  arpens;  original  grantee  Gcronimo 
La  Chiapella;  the  (2-3rds)  two-third  parts,  of  (90,000  arpens) 
nintey  thousand  arpens  ;  original  grantees  Louis  and  Alexander 
Declouet ;  and  the  (l-3rd)  one-third  part  of  (40,000  arpens) 
forty  thousand  arpens  ;  original  grantee  Vallery  John  De  Lassise  ; 
— are  as  yet  unconfirmed  by  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
(although  good  and  valid  :)  To  assure,  therefore,  their  confir- 
mation, I  request  the  two  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore, 
as  also  the  two  States  of  Louisiana  and  Maryland,  through  their 
respective  legistatures,  to  memorialize  the  General  Government, 
praying  it  to  confirm  the  titles  to  said  land ;  (seeing  that  thev 
are  the  property  of  the  poor  of  those  two  cities,  a  fund  for  their 
education,  that  they  are  in  reality  destined  to  do  and  accomplish 
that  which  is  the  duty,  the  first  and  most  sacred  of  duties  of  tbe 
General  Government  itself  to  perform  and  see  performed,  namely  ; 
to  educate  its  citizens,)  or  otherways  to  give  them  (my  General 
Estate)  their  choice  of  other  public  lands  laying  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  in  exchange  for  them,  or  in  their  lieu  and  place,  acre 
for  acre ;  (seeing  that  the  General  Government  have  sold  a  great 
many  of  the  lands  laying  within  my  surveys.)  Which  I  trust 
and  doubt  not  the  General  Government  will  do  ;  (viewing  the 
justice  of  the  claim  and  the  validity  of  the  titles ;  indeed  I  con- 
sider those  titles  already  virtually  confirmed  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  in  their  decisions  in  the  suits  of 
Foster  and  Elam  vs.  Neilson  ;  Aredando  (I  believe)  vs.  the  United 
States;  Perchman  (I  believe)  vs.  the  United  States,  and  others; 
(see  also  various  reports  of  committees,  and  bills  reported  in 
Congress  at  various  times  ;  memorials  from  the  legislature  of 
Louisiana ;  and  especially  an  able  report  from  the  late  Edward 
Livingston,  when  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  when 
called  on  by  a  resolution  of  Congress,  for  information  on  the 
subject  of  those  claims.)  Those  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  are  to  the  effect  that  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  are  bound  under  the  treaty  with  Spain,  of  1819, 
to  confirm  said  titles. — The  Supreme  Court,  not  being  competent 
to  come  to  the  relief  of  the  claimants,  it  requiring  the  action  of 
the  General  Government  in  the  first  place ;  it  being  a  political 
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ion  as  to  limits.)— The  citizens  of  Louisiana  have  cause  to 
complain  of  the   injustice  of  the  General  Government,  on  the 

subject  of  our  land  claims  and  titles;  (the  great,  the  crying  in- 
justice, )  ami  none  more  than  myself. — From  the  treaty  of  Paris 
\*(  1803,  by  which  the  United  States  acquired  the  Province  of 
Louisiana,  -down  to  the  present  day,  now  thirty-six  years,  our 
land  titlo  remain  unsettled  and  unadjusted. — Had  Congress  pass*  d 
a  law  within  a  week    after  the    ratification    <>t'  said  treaty, 

they  were  hound  to  do  hoth  by  its  letter  and  spirit,  confirming  e\  i'n 
title  to  hind  wilhin  the  limits  of  the  Province  ceded,  which  u;h 
a  valid  title  under  the  governments  of  France  and  Spain,  (which 
had  preceded  that  of  the  United  States  in  its  occupancy  and  sove- 
reignty,) the  whole  of  the  claims  would  have  heen  adjusted  at 
once,  now-  thirty-six  years  since. — Instead  of  which,  thirty-six 
years  on  the  contrary  have  passed   away,  and  the   claimants  ap- 

BOW  no  nearer  the  termination  of  this  state  ot'  uncertainty 
and  ruin  to  them,  than  they  were  on  the  day  of  the  ratification  of 
said  treaty  o(  1803. — Let  justice,  then,  (though  late,  when  I  am 
in  the  grave,  and  after  a  long  life  of  supplication,)  be  done  us  at 

-The  General  Government,  in  my  claims  at  least,  can  have 
no  objection  to  pass  a  law  confirming  them  at  once,  (seeing  that 
the  revenue  to  he  derived  from  them  is  destined  for  the  purposes 
of  educating  her  own  citizens,  the  children  and  youth  of  the  two 
States  of  Louisiana  and  Maryland,)  and  in  the  case  of  the  after 
claimants,  passing  a  law,  permitting  them  to  go  into  the  courts 
of  the  country,  lor  decision  on  their  validity ;  under  the  condi- 
tion that  they,  the  claimants,  shall  take  other  public  lands,  acre 
for  acre,  tor  such  part  of  their  claims;  (if  confirmed  by  the 
courts.)  as  have  been  confirmed  by  the  United  States  to  others, 
by  right  of  settlement,  or  have  been  sold  by  the  United  States. — 
Such  were  the  provisions  of  a  bill  which  passed  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States  in  Congress,  at  three  different  sessions  of  the 
last  years,  but  was  not  acted  on  by  the  House  of  Representatives 
from  the  lateness  of  the  session  when  Bent  from  the  Sena*- 
said  bill  was  not  reached  in  its  order  previous  to  the  breaking  up 
of  Congress. — The  titles  by  which  I  claim  those  lands  are  per- 

in  every  respect;  they  are  not  simple  grants  or  donations 
by  the  ancient  government,  hut  purchases  from  it  for  valuable 
considerations.  They  are  not  onl\  stamped  with  every  form  re- 
quired of  the  local  go\  eminent  ot'  Louisiana, sun  eys,  plots,  pal 

but  were  sent  to  Madrid  in  Spain  and  were  ratified  by 
the  King  in  Council. — Those  lands  cost  me  large  sums  of  money, 
acquired  with  God's  blessing,  by  honest  industry,  and  the  sweat 
of  my  I  w  thirty-four  and  thirty-five  years  since;  audi 

have  been  deprived  of  their  use,  and  kept  out  of  m\  property, 
rightfully  and  justly  acquired,  by  a  government  which  styles 
itself  honorable  and"  just,  a  Government  of  the  people  ;   which 
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Government  for  a  lung-  scries  of  years  lias  refused  even  to  pass 
a  law,  permitting  the  claimants  to  go  before  the  courts  of  the 
country,  for  a  decision  on  their  validity  or  invalidity  of  their 
claims  ;  has  cut  us  off  in  short  from  all  means  of  obtaining  jus- 
tice in  any  way.  Let  it  be  permitted  me  now  to  ask,  (an  Ameri- 
can by  birth,  an  old  man,  one  devoted  to  his  country  and  its  in- 
stitutions, and  whose  father  waded  with  the  Father  of  his  Country 
through  the  hottest  battles  of  its  revolutionary  struggle  for  liberty 
and  equal  laws,)  would  the  most  despotic  governments  of  Europe 
(under  a  plighted  faith,  the  faith  of  a  treaty,)  have  so  acted  ; 
and  to  answer  the  question  and  say  they  would  not. — Not  one  on 
the  long  list  would  have  so  acted,  could  have  so  acted.  Justice 
would  have  been  meted  out  to  their  subjects  similarly  situated 
within  a  month  from  the  date  of  the  treaty  obligation. — Besides  on 
the  score  of  interest  have  the  government  gained  anything  by  so 
acting  ? — No,  but  lost,  immensely  lost,  in  various  ways,  (saying 
nothing  of  the  loss  of  honor.)  In  addition  to  doing  great  injury 
to  the  State  of  Louisiana,  by  keeping  the  land  unsettled  on,  and 
waste,  for  upwards  of  thirty  years,  and  her  population  sparse, 
when  otherways  she  would  have  been  filled  up  and  compact. — 
The  whole  quantity  claimed  by  individuals,  besides  is  trifling,  both 
in  quantity  and  value,  and  of  no  consideration,  a  drop  in  the  buck- 
et as  it  were,  to  the  General  Government.  The  Florida  claims, 
(on  those  located  between  the  Mississippi  and  Perdido  rivers)  not 
exceeding  in  the  whole  (900,000)  nine  hundred  thousand  arpens, 
(French)  about  700,000  acres,  "  seven  hundred  thousand  Eng- 
lish acres,"  and  the  residue  of  the  large  claims  of  Louisiana,  say 
Bastrop's,  Maison  Rouge,  &c,  &c,  not  exceeding  1  \  millions  of 
French  arpens,  1,100,000  English  acres. 

For  the  base  of  a  permanent  revenue  (to  stand  through  all  time 
with  the  blessing  of  The  Most  High,)  I  have  preferred  the  earth, 
"  a  part  of  the  solid  globe."  One  thing  is  certain,  it  will  not 
take  wings,  and  fly  away,  as  silver  and  gold,  government  and 
bank  stocks  often  do.  It  is  the  only  thing  in  this  world  of  ours, 
which  approaches  to  anything  like  permanency ;  or  in  which  at 
least  there  is  less  mutation  than  in  things  of  man's  invention. — 
The  little  riches  of  this  world,  therefore,  which  The  Most  High 
has  placed  in  my  hands,  and  over  which  he  has  been  pleased  to 
place,  and  make  me  his  Steward,  I  have  invested  therein,  that  it 
may  yield  (its  fruits)  an  annual  revenue,  to  the  purposes  I  have 
destined  it  forever. 

Whereas  eight  or  ten  or  more  bricklayers,  carpenters,  painters, 
&c.  &c,  will  be  constantly  wanted  to  attend  to,  and  keep  in 
repair  and  good  order,  the  houses,  buildings,  fences,  &c.  &c, 
belonging  to  the  General  Estate,  I  recommend  in  consequence  to 
the  commissioners  and  agents  of  said  General  Estate,  to  employ 
black  mechanics,   which   shall  belong   and  be   owned  by   said 
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pal  Estate,  (so  long  as  there  -  in  the  country ,)  lor 

said  pun  tting  them  j:o  out  free  to  Africa  every  fifteen 

s,  and  replacing  them  by  others  whom  they  will  purchase.) — 
As  I  meai  ;-ways  such  repairs  would 

he  a  source  of  great  expense  to  the  estate. — In  some  of  the  vacant

;1  which  means  much  expense 

may  be  avoided,  and  mo:.  I   to  the  estate. — And  if  build- 

to  be  put  up  on  lots  of  ground  in  the  city,  or  on  the 

i   cultivation    in   the   country,   owned   by   the   General 

Est;;  own  mechanics  can  erect  and  build  them  up. 

The  plan  which  my  mind  formed  (influenced,  I  trust,  by  the 
Divine  Spirit,)  and  has  pursued,  for  near  forty  years,  to  accumu- 

tnd  get  together  a  large  estate,  in  lands,  lots  of  ground,  in 
and  near  the  city,  nor  »S:c.,  for  the  education  of  the  poor, 

will  in  time,  1  doubt  not,  ^rield  a  revenue  sufficient  to  educate  all 
the  poor  of  the  two  States  of  Louisiana  and  Maryland,  and  per- 
haps the  poor  of  many  other  States  of  our  happy  Union.  To 
effect  and  secure  that,  I  have  laid  its  foundations  deep  and  broad, 
in  and  all  around  the  city  of  New  Orleans  in  every  direction,  so 
that  for  centuries  to  come,  (if  managed  in  wisdom)  its  revenue 
must  and  will  go  on  increasing  in  amount  with  the  growth  and 

nsion  of  the  city,  (which  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
in  extent  and  population,  the  world  has  ever  seen,)  until  its  rents 
shall  amount  to  some  millions  of  dollars  annually. — If  therefore, 
those  who  will  come  after  me,  and  will  have  the  management  of 
this  store  (which  I  have  strove  to  amass  and  pile  up,)  will  labor 
to  increase  and  render  it  productive  with  the  same  fidelity  which 
I  have  husbanded  it,  and  striven  to  make  it  a  great  one ;  then 
indeed  it  will  become  in  time  a  huge  mountain  of  wealth,  and  will 
yield  its  increase  to  the  honor  of  God,  and  the  benefit  of  genera- 
tions yet  unborn,  through  all  ages  of  the  world. 

In  relation  to  m  !  Dnstituted  as  he  is,  I  have  al- 

-  been  convinced  that  the  intellectual  cultivation  of  the  youth 
of  our  country  alone,  witiiout  moral  and  religious  cultivation  can- 
not secure  it,  or  give  permanency  to  the  free  institutions  of  the 
country,  as  they  n  t.     Education,  separated  from  religion, 

yields  no  security,  to  morality  and  freedom. 

I  will  now  speak  a  few  words  of  myself,  (having  often  seen 
and  felt  that  my  conduct,  id  object  were  not  understood 

i)  constrained  as  I  fe  f  to  be  and  bound 

so  to  do,  and  to  declare ;  that  my  Soul  has  all  my  life,  burned 
with  an  ardent  desire  to  do  good,  much  good,  great  good,  to  my 
fellow-man,  (as  it  was  chiefly  by  that  means  and  through  that 
channel,  that  I  could  bend,  greatly  bend,  to  the  honor  and  glory 
of  mv  Lord  and  which  wai  my  soul's  Grit,  prcat.  chief

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object  and  interest.)  I  trust,  I  pray  that  the  mode  I  have  adopted 
to  effectuate  it,  will  receive  the  divine  blessing. — I  have  notwith- 
standing much,  very  much  to  complain  of  the  world,  rich  as  well 
as  poor. — It  has  harrassed  me  in  a  thousand  different  ways. 
Suits  at  law,  of  great  injustice  have  been  instituted  and  carried  on 
against  me,  to  deprive  and  take  from  me  property,  honestly 
acquired,  (for  I  have  none,  nor  even  would  have  any,  that  was 
not  acquired  by  honest  industry,  and  the  sweat  of  my  brow)  and 
when  obliged  to  seek  justice  through  courts  of  law,  (after  waiting 
years  and  years  with  those  who  were  indebted  to  me,  and  refused 
payment)  it  has  often  and  often  been  refused  me. — Many  and  many 
times,  have  juries  of  my  fellow-men  given  me  a  stone,  when  I 
asked  them  for  bread. — As  one  instance  (out  of  great  numbers  I 
could  mention,)  in  a  suit  at  law  instituted  by  me  against  a  rich 
widow  and  orphans  (a  succession  estate)  for  notes  to  a  large 
amount  which  I  had  endorsed  for  her  husband  in  his  lifetime,  to 
serve  him,  (without  any  interest  on  my  part,  but  through  friend- 
ship) and  had  to  pay  said  notes,  and  against  which  there  was  no 
offsetts,  the  lawyers  for  the  defence,  having  nothing  that  they 
could  urge  or  say,  in  addressing  a  jury  of  my  fellow-men  why  a 
verdict  should  not  be  given  in  my  favor  for  the  whole  amount 
claimed  with  interest  and  costs,  confined  themselves  to  repeating 
over  and  over  "hold  in  mind,  gentlemen  of  the  jury,  we  pray  you, 
that  John  McDonough  is  a  rich  man,  and  the  defendants  are  a 
poor  widow  and  orphan  children;"  "hold  in  mind,  gentlemen  of 
the  jury,  that  John  McDonough  is  a  man  of  unbounded  wealth, 
who  does  not  stand  in  need,  or  want  the  amount  of  those  notes, 
and  our  clients  are  a  poor  widow  and  orphans  who  are  ruined  if 
you  give  him  a  verdict  for  the  amount."  And  what,  (will  it  be 
believed  or  credited)  was  the  verdict  of  this  jury  of  my  fellow- 
men  ?  Why  that  I  should  receive  about  the  one-tenth  part  of  the 
amount  of  the  notes  I  had  paid  of  the  defendants,  without  interest 
or  costs,  and  capped  the  climax  by  saying,  "  it  was  as  much  as 
the  widow  they  thought  could  conveniently  pay,  and  I  was  rich 
and  did  not  stand  in  need  of  it,"  could  afford  to  lose  it.  On  the 
same  claim  I  applied  for  a  new  trial,  which  was  granted  me,  and 
on  its  taking  place  before  another,  but  a  different  jury,  the  same 
pleadings  being  made  by  the  counsel  of  the  defendants,  viz : 
"remember — gentlemen,  John  McDonough  is  a  rich  man,  our 
clients  are  a  poor  widow  and  orphans,"  I  obtained  a  verdict  in 
my  favor  for  the  whole  amount  of  my  claim  with  interest  and 
costs  of  court.  (Now,  feeling  those  things  as  I  always  have, 
most  keenly,  what  is,  let  me  ask,  the  duty  of  a  juror,  of  a  man  ? 
Is  it  to  dispense  (that  sacred  attribute  of  the  Divinity)  justice 
equally  to  all  men,  or  is  it  to  consult  the  faces  of  men?  Of 
judges  and  their  judgments,  I  have  also  much,  very  much  to 
complain, — but  I  refrain.     What  care  does  it  not  become   gov- 
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ernors  and  legislators  to  use,  in  their  appointments  to  such  offices; 
vuir  high-minded,  honest,  honorable  and  pure  men.  As  I 
said  above,  1  again  repeat  that  I  have  much  to  complain  of 
the  world,  of  men  in  general  They  said  of  me,  he  is  rich,  old, 
without  wife  or  child,  let  Ufl  take  from  him  then  what  he  has. — 
Infatuated  men,  they  knew  not,  that  that  was  an  attempt  to  take 
from  themselves,  for  I  was  laboring,  and  had  labored  all  my  life, 
not  for  in} -elf  hut  for  them  and  their  children.  Their  attempts 
however  made  me  not  to  iwerve,  either  to  the  right  hand  or  to 
the  left,  (although  to  see,  and  feel  so  sorely  their  injustice  and 
ingratitude,  made  me  often  to  lament  the  frailty,  the  perversity, 
and  sinfulness  of  our  fallen  nature.)  I  preserved  an  onward 
course,  determined,  (as  the  Steward  and  the  Servant  of  my  Mas- 
ter) to  do  them  good,  whether  they  would  have  it,  or  whether 
they  would  not  have  it. — And  I  have  so  strove,  so  labored  to  the 
last; — die  result  is  in  the  hands  of  Him  who  fixes  and  determines 
all  results;   he  will  do  therewith  as  seemeth  good  unto  himself. 

Whereas,  from  infancy  up  it  has  been  the  wish  of  my  heart 
that  my  a>hes  should  repose  and  mix  in  death  with  those  of  my 
earthly  parents;  (as  in  this  life  there  was  nothing  so  loved  by 
me,  so  dear  to  me  as  my  father  and  my  mother,)  and  as  they  are 
interred  in  different  graves,  in  some  of  the  ancient  places  of  burial 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  (known  to  my  sisters  and  their  families 
who  reside  there,)  it  is  my  wish,  and  I  pray  the  executors  named 
in  my  last  will  and  testament,  (should  it  not  be  permitted  me  by 
The  Most  High  to  go  on  there  before  my  death,  and  attend  to 
and  have  it  done  myself,  as  I  am  very  anxious  and  hope  to  do,) 
to  take  measures,  (those  gentlemen  will  excuse  and  pardon  the 
great  trouble  I  occasion  and  put  them  to,)  and  have  a  Family 
Vault  of  lasting  materials  and  great  solidity  erected  in  some  one 
the  new  burial  places  of  said  city  of  Baltimore ; — to  have  the 
remains  of  my  parents  raised  and  placed  therein,  and  my  body 
sent  on  there,  that  it  may  be  placed  along  side  of  theirs,  in  said 
vault,  to  crumble  and  mix  with  theirs,  to  await  the  resurrection 
at  the  last  day. 

I  will  now  with  the  view  of  communicating  to  the  com- 
missioners and  agents  of  the  General  Estate,  my  opinion  in 
relation  to  certain  parts  and  parcels  of  said  estate,  throw  a  few 
notes  together,  and  then  close  those  memoranda. 

The  eleven  entire  squares  of  lots  of  ground  (which  contain 
upwards  of  three  hundred  lots)  laying  at  the  lower  end  of 
Poydras  street,  on  both  sides  of  said  street,  in  the  Second 
Municipality  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  are  very  valuable. 
They  should  be  laid  out  and  divided  into  lots  of  26  or  28  feet  in 
front,  by  about  90  or  100  feet  deep.  A  general  plan  should  be 
made  of  each  square,  (as  each  square  can  be  divided  into  up- 
wards  of  thirty  lots,)  and  said    lots  sold  out  on  revertihlc  1< 
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of  twenty-five  years,  (say  2  or  3  squares  one  year ;  in  2  or  3 
years  thereafter,  2  or  3  other  squares,  sold  out  and  so  on,)  under 
certain  conditions  of  raising  them  with  earth,  building  on  them, 
paying  taxes  and  all  other  expenses,  fulfilling  all  municipal 
requirements,  &c.  &c. 

The  two  thousand  lots  of  ground  and  upwards  (of  thirty  feet 
front  each  lot)  (which  I  estimate  there  is  still  remaining  unsold 
by  me,  belonging  to  this  estate,  and  which  there  will  be  and  will 
remain  the  property  of  this  estate  at  my  death,  as  I  do  not  intend 
to  sell  or  dispose  of  any  more  of  them,)  within  the  present  limits 
of  Macdonough,  (as  per  my  original  plan  of  division,)  with  manv 
houses,  buildings,  &c.  &c.  on  them,  are  very  valuable  and  be- 
coming more  so  every  day: — should  be  sold  out  in  revertible 
leases  of  twenty-five  years, — say  100  or  200  lots,  (of  thirty  feet 
front)  every  two  or  three  years,  as  wanted  for  building  on,  under 
certain  conditions.  Some  of  the  squares  laying  in  the  rear  of 
said  town,  might  be  leased  by  the  square  for  the  purposes  of 
gardening,  &c.  &c.  The  trees  standing  on  most  of  those  squares 
are  valuable,  and  should  be  sold  for  cord  wood. 

The  land  in  the  rear  of  Macdonough  and  adjoining  it,  bounded 
by  the  side  line  of  land,  belonging  to  John  S.  David  above,  and 
Toussaint  Mossy  below,  and  F.  Verret  in  the  rear,  containing 
between  three  and  four  hundred  superficial  or  square  acres,  will 
have  to  be  in  a  few  years,  (when  the  demand  for  more  lots  shall 
arise)  laid  off  by  the  surveyor  into  squares  and  lots  of  ground, 
by  the  continuation  of  the  streets  of  Macdonough,  which  run 
from  the  river  towards  the  rear,  further  back  through  said  land, 
and  laying  off  other  new  streets,  running  parellel  with,  or  up  and 
down  the  river  to  intersect,  and  cross  those  which  will  run  back 
from  the  river,  and  a  plan  made  of  it.  This  body  of  land  is 
sufficiently  extensive  to  form  out  of  it,  .between  two  and  three 
thousand  lots  of  thirty  feet  in  front  each  lot,  and  will  be  in  time 
of  great  value.  In  the  mean  time,  (until  laid  out  into  squares 
and  lots,)  it  might  be  leased  in  small  parcels  or  tracts  by  the 
year,  or  for  four  or  five  years  at  a  time,  to  be  cultivated  in 
gardens  for  the  supply  of  the  city  with  vegetables.  I  am  culti- 
vating at  this  moment  a  part  of  it,  in  a  very  valuable  garden. 
The  greater  part  of  it  is  covered  with  wood,  which  is  valuable, 
and  should  be  sold  to  be  taken  off. 

The  small  tract  of  land,  laying  at  the  upper  end  of  Macdon- 
ough, having  a  front  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  fect^  French 
measure,  on  the  river  Mississippi,  adjoining  land  of  J.  S.  David 
above,  running  back  about  forty  acres,  more  or  less,  until  it  in- 
tersects in  the  rear,  the  line  of  the  land  of  F.  Verret,  and  front- 
ing in  its  whole  depth,  on  the  lower  side,  Hamilton  street  in  Mac-

.  Notary  Public,  containing  (the  two  tracts)  about  eleven 
hundred  acres,  making  in  the  three  tracts,  upwards  of  five  thou- 
sand acres  of  land,  must  become,  in  time,  of  immense  value; — 
(though  it  may  be  fifty  or  one  hundred  years  first,  or  before  it 
will  be  wanted.)  It  lays  within  one  wile,  on  a  straight  line,  of 
Macdonough. — The  plan  or  determination  which  I  had  formed 
in  my  mind,  in  relation  to  this  valuable  body  of  land,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  town  of  Macdonough,  ia  this  :  the  land  laying  in  be- 
tween Macdonough  and  those  live  thousand  acres  of  land,  belong 
to,  or  arc  owned  by  two  persons,  say  Furcy  Verret,  and  the  heirs 
or  children  of  Prosper  Mariirncy.  I  had  therefore  determined 
whenever  those  two  tracts  were  brought  into  the  market  for  sale, 
(as  it  must  and  will  be  no  doubt  before  long,  as  one  body,  that 
of  Mr.  Ferret's  is  a  partnership  concern  owned  by  different  per- 
sons, in  undivided  interests;  the  other  body  belongs  to  minors, 
the  children  of  the  late  Prosper  Marigney,  to  whom  it  cannot  be 
worth  a  dollar  for  ate,  (as  it  ia  low  ground,  and  they  own  only 
the  low  land  Prairie  and  Swamp,  afteT  forty  arpena  from  the  river,) 
and  who  no  doubt,  will  be  fcry  desirous  to  sell  it,  when  arrived 
at  tl<<  f  majority)  to  purchase  them:  by  which  means  the 

whole  body,  together  with  Macdonough,  (which  is  the  point  or 
outlet  on  the  river  Mississippi.)  and  the  land  laying  in  the  rear 
touching  Macdonough,  now  owned  by  me,  would  form  a  body  of 
land  ot'  ten  thousand  acres,  laying  opposite  and  in  front  oi  the  city 
of  New  Orleans.— Which  property  alone  and  itself,  would 
•me   in  time,  a  mine  of  wealth,  such  as  no  individual  would 
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possess  in  the  United  States.  In  the  event  of  my  acquiring  those 
two  intervening  bodies  of  land,  which  separate  now  Macdonough 
from  my  five  thousand  acre  tracts,  my  further  plan  is,  to  extend 
the  streets,  walks  and  avenues  of  McDonogh,  on  (by  degrees  as 
wanted,)  through  the  whole  body,  as  it  will  all  in  time  be  wanted 
for  the  immense  population  which  is  to  inhabit  New  Orleans.  In 
furtherance  then  of  this  plan,  and  the  interest  of  the  General 
Estate,  I  recommend  to  the  executors  named  in  my  last  will  and 
testament,  (should  I  not  succeed  in  making  those  purchases  my- 
self personally,  before  my  decease)  to  purchase  if  possible,  the 
whole  of  the  tract  belonging  to  Mr.  Verret  from  the  bank  of  the 
river  Mississippi,  back,  to  the  Bayou  Villars  on  Ouacha,  and  that 
of  the  minors  Marigney  as  now  owned  by  them,  say  the  rear  of 
their  late  father's  tract  from  a  point,  distant  forty  arpens  from 
the  river  Mississippi  back  to  said  Bayou  Villars.  (As  it  is  only 
that  part  which  is  owned  by  them,  the  whole  of  the  front  on  the 
Mississippi,  forty  arpens  in  depth,  having  been  sold  out  by  their 
late  father,  previous  to  his  death.)  To  effect  which  purchases, 
they  could  sell  the  Bonds,  (or  such  a  part  thereof  as  would  be 
necessary  and  wanting)  of  the  First  Municipality  of  the  city 
of  New  Orleans  left  by  me,  a  part  of  my  estate,  and  pay  the 
purchase  money  with  the  proceeds.  To  effect  the  purchase, 
however,  this  request  and  their  intentions  in  relation  to  it,  should 
be  kept  secret,  as  success  in  all  transactions  of  business,  must  in 
a  great  measure  depend  on  secrecy.  The  wood  standing  on  this 
five  thousand  acres  of  land,  is  very  valuable,  and  must  become 
more  and  more  so  every  day,  not  only  from  the  increase  of  value 
of  the  article,  but  its  increase  from  its  yearly  growth. 

The  one  hundred  and  ninety  squares,  or  parts  of  squares  of 
ground,  containing  three  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-three 
lots,  (3,693  lots,)  laying  in  the  suburb  Washington,  in  the  Third 
Municipality  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  purchased  by  me  on 
the  5th  and  26th  of  April,  1839,  of  L.  B.  Macarty,  and  Madame 
L.  Lalaurie,  will  become  in  time  of  immense  value,  but  I  estimate 
that  fifty  to  one  hundred  years  or  more,  must  pass  away  before 
that  will  take  place ;  (except  indeed,  that  means  shall  be  sooner 
taken  to  drain  and  improve  the  ground,  when  thirty  or  forty 
years  in  that  event  might  bring  them  into  use,  and  occasion  a 
demand  for  them.)  But  that  those  lots  of  ground  must  become 
in  time  of  great  value,  nothing  is  more  certain.  From  various 
causes,  say  from  the  washing  of  the  ground  in  front  towards  the 
river  by  the  rains,  carrying  earth  into  the  rear,  and  the  natural 
decomposition  of  vegetable  substances  on  them,  the  surface  of 
the  ground  is  becoming  every  year,  higher  and  higher.  When 
a  demand  will  arise  for  those  lots  of  ground,  200  or  300  of  them 
should  be  brought  into  market,  and  leased  out  every  two  or  three 
years.     The  wood  on  this  land,  (cypress  and   other  timber)  is 
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reliable,  and  may  tie  Bold  at  public  auction,  to  he  cut  down  and 
removed  from  oil' the  land  by  i  certain  day,  so  that  another  crop 

ma?  push  and  gTOW  up,  as  it  is  a  lac!  that  the  lands  of  this 
country,  the  low  lands  of  the  Mississippi,  produce  trees  of  large 
size  in  fifteen  years  from  the  root  of  the  old  tree,  which  had 
been  cut  down. 

The  land  laying  in  the  rear  of  the  suburb  Livandais,  adjoining 
the  Second  Municipality  i^'  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  bounded 
i'\  Saint  George  Street,  (the  last  and  furthest  street  in  the  rear 
of  said  suburb.)  and  thence  running  back,  (see  my  notes  on  said 
property  in  my  list  of  property  owned  by  me  in  book.)  Con- 
taining about  five  hundred  (500)  square  acres,  purchased  by  me 
on  the  10th  of  February,  IS^G.  from  Matthew  Morgan,  J.  S. 
and  Yv  m.  II.  Chase,  as  per  deed  before  Felix 
Grima,  Notary  Public;  must  and  will  become  in  time  of  immense 
value,  but  it  may  be  fifty  or  one  hundred  years  first  This  body 
of  land  should  be  laid  oti  into  farm  lots,  and  a  plan  made  of  it, 
under  the  name  of  Xew  Suburb  Livandais. — The  streets  of 
Suburb  Livandais  leading  from  the  river  bank,  should  be  ex- 
tended through  it.  and  intersected  by  other  cross  streets,  forming- 
it  into  squares.  And  when  a  demand  shall  arise  for  the  lots  for 
building  on,  which  will  take  place  in  time,  two  or  three  hundred 
of  them  should  be  brought  into  market,  and  leased  out  every  two 
or  three  years.  1  estimate  that  there  is  a  sufficiency  of  land 
(after  deducting  for  streets)  in  this  tract  to  form  at  least  four 
thousand  lots  of  thirty  feet  in  front,  each  lot.  (And  it  may  be  if 
my  title  is  decided  under  my  purchase,  to  extend  beyond  the 
eighty  arpens,  from  the  river  in  the  rear,  that  then  there  will 

aid  enough  to  form  six  thousand  lots.)  The  wood  on  this 
land  (cypress  and  other  timber)  is  valuable,  and  should  be  sold 
to  be  taken  oil',  and  removed  by  a  certain  time,  under  the  con- 
dition that  everything  not  removed  by  a  certain  day,  should  be 
forfeited  and  .  back  to  the  vendor.

high,  dry,  and  in  in  a  great  many  instances  cultivated  in  sugar 
cane,  cotton,  &c.

»re  Joseph  Cuvillier,  Notary  Public,  (with  the  exception  of 
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three  squares  purchased  of  the  Syndic  of  Rousseau,  February 
13th,  1839,  and  of  the  Sheriff,  Syndic  of  Auburt)  will  become  in 
time  of  great  value,  but  fifty  or  one  hundred  years  must  probably 
first  pass  away,  before  they  will  be  wanted  for  the  uses  of  the 
city.  When  a  demand  for  them  shall  arise,  they  should  be  brought 
into  market  and  sold  out  on  lease  by  degrees,  to  meet  it.  The 
wood  on  them,  (cypress  and  other  timber)  is  valuable,  afid  can 
be  sold  every  fifteen  and  twenty  years,  as  a  new  growth  of  tim- 
ber immediately  springs  up,  as  the  old  one  is  cut  down. 

The  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-eight  acres,  and 
20-100ths  of  an  acre  of  land,  (4,498  20-100ths)  laying  in  the  rear 
of  the  suburb  Washington,  and  adjoining  to  it,  in  the  Third  Muni- 
cipality of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  township  Number  12,  of 
Range  Number  12,  east,  on  the  cast  side  of  the  Mississippi  river, 
for  which  body  of  land,  I  hold  seventy-five  certificates  of  the  re- 
ceivers of  public  money  of  the  United  States,  (and  must  receive 
Patents  from  the  General  Land  office  of  the  U.  States,  if  having 
been  sold  as  public  land  by  the  Government  of  the  U.  States,  so 
soon  as  said  Patents  can  be  issued.)  All  which  said  certificates 
are  in  my  own  name  with  the  exception  of  twenty-five  of  them, 
which  are  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Charles  Derbigny,  but  transferred 
to  me,  having  purchased  them  of  him,  "  see  his  deed  of  sale  to 
me  for  the  quantity  of  land,  said  certificates  call  for"  executed 
before  L.  T.  Caire,  Notary  Public; — must  and  will  become  in 
time  of  immense  value,  as  it  is  a  property  of  great  extent  of 
surface;  so  great  indeed  must  its  value  in  time  be,  (say  in  one  or 
two  hundred  years,)  that  no  man  of  the  present  day,  I  am  con- 
vinced can  estimate  it.  Every  foot  of  it  will  be  wanted  in  time 
by  the  population  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  for  building  lots  as 
it  lays  within  two,  three  or  four  miles,  of  the  centre  of  the  city. 
When  the  time  shall  arrive  that  the  lots  will  be  wanted  (I  esti- 
mate that  this  body  of  land  will  form  at  least  forty  thousand  lots, 
(40,000  lots,)  each  lot  fronting  thirty  feet  on  a  street,  and  having 
one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  in  depth,  exclusive  of  the  streets  which 
I  allow  for  in  my  estimate.)  It  should  then  be  laid  out  under  a 
general  plan  by  an  able  and  correct  engineer  and  draftsman,  the 
streets  made  to  correspond  with  those  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 
and  brought  into  market  by  degrees,  by  leasing  out  every  few  years 
a  certain  proportion  of  said  lots.  In  the  mean  time  said  land 
will  be  filling  up,  raising  and  becoming  every  year  higher  and 
dryer.

the  titles  of  the  claimants  call) — in  that  case  land-  ol  due, 

or  lands  which  in  time,  (and  that  time  not  very)  distant  will  lie- 
come  of  great  value,  may  he  secured  to  the  General  Estate;  fiJr 

claims  of  mine,  if  the  proper  care  and  attention  is  given  to 
the  subject  of  their  location,  by  the  commissioners  and  agent 
the  General  Estate.      The  most  valuable  lands  in  the  world,  may

B        .  Bayou  Grand,  fee  &c     The  General  Government  will,  I 
hop.-,  v,,  shape  the  law,  as  to  permit  the  w  hole  of  the  claim 
be  laid  o         gain  on  other  land,  as  it  would  be  the  b<  ighl  of  in- 
jnstice  for  hei  to  insist  on  our  keeping  in  the  Florida  District, 
such  parts  of  the  <  ts  were  not  taken  from  us  by  the  settlers, 
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or  sold  by  her  the  General  Government,  which  ot"  course  can  only 
be  the  part  of  the  land,  the  least  valuable ;  as  it  is  a  natural  thing 
to  suppose  that  the  parts  of  our  land  taken  up  by  the  settlers,  and 
those  parts  of  it  which  have  been  sold  by  the  General  Govern- 
ment, must  be  the  choice  parts  of  our  claims,  however,  (as  the 
case  may  be)  whatever  land  may  be  obtained  or  remain  to  the 
General  Estate  under  those  claims,  should  be  laid  off  into  small 
tracts  on  or  off  rivers  or  bayous,  and  leased  out  to  small  planters 
or  farmers,  for  use  and  cultivation. 

The  seventy  or  eighty  thousand  acres  of  land  laying  in  the  rear 
of  the  river  Mississippi  on  the  east  side,  sixteen  leagues  above 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  back  of  the  sugar  estates  of  Madam 
Fontin,  and  Rezin  D.  Shepherd,  and  the  plantations  of  Henry 
Fonteneau,  (for  a  description  of  which  and  my  opinion  of  it,  I 
refer  to  a  list  of  my  property  in  my  account  book  or  ledger,  pages 
fo.  21,  22  and  24.)  A  part  of  it  lays  within  forty  arpens  from 
the  river  Mississippi,  the  residue  eighty  arpens  from  the  river, 
and  extends  from  thence  (as  per  plan)  to  Lake  Maurepas  and  the 
Amite  River,  a  depth  of  eighteen  or  nineteen  miles.  This  body 
of  land  is  now  at  the  present  time  of  great  value,  and  in  time 
will  become  of  immense  value.  Its  soil  is  amongst  the  richest 
that  the  sun  shines  on,  and  every  inch  of  it  will  be  cultivated  in 
time,  as  very  small  levees  would  keep  out  the  back  waters,  and 
make  every  part  of  it  cultivable. — It  must  become  in  time  a  per- 
fect garden.  The  timber  on  it  alone  (which  is  of  every  kind)  is 
a  fortune.  Cypress  stands  on  it  in  sufficient  quantities  (and  of 
immense  growth)  to  supply  twenty  steam  saw  mills  for  twenty 
years.  This  body  of  land  is  intersected  by  several  large  streams 
or  rivers  (the  Arcadian  Bayou  or  New  river  is  one  which  runs 
through  the  centre  of  the  whole  tract,  and  approaches  near  to  the 
Mississippi,  falling  into  Lake  Maurepas)  which  are  navigable  for 
brigs,  and  schooners  of  large  size.  If  capitalists  from  New 
England  would  come  out,  with  their  industry  and  perseverance, 
and  put  up  saw  mills  on  this  tract  of  land,  paying  certain  prices 
to  the  General  Estate  for  each  square  foot  of  timber  cut,  and 
sawed  up,  they  would  (at  the  price  at  which  our  sawed  cypress 
lumber  sells  at  here)  soon  make  fortunes.

.  for  which  patents  must  issue  to  me  from  the  Gene- 
ra] Land  Office,)  and  is  not  surpassed  in  quality  by  any  land  in 
the  Stale,     i.  reat  value;  every  foot  of  it  is  believed  to  be 

cultivable,  and  is  heavily  timbered  with  the  most  valuable  kinds 
nod.  A  genera]  plan  should  be  made  of  it,  and  the  whole 
laid  out  immediately  in  small  tracts  of  fifty  acres  each,  and  leased 
out  to  small  farm 

The  six  or  seven  thousand  arpens  of  land,  more  or  less,  (being 
seven  tracts  which  were  purchased  by  me,  from  seven  different 
mis)  laying  all  in  one  body  on  the  Bayou  Des  Families  and 
II  Villars,  on  river  Ouacha,  within  four  leagues  by  land 
along  a  line  road,  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  (a  very  easy  1J 
or  2  hours  ride)  is  of  great  value.  There  is  nothing  'superior  to 
it  in  quality,  in  Louisiana,  and  nearly  every  foot  of  it,  is  cultivable. 
It  is  ;lv  extensive  to  form  four   large  sugar  estates,  is 

heavily  wooded  with  timber  of  every  kind,  and  sufficiently  near 
to  the  city  to  supply  its  market  with  vegetables  of  every  kind 
for  its  daily  use.  Though  its  value  is  great  now,  (for  it  cost  me 
a  large  sum  of  money,)  it  must  become  immensely  more  valuable 
in  time.  It  lavs  nearly  opposite  the  lands,  belonging  to  me  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  Bayou  Villars,  on  Ouachia,  in  the  rear 
of  Macdonough,  from  which  town  was  there  a  rail  road,  (which 
there  will  be  ere  long)  the  distance  would  be  on  a  straight  line, 
but  little  over  three  miles.  My  intentions  are,  if  spared  and 
permitted  so  to  do,  to  establish  this  body  of  valuable  land,  in 
;•  estates;  and  put  black  people  on  them  to  cultivate  and 
work  them.

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is  not  done,  it  should  be  laid  out  in  small  farms  of  one  or  two 
acres  in  front  on  the  river,  by  forty  acres  deep,  and  leased  out. 

A  short  distance  above  the  last  mentioned  tracts  of  land  front- 
ing on  the  river  Mississippi,  I  own  two  other  tracts  of  most 
valuable  land,  (the  most  valuable  in  that  district)  containing:  to- 
gether, the  two  tracts,  (though  they  do  not  lay  together,  there 
being  a  small  tract  between  them)  four  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
acres  and  26-100ths  of  an  acre,  (438  26-100th  acres.)  One  of 
said  tracts  has,  I  think,  a  front  on  the  river  of  about  thirty  acres ; 
the  other,  I  think,  a  front  of  eight  or  nine  acres. — See  Township 
plot. — Said  land  was  purchased  by  me  at  a  sale  made  by  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  and  for  which  I  hold  two  cer- 
tificates of  the  receiver  of  public  moneys  of  the  United  Statesy 
and  must  receive  Government  Patents  for  it.  It  lays  in  the 
Township  Number  19,  in  the  Range  Number  28  east,  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Mississippi  river. — It  should  also  be  leased  out 
in  small  farms. 

The  thirty-one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen  arpens 
(31,816  arpens)  of  land,  (forming  a  part  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Vacherie  Dugue,)  laying  at  forty  arpens  in  the  rear  of  the  left 
bank  of  the  Bayou  Lafourche  in  the  Parish  of  Lafourche  Inte- 
rior ;  fronts  in  its  whole  extent  on  the  Bayou  des  Allemans,  and 
the  Petite  Lake  des  Allemans,  as  per  plan ;  (for  which  see  a 
copy  in  my  book  of  plans.)  Said  body  of  land  lays  at  about 
fifteen  or  eighteen  leagues  at  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  by  the 
route  of  the  Barataria  Canal,  and  the  lakes  in  rear,  and  must  be- 
come in  time  of  very  great,  value,  from  its  situation  and  proximity 
to  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  the  sea,  and  the  richness  of  the 
soil.  A  considerable  part  of  it  is  heavily  timbered,  which,  the 
timber,  is  spreading  and  extending  yearly  more  and  more.  A 
part  of  this  land  is  now  high,  and  lit  to  cultivate  the  sugar  cane 
on,  and  all  of  it  would  make  fine  rice  plantations. — It  should  be 
laid  out  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  (as  soon  as  a  demand  shall 
arise  for  it)  into  small  tracts  of  forty  or  fifty  square  acres  each, 
and  leased  to  small  farmers. 

The  three  thousand  two  hundred  or  three  hundred  (3,200  ar- 
pens) square  arpens  of  land  laying  in  the  parish  of  Iberville,  on 
the  right  side  of  the  river  Mississippi,  thirty  leagues  above  the 
city  of  New  Orleans,  and  about  three  miles  in  the  rear  of  the 
river,  being  a  part%of  the  estate  of  the  late  Pierre  Belly,  is  atnong 
the  finest  and  most  valuable  lands  in  the  world;  none  can  exceed 
them  in  richness  and  fertility,  and  every  foot  of  it  is  high  and 
cultivable ; — covered  witli  timber  of  every  description  and  im- 
mense cane  brakes.  The  cypress  timber  on  it  alone,  (the  high 
land  cypress,  which  arc  of  immense  growth  and  size,  and  as 
thick  as  trees  can  stand  on  the  ground)  is  worth  a  fortune. — I 
have  been  frequently  applied  to  by  persons  who  wished  to  esta- 
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blish  strain  saw  mills  thereon,  to  sell  them  c\  press,  and  permit 
then  to  establish  mills  on  this  land,  but  always  refused! ;  not 
haying  time  to  go  and  attend  to  it  myself;  and  without  that  I 
might  have  had  m\  timber  destroyed  without  receiving  payment 
for  the  one-twentieth  pan  of  what  would  he  taken  and  sawed  up. 
Bat  a  plan  may  be  fallen  on  ami  adopted  by  calculating  the 
square  feet  of  timber  in  each  tree,  and  its  consequent  value;  and 

then  ascertaining  how  many  trees  stand  on  an  acre  of  land; — the 
value  of  the  e)  press  tiniher  00  each  acre  of  land  would  he  known 

with  precision.  By  which  means  sales  could  be  made  of  the  cy- 
press timber  Btanding  on  ten  acres  <>f  land,  on  twenty,  thirty  or 
lilty  acres,  which  should  then  he  surveyed,  and  accurately 
marked  and  bounded  ;  and  the  purchaser  ot"  the  timber  obliged 
hv  contract,  to  have  the  cypress  cut  and  taken  away  by  a  certain 
time,  (say  in  one  year,  two  years,  or  a  longer  time  as  might  be,) 
under  a  forfeiture  of  whatever  might  remain  uncut  and  unremoved 
hv  Baidday,  to  the  vendor  of  it — Some  plan  of  this  nature  should 
be  adopted,  and  the  cypress  sold.  It"  it  can  be  preserved,  how- 
ever, from  depredators  on  it,  it  will  become  more  and  more 
valuable  every  year.  As  soon  as  the  cypress  is  sold,  and  taken 
oil*  the  land,  (there  should  be  however,  on  further  reflection,  a 
certain  number  of  large  cypress  trees  reserved  from  sale  on  each 
small  farm,  into  which  said  tract  will  be  divided,  for  tho  uses 
(buildings,  fences,  <Scc.  &c.)  of  those  who  will  establish  and  settle 
said  small  farms,) — the  land  should  be  divided  otf  into  small 
farms  of  50  or  100  square  acres  each,  and  leased  out.  1  have 
rved  a  road,  (a  private  road  of  my  own  through  the  front 
estate,  Avhen  1  sold  oil' the  front  estate,)  back  to  those  lands  from 
the  river.  A  general  plan  should  be  made  of  the  whole  of  this 
body  of  land,  shewing  the  subdivisions  of  it  into  small  farms,  the 
roads  through  it,  and  everything  else  in  relation  to  it. 

Adjoining  to  those  last  mentioned  lands  in  the  Parish  of  Iber- 
ville, (or  close  by  them)  i  also  own  two  thousand  one  bundled 
and  eighty-eight  and  70-100ths  (2,188  70-100ths  acres)  square 
1  of  the  finest  land  in  the  world,  (of  same  quality  as  that  last 
Mentioned  above)  laying  in  the  Township  Number  11  of  the 
Range  Number  13,  purchased  by  me  at  the  sale  of  public  land 
made  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  for  which  I 
hold  fifteen  certificates  of  the  receiver  of  public  money  of  the 
1  ni  3,  and  must  receive  Government  PgUnti  for  them,  as 

i  from  the  General  Land  Office.  It  i>  also  covered 
with  the  high  land  cypress,  and  should  he  managed  as  I  recom- 
mend for  the  la>t  tract  above,  and  leased  out.  A  general  plan 
with  the  tract  last  above,  should  he  made,  shewing  their  relative 

position,  &c  fee.  The  5,400  or  5,600  acres  ot'  land  in  tins  and 
the  last  above  described  tract,  I  again  observe,  are  of  great  and 
immense  value. 


130  MEMORANDA    OF    INSTRUCTIONS 

The  large  and  extensive  body  of  land  called  the  "  Grand  Che- 
niere,"  lays  at  about  thirteen  leagues  below  the  city  of  New  Or- 
leans, on  the  right  side  of  the  river  Mississippi,  and  about  two 
or  two  and  a  half  miles  in  the  rear  of  the  river.  It  lays  on  each 
side  of  a  bayou  of  that  name,  (which  bayou  commences  at  Lake 
Hermitage)  fronting  on  Lake  Hermitage  on  each  side  of  said 
bayou,  and  runs  with  said  bayou  twenty-four  miles  and  upwards, 
toward  the  sea,  and  to  the  sea; — having  a  depth  of  six  arpens, 
on  each  side  of  said  bayou.  It  is  a  noble,  rich  and  most  valuable 
body  of  land,  and  should  be  laid  off  into  small  farms  of  four  or  five 
acres  front  on  the  bayou,  with  its  depth,  and  leased  out.  There 
is  a  large  quantity  of  valuable  live  oak  timber  on  it,  besides  tim- 
ber of  every  other  description.  It  is  one  of  the  richest  soils  in 
the  State,  and  there  is  now  several  persons  living  on  it,  to  whom 
I  have  given  short  leases  of  small  tracts,  for  the  purpose  of  hav- 
ing the  timber  (live  oak)  taken  care  of  and  not  depredated  on.  A 
general  plan  should  be  made  of  it.  * 

The  island,  laying  on  and  formed  by  the  Grand  Lake  Bara- 
taria;  the  little  or  small  Lake  Barataria;  and  the  two  bayous 
or  rivers,  called  one  of  them  Bayou  Saint  Dennis,  the  other 
Bayou  Cabbanaze  or  Grand  Bayou;  which  bayous,  runs  out  of 
Little  Lake  Barataria,  into  Big  Lake  Barataria,  lays  in  the  Parish 
of  Jefferson,  at  a  distance  of  eighteen  leagues  from  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  and  is  believed  to  contain  fifty  or  sixty  thousand 
square  acres  of  land,  or  more.  Some  small  part  of  it  is  high 
land ;  there  is  a  considerable  quantity  of  live  oak,  and  other 
timber  on  it,  and  it  is  fast  becoming  timbered.  The  whole  of  it, 
(being  the  soil  of  the  richest  kind,)  is  believed  to  be  highly 
adapted  to  the  culture  of  rice,  as  by  means  of  small  levees,  the 
rice  plantations  could  be  overflowed  with  water  at  pleasure.  It 
will  in  time  no  doubt,  become  very  valuable. 

The  tract  of  land  adjoining,  and  laying  on  the  lower  side  of 
the  town  of  Baton  Rouge,  (forty  leagues  above  the  city  of  New 
Orleans,)  having  a  front  on  the  river  Mississippi,  of  fourteen 
arpens,  is  an  immensely  valuable  body  of  land.  Its  position  and 
situation  is  most  beautiful  and  advantageous,  and  it  possesses  one 
of  the  richest  soils  covered  with  the  finest  timber.  It  will,  in 
time,  (and  that  time  not  far  distant,)  become  a  part  of  the  town 
of  Baton  Rouge,  and  be  wanted  for  town  lots ;  when  a  plan  will 
have  to  be  made  of  it,  dividing  it  into  squares  and  lots,  by  means 
of  streets,  to  be  leased  out.  In  the  meantime,  it  should  be  laid 
out  into  small  farms  of  one  acre  each,  fronting  the  river,  by  20 
or  30  acres  deep,  or  running  back  to  a  road  which  crosses  it  in 
the  rear,  at  about  that  distance  from  the  river;  and  then  other 
small  farms,  fronting  on  said  road  in  the  rear,  and  running  back 
to  the  back  or  rear  limit  of  the  tract. 

The  two  thousand  and  sixty-five  acres,  and  45-100ths  of  an 
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acre  (2065  45-lOOths  acres)  of  land,  laving  on  the  river  Au- 
chene, in  Township  Number  15,  in  Range  Number  l_\  east,  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi  river,  was  purchased  !>\  me,  at  i 
sale  of  public  land,  made  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  for  which  1  bold  six  certificates  of  the  receiver  of  public 
money  of  the  U.  States,  and  have  to  receive  Government  Patent* 
for  it,  a>  Boon  as  issued  by  the  General  Land  Commissioner; 
of  great  value.  The  Auchene,  which  lays  about  U  miles  in  the 
of  the  river  Mississippi,  beads  about  five  leagues  below  the 
city  of  New  Orleans,  oa  the  left  side  of  the  Mississippi,  near  to 
Terre  au  Boeuli',  and  runs  down  towards  the  sea,  keeping  about 
the  same  distance  in  t{8  whole  course  from  the  river  Mississippi. 
This  body  of  land  begins  about  six  leagues  from  the  city  of  New 
ins,  and  has  a  front  of  about  three  miles  on  each  side  of  said 
river  Auchene ;  said  river  Auchene  running  through  the  centre 
of  it  in  its  whole  length.  The  land  is  of  the  first  and  richest 
quality,  covered  with  timber  of  every  kind,  and  has  on  it  a  targe 
body  of  most  valuable  live  oak.  It  should  be  laid  out  in  small 
farms  of  two  or  three  acres,  in  front  of  the  river,  (farms  on  each 
side  of  the  river)  with  all  its  depth  and  leased  out,  reserving  all 
the  live  oak  from  being  touched  or  cut  down.

in  its  immedi  sky.     Should  be  laid  out  in  small  farms  of 

50  or  100  acres  each,  and   leased  out. 

The  tract  of  land  containing  ten  acres  in  front,  on  the  river 
Mississippi,  and  eighty  acres  in  depth,  situate  eleven  leagues 
below  tl  r  New  Orleans,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river, 

adjoining  above  the  BUgai  estate  of  Mr.   Andrew  Dunford.  i<=  a 
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most  valuable  tract  of  the  best  land  of  the  country.  It  should 
be  divided  olf  into  small  farms  of  one  arpcn  in  front  on  river,  by 
a  certain  depth;  and  then  farms  laid  oil'  in  the  rear  from  a  high 
ridge  of  lands  which  lays  there,  also  of  one  arpen  in  front,  on  a 
road  along  said  ridge  of  high  land,  by  the  residue  of  the  depth 
of  the  tract,  and  leased  out. 

The  tract  of  land  containing  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  (640

For  many  other  valuable  tracts  of  land  and  other  pieces  of 
property,  laying  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  its  different  suburbs 
and  the  country  around,  on  which  I  have  no  particular  remarks 
to  make,  or  information  to  communicate  to  the  gentlemen,  who 
will  see  carried  into  execution,  my  last  will  and  testament,  or  to 
those  gentlemen  who  will  receive  the  appointments  of  commis- 
sioners and  agents  to  the  General  Estate,  I  refer  them  to  a  list  of 
my  real  estate  kept  in  my  book  of  accounts.  Said  book  is  marked 
or  labelled  outside  "  Ledger  "  J.  "  McDonogh." 

I  recommend  to  the  commissioners  and  agents  of  the  General

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if  the  whole  city  of  New  Orleans  should  be  burned  down,  the 
insurance  offices  would  be  ruined,  and  rendered  unable  to  pav 
the  loss. 

I  request  that  a  copy  of  my  will,  a  copy  of  those  notes  and 
memoranda,  with  a  copy  of  the  inventory  of  my  estate,  may  be 
forwarded  to  the  governor  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  be  placed 
in  the  archives  of  that  State,  for  the  purpose  of  knowing  its 
rights  under  my  will  through  all  future  time.  So  that,  if  it 
should  be  attempted  hereafter  to  violate  my  will  and  intentions 
in  any  way,  that  she  (the  State  of  Maryland)  may  know  and  pul 
it  right,  or  otherways  seek  her  just  interest  under  it.  And  that 
the  same  may  be  done  (for  the  same  purpose  and  intent)  and  de- 
livered to  the  governor  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  to  be  placed  in 
the  archives  of  this  State. 

Should  I  be  cultivating  any  estates  at  my  death,  on  which  I 
have  slaves,  I  recommend  to  the  commissioners  and  agents  of  the 
General  Estate,  to  purchase  other  slaves  (every  fifteen  years  as 
they  are  authorised  to  do  by  my  will)  to  cultivate  said  estates, 
(whether  profitable  or  not,  as  by  so  doing  said  slaves  will  obtain 
their  freedom  in  Africa  fifteen  years ;  which  circumstance  with 
the  spread  of  the  gospel  and  civilization  consequent  thereon,  will 
be  a  good  far  exceeding  all  pecuniary  profits  and  advantages  of 
this  world) — and  replace  those  who  will  have  served  fifteen 
years,  and  have  been  sent  to  Africa,  and  so  on  every  fifteen 
years,  (so  long  as  there  shall  be  slaves  remaining  in  our  country) 
purchasing  a  sufficient  number  for  the  cultivation  of  the  estates, 
and  delivering  up  to  the  Colonization  Society,  all  such  slaves  as 
have  served  fifteen  years,  to  be  sent  to  Africa. 

I  recommend  that  great  care  be  taken  in  selecting  proper  melii, 
as  overseers  and  managers  for  the  estates,  that  they  are  pious 
and  christian  men,  who  will  strive  to  lead  the  black  people  to 
the  Most  High,  at  the  same  time  that  they  make  them,  and  teach 
them  to  do  good  work,  to  be  faithful,  industrious  and  indefatiga- 
ble in  their  labors. 

That  application  be  made  to  the  legislature  of  the  State  for 
permission  to  educate  the  black  people  on  the  different  estates, 
(a  good  English  education,)  as  they  are  to  be  sent  to  Africa. 

If  permitted  by  law,  get  teachers,  and  have  them  educated,  and 
specially  in  the  knowledge  of  God. 

See  that  the  overseers,  every  morning  and  evening  assemble 
the  people  in  prayer  before  going  to  work  in  the  morning,  and 
after  work  at  night. 

See  that  the  overseers  have  them  taught,  old  and  young,  (little 
children  and  all)  the  ten  commandments,  the  Lord's  prayer,  and 
the  creed,  and  (if  permitted  by  law,)  hold  Sunday  Schools.

'•ially  to  ihe  care  they  took  in  instructing  me  and  having  me 
acted  in  music. — At  a  time  when  there  was  no  other  teachers 
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in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  but  a  singing  school  for  youth,  held  at 
night,  my  beloved  father  would  take  his  sons  and  daughters  by 
the  hand  and  lead  them  there  nightly,  staying  there  with  them, 
taking  a  part  in  their  singing  and  exercises,  and  then  would  lead 
them  home. — That  love  for  singing  and  music,  given  me  in  my 
youth,  has  been  the  delight  and  charm  of  my  existence,  through- 
out all  its  subsequent  periods,  notwithstanding  from  the  multitu- 
dinous occupations  of  my  life,  I  have  been  able  to  give  it  but 
little  of  my  time;  still  its  love  and  charm  pervaded  my  existence, 
and  gilded  my  path  to  comparative  happiness  here,  and  as  I  say 
above,  led  me,  as  I  firmly  believe  (under  the  Most  High)  to  what 
little  virtue  I  have  practiced.

\-  directed  by  law,  the  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  present  the 
following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1850. 

The  annexed  tabular  statement  marked  A,  will  exhibit  the  dis- 
bursements on  account  of  the  operations  of  this  department  for 
the  current  year,  ending  31st  ult. 

As  directed  by  ordinance  No.  9,  a  contract  was  entered  into 
for  tunneling  of  Harford  run,  from  the  south  line  of  Pratt  street  to 
the  south  line  of  Baltimore  street,  and  from  the  north  line  of  Balti- 
more street  to  a  point  about  seventy-six  feet  north  of  Orleans  street. 
The  tunnel  has  been  completed  in  a  substantial  and  an  approved 
manner  northerly  as  far  as  Mulliken  sireet,  and  southerly  as  far 
as  Watson  street,  and  is  rapidly  approximating  towards  comple- 
tion. 

Ordinance  No.  10,  directing  the  improvement  of  the  public  squares 
around  the  Washington  monument  has  received  due  attention,  con- 
's have  been  concluded  for  the  granite  base  and  iron   railing, 
and  the  entire   work  is  in    successful  progress.

Chatsworth  street  has  been  tunneled  from  the  terminus  of  the  pres- 
ent tunnel  at  George  street,  to  the  north  line  of  Greenwillow  street, 
as  directed  by  resolution  No.  95. 

The  undersigned  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  sev- 
eral resolutions,  has  directed  the  Baltimore  Water  Company  to 
have  fire  plugs  placed  at  the  different  points  designated  ;  as  far 
as  practicable,  the  resolutions  have  been  carried  into  effect.

The  undersigned  acting  as  Port  Wardens,  under  the  provisions  of 
ordinance  No.  48,  approved  April  25,  1849,  take  leave  respectfully 
to  report,  that  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  usual  period  for  the  com- 
mencement of  active  operations  in  this  department,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  by  ordinance  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  Port 
Warden,  thus  separating  entirely  the  duties  of  the  respective  depart- 
ments of  City  Commissioners  and  Port  Wardens,  as  previously 
connected. 

From  the  commencement  of  the  year  to  the  period  when  the  Port 
Warden  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  amount 
disbursed  by  the  undersigned  on  account  of  the  harbor,  was 
$2,898  49, — there  was  also  received  and  paid  to  the  city  Register, 
during  the  year,  by  the  undersigned,  the  amount  of  $3,386  30,  on 
account  of  the  hire  of  mud  machines,  &c.

REPORT 

OF    THE

To  the  Stockholders  of  the 

Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road   Company : 

The  President  and  Directors  have  the  honor  to  submit  their 
twenty-third  annual  report. 

The  tabular  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  annexed,  exhibit 
the  condition  of  the  Company.  No.  1  is  a  condensed  financial 
statement.  No.  2  shows  the  operations  of  the  fiscal  year.  No.  •> 
is  an  exhibit  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  chargeable  to 
transportation  ;   while  No.  4  presents  No.  2  in  a  different  form. 

The  gross  income  of  this  road  from  the  transportation  pi 
tonnage,  passengers  and  mails,  for  the  year  ending  the  30th  of 
September,  1850,  has  been  $284,596  72;  while  the  revenues 
from  the  same  source  for  the  preceding  year  were  $274,893  27, 
showing  an  increase  of  $9,703  45. 

The  number  of  passengers  transported  between  Baltimore 
and  York,  was  132,845,  arid  between  York  and  Columbia, 
27,181, — making  an  aggregate  of  1H0,026,  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  1 1  j  per  cent,  on  the  number  of  f)a.vsenLr,,r>.  and 
12  1-10  per  cent,  from  the  same  revenue  over  the  previous 
year.  The  revenues  from  tonnage  are  about  tbr  same  as 
last  year.  Whilst  there  has  been  an  annual  increase  in  the 
way  business  or  local  trade  of  the  road,  there  has  been  no  prr- 
ceptible  increase  in  the  Western  Canal  trade.  This  is  attribu- 
table  in  a  great  measure  to  the  comparative  high  rate  of  tolls 
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charged  on  the  products  of  the  west,  on  the  line  of  Pennsyl- 
vania Canals  from  Pittsburg, — the  only  commercial  avenue 
which  to  any  considerable  extent  has  been  available  for  that 
trade,  to  the  cities  of  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore. 

Accompanying  this  report,  will  be  found  the  toll  sheets  of 
the  New  York  and  Erie  and  Ohio  Canals;  and  also  a  table  care- 
fully made  up  of  the  freights  charged  last  year,  on  some  of  the 
leading  articles  of  trade,  both  by  steam  and  sailing  vessels,  be- 
tween all  the  important  shipping  points  on  lake  Erie  and  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  with  the  prices  of  freights  charged  on  the  New 
York  and  Erie  Canals,  on  the  same  articles,  during  the  same 
period.  In  obedience  to  the  enlightened  spirit  which  has  al- 
ways characterized  the  management  of  this  great  commercial 
thoroughfare,  it  is  proposed,  on  the  completion  of  important 
improvements,  which  this  work  is  now  undergoing  to  enlarge 
its  capacity,  to  make  a  further  reduction  of  tolls.  Upon  an 
examination  of  the  figures  presented  in  these  tables,  it  is  obvi- 
ous, that  to  enable  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  to  retain  their 
present  western  trade,  and  successfully  compete  with  their 
northern  rivals,  Boston  and  New  York,  it  will  require  low  tolls, 
with  corresponding  rates  of  transportation,  not  only  on  the 
lines  of  communication  now  in  operation,  but  also  on  those 
about  to  be  completed. 

The  expenditures  made  on  account  of  transportation,  exceeds 
those  of  the  previous  year  only  $1,087.  After  deducting  the 
sum  of  $1,246  78,  which  consists  of  tolls  paid  to  the  Wrights- 
ville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road  Company,  and  the  Co- 
lumbia Bridge  Company,  on  the  increase  of  local  trade  and 
travel  on  those  works  dining  the  past  year,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  actual  working  expenses  of  the  road  were  $159  7S  less 
than  the  preceding  year.  Under  the  head  of  expenditures,  it 
will  also  be  seen  that  the  sum  of  $11,790  01  was  applied  to 
the  reconstruction  of  locomotives,  which  with  propriety,  might 
be  charged  to  construction,  as  they  are  now,  in  all  respects, 
equal  to  new  machines.  Last  year,  the  amount  of  expenses 
for  the  same  object  was  $8,029  34,  being  an  increase  of 
$3,760  67  in  this  item  of  expense  over  the  preceding  year. 
The  gross  expenditures  for  working  the  road,  would  then  show 
a  reduction  of  $2,673  67,  as  compared  with  the  year  ending  the 
30th  September,  1849.  Besides,  the  capacity,  durability  and 
efficiency  of  the  stock  on  the  road  have  been  increased.  For  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  number  and  condition  of  the  locomo- 
tives and  cars,  both  passenger  and  burden,  belonging  to  the 
Company,  reference  will  be  had  to  the  appended  report  of  the 
Master  of  Machinery. 
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The  repairs  of  track  <u\d  bridges  have  been  1 13,888  04,  being 
$1,956   06   less   than   the   previous  year.      Ot'  this   sum  $2,210 
pended   for  iron  rails  for  renewal  of  track. 
The  Board,  alive  to  the  importance  of  keeping  the  road  and 

bridges  in  a  good  State  of  repair,  have  made  as  liberal  appro- 
priations to  that  object  as  the  finances  of  the  company  would 
admit. 

The  railway  connections  referred  to  in  the  hist  annual  report, 
then  in  progress  of  construction,  and  which  were  expected  to 
be  completed,  stocked  and  n  i   use  by  the  1st  of  July 

last,  at  the  farthest,  were   DOt  in   operation   at   the  close   of  the 
■A  year;   and  therefore  the  additional  trade  and  travel  antici- 
pated from  these  new  sources  of  supply  have  not  been  realized. 

On  the  l^t  ot  October  last,  the  branch  road  of  the  Harris- 
burg  &  Lancastei  Kail  Road  Company,  between  Columbia  and 
Middletown,  was  opened  for  passenger  trains  only.  This 
Company  immediately  availed  itself  of  the  connexion  thus 
formed  with  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road,  which  was  open  and 
in  successtul  operation  for  some  weeks,  as  far  west  as  Holli- 
daysburur.  where  by  the  use  of  the  State  Portage  road  over  the 
mountains,  a  junction  was  formed  with  the  eastern  division  of 
the  Pennsylvania  canal,  thereby  forming  an  improved  line  of 
communication  with  Pittsburg,  280  miles  by  railway  and  only 
104  miles  by  canal.  During  the  short  period  this  route  was 
available  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  prior  to  the  close 
of  the  canal,  the  patronage  it  received,  induces  the  Board  to 
believe,  that  on  the  opening  of  the  line  in  the  spring,  furnished 
with  additional  accommodations  which  are  now  in  the  course 
y^l  preparation,  that  this  route  will  be  favorably  regarded  by  the 
travelling  community.  The  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road, 
when  completed,  will  form  an  important  link  in  the  chain  of 
railways  just  noticed,  connecting  with  the  Pennsylvania  Rail 
1  at  Harrisburg,  advantageously,  by  means  of  the  Cum- 
berland Valley  Rail  Road  Bridge,  at  the  same  time  reducing 
the  distance  between  that  place  and  the  city  of  Baltimore  12 
miles,  enabling  the  trains  of  this  Company  for  the  West  to 
leave  at  hours  which  will  not  only  suit  the  postal  arrangements 
of  the  government,  but   will  g  i  ater   accommodations  to 

travellers,  bes  lea  securing  beyond  all  contingency  a  regular 
connexion  with  the  morning  mail  trains  from  Philadelphia. 
The  Board   regret  their  inability  I  i  ontract  with  the 

\  id    Cumberland    Rail    Road    Company    I  te    their 

<>n  such  teriu^,  in  their  judgment,  as  would  have    proved 
benefit  ial  to  all  the  various  and   important  interests  involved. 
1  :  ■    I.-  gialatore  of  Maryland  at  its  last  session,  by  the  i 
of  two  acts  herewith  annexed,  marked  A  and  1>,  which  bes. 
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permitting  this  Company  to  use  its  credit  to  provide  stock  for 
the  additional  trade  and  travel  to  be  attracted  to  its  line  by  rail- 
way connections,  and  to  relay  the  Westminster  branch  of  their 
road,  indicated  the  line  of  policy  to  be  pursued  by  the  Board, 
in  case  an  agreement  between  the  companies  could  be  effected. 

These  acts  proved  acceptable  to  the  individual  shareholders 
of  this  Company,  but  failed  to  receive  the  approval  of  the  late 
City  Council.  The  acts  and  the  arguments  of  the  Board  in 
favor  of  their  acceptance,  are  with  the  city  authorities,  and  it 
is  hoped  they  will  receive,  at  an  early  day,  that  consideration 
their  importance  demands. 

There  has  been  expended  on  Calvert  Station  during  this 
year  $44,126  19.  The  total  sum  charged  under  that  head 
amounts  to  $68,055  66,  as  will  be  seen  by  statement  No.  1, 
while  the  cost  of  the  depot  proper  has  been  only  $52,249  84. 
The  balance  consists  of  the  following  items  of  expenditure : 

Purchase  of  a  lot,  part  of  the  square  on  which  the 

station  is  located, $2,728  07 

Grading  lots,  building  retaining  walls  on  Calvert 
and  Centre  streets,  fencing,  &c, 

Paving  lot  and  Centre  street,

Tracks  put  down  at  station,  including  purchase  of 
54  tons  new  rails,       .... 


Besides  the  great  saving  this  commodious  station  secures, 
in  the  increased  facilities  it  affords  the  transportation  depart- 
ment in  dispatching  passenger  and  freight  trains,  still  greater 
advantages  are  obtained  by  the  concentration  of  all  the  offices 
of  the  company  in  one  building,  situated  in  a  central  position 
convenient  to  the  business  sections  of  the  city.  It  will  also 
enable  the  Company  to  substitute  steam  for  horse  power  on 
North  street ;  which  will  not  only  increase  the  means  of  trans- 
portation, but  will  materially  lessen  the  expenditures  made 
under  that  head.  When  the  capacity,  extent  and  permanency 
of  this  building  are  considered,  its  cost  will  be  found  exceed- 
ingly low  as  compared  with  similar  structures.  In  accordance 
with  the  policy  of  the  Board  "to  meet  the  cost  of  this  improve- 
ment by  the  sale  of  real  estate  belonging  to  the  Company,  and 
not  necessary  to  be  retained,"  the  treasury  of  the  Company 
has  been  reimbursed  during  the  present  year  by  the  disposal  of 
property  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $11,500.  In  addition  to 
the  payment  made  on  account  of  Calvert  Station,  the   sum  of 
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,000  was  remitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, during  the  fiscal  year;  $8,986  58  expended  for  construc- 
tion, and  $7,369  80  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Locomotive,  as 
will  be  seen  by  statement  No.  2. 

The  York  and  Cumberland  Kail  Road,  and  also  the  Cumber- 
land Valley  Kail  Road,  (which  has  been  re-laid  in  the  most 
substantial  manner  with  heavy  iron  throughout  its  entire 
length,)  we  aie  assured  will  both  be  in  operation  by  the  first  of 
January  1851.  It  is  expected  by  the  officers  of  these  compa- 
nies that  a  large  trade  and  travel  will  be  thrown  on  this  road 
during  the  coming  year.  The  Western  division  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania load  between  Johnstown  and  Pittsburg,  under  the 
management  of  its  energetic  officers,  is  rapidly  progressing  to 
completion.  "  It  will  be  opened  to  Bolivar,  22  miles  west  of 
Johnstown  in  May,  to  Blairsville  in  July,  to  the  Monastery," 
eight  miles  east  of  Greensburg,  in  December,  1851  ;  leaving  a 
gap  of  25  miles  by  the  southern  turnpike  to  Turtle  creek,  to 
which  point  the  road  east  from  Pittsburg  will  have  been  com- 
pleted during  the  spring  of  1851."  The  Pennsylvania  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road  west  from  Pittsburg  will  be  so  far  completed 
as  to  form  a  connexion  with  the  Cleveland  and  Wellsville 
road  at  Freedom,  the  point  of  intersection,  in  the  autumn  of 
the  present  year ;  to  which  place  the  latter  road,  58  miles 
south  of  the  city  of  Cleveland  on  Lake  Erie,  will  be  finished 
by  the  1st  of  June,  before  which  time  the  line  of  road  between 
that  city  and  Cincinnati  will  be  open  for  travel.  So  it  will  be 
seen  that  in  the  month  of  December  1851,  a  continuous  line  of 
railway  (with  the  exception  of  the  short  gap  between  Greens- 
bur^  and  Turtle  creek  heretofore  mentioned,)  will  be  in  operation 
via  Columbus,  Cleveland,  and  Pittsburg,  connecting  Cincinnati 
not  only  with  Philadelphia,  but  also  with  Baltimore  and  Wash- 
ington. Assuming  20  miles  per  hour  as  the  running  time,  and 
allowing  five  hours  to  overcome  the  distance  of  25  miles  of 
staging  by  the  southern  turnpike,  it  will  be  found  the  trip  be- 
n  the  National  Capital  and  the  Lakes  can  be  accomplished 
m  '.10  hours,  and  between  the  same  place  and  Cincinnatti  in 
51  hours. 

The  effect  of  opening  this  line  of  rail-way  communication, 
meeting  the  remote  points  just  referred  to,  with  the   unsur- 
ed  local  advantages  it  will  possess  both  in  trade  and  travel, 
and  that  too  at    a   period  when  other  routes  will  be  by 

the  casualties  of  the  season,  besides  proving  highly  beneficial 
to  the  revenues  of  the  Companies  forming  the  line,  will  secure 
to  the  government  greater  despatch  in  the  transmission  of 
mails. 
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THE     HANOVER    BRANCH. 

This  road  has  been  placed  under  contract.  The  responsi- 
bility and  energy  of  the  contractors,  with  the  ability  of  the  Com- 
pany, will  secure  its  completion  before  the  close  of  the  present 
fiscal  year.  It  passes  a  distance  of  thirteen  miles,  through  a 
highly  productive  and  thickly  populated  portion  of  York  coun- 
ty, connecting  the  flourishing  town  of  Hanover  with  the  Bal- 
timore and  Susquehanna  road  at  Smyser's  Station.  Besides 
attracting  to  the  Main  Stem  a  large  business  from  its  line,  it 
will  secure  the  trade  and  travel  to  and  from  Gettysburg,  the 
county  seat  of  Adams. 

THE    WESTMINSTER    BRANCH. 

The  citizens  of  Carroll  county,  alive  to  the  importance  of 
a  rail  way  connexion  with  the  city  of  Baltimore,  are  at  this 
time  actively  engaged  in  procuring  subscriptions  on  the 
several  proposed  routes,  connecting  Westminster  and  the  ad- 
jacent country  with  some  point  on  the  line  of  this  road. 
From  a  reconnoisance  which  has  been  made  of  the  several 
routes,  a  line  can  be  procured  highly  advantageous  for  the 
cheap  construction  of  a  substantial  railway.  The  importance 
of  this  work  to  the  commerce  of  the  City  and  the  people  of 
Carroll  county,  will  secure  its  construction  at  an  early  day. 
Once  completed  to  Westminster,  the  inhabitants  of  the  west- 
ern portion  of  Carroll,  Frederick  and  Washington  counties 
will  aid  largely  in  its  extension  to  Hagerstown,  at  which 
place  it  will  form  a  connection  with  the  Franklin  road,  which 
is  now  being  relaid.  The  distance  between  Chambersburg 
and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  by  this  route,  is  only  about  90 
miles.  When  the  mineral,  manufacturing  and  agricultural  re- 
sources of  this  part  of  the  state,  with  the  density  of  the  popu- 
lation are  considered,  it  is  evident  that  this  line,  besides  com- 
manding the  entire  trade  of  the  western  portion  of  Cumberland 
Valley  and  Washington  county,  which  is  now  carried  to  the 
District  cities,  will  afford  a  larger  local  business,  (the  only  reli- 
able source  of  revenue,)  than  any  other  road  in  the  state. 

The  President  and  Directors  congratulate  the  Stockholders 
on  the  steady  increase  of  the  revenues  of  the  Company,  mainly 
derivable  from  local  business  and  from  improvements  of  a  per- 
manent character  on  the  line  of  its  track,  as  well  as  on  the 
encouraging  prospects  indicating  a  large  increase  of  through 
trade  and  travel  to  be  attracted  to  the  road  by  the  important  rail- 
way connexions  now  in  progress  of  construction.  Should  the 
means  of  transportation  be  provided  to  meet  the  demands  of  an 
increased  trade,  no  doubt  exists  of  the  ability  of  the  Company 
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to  pay  the  full  amount  o(  the  current  interest  due  the  State,  be- 
sides declaring  a  dividend  to  the  Stockholders. 

The  Hoard  have  the  high  gratification  of  calling  the  atten- 
tion oi  the  Stockholder.^  to  the  encouraging  prospects  of  this 
Company,  as  compared  with  its  condition  three  years  ag<  ■     A' 

that  nine  its  stock  had  a  mere  nominal  value,  and  almost  every 
one  regarded  the  road  as  a  hopeless  and  valueless  investment 
of  the  capital  which  had  been  embarked  by  the  State,  City,  and 
private  Stockholders.  Since  then  there  has  been  constructed 
an  important  extension  of  its  route  from  Columbia  to  Harris- 
burg,  and  another  from  York  to  Harrisburg.  A  branch  road  is 
already  in  progress  of  construction  from  Hanover,  and  there 
are  now  most  encouraging  prospects  of  a  speedy  completion  of 
another  branch  from  Westminster,  the  county  seat  of  Carroll. 
The  net  revenues  of  the  company  have  nearly  trebled  those  of 
any  preceding  year,  and  are  still  steadily  and  rapidly  increas- 
ing. 

The  stock  of  the  Company  is  now  selling  at  more  than  »  ight 
times  the  price  it  commanded  four  years  ago,  and  within  two 
years  from  the  present  time  this  road,  forming  as  it  will  a  link 
in  a  continuous  line  of  railway,  connecting  the  Western  and 
N  -  \\  i  stern  portions  of  our  country  with  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board and  the  National  Capital,  will  present  one  of  the  most 
prominent  routes  in  the  Union,  and  one  inferior  in  importance 
to  few,  if  any.  We  may  confidently  calculate  that  it  will  then 
pay  the  entire  interest  upon  the  capital  invested,  to  the  State, 
the  City,  and  to  the  private  Stockholders,  to  which  end  the  best 
exertions  of  the  Board  and  Executive  Department  of  the  Com- 
pany have  been,  and  will  continue  to  be  directed,  so  long  as 
they  are  honored  with  the  confidence  of  the  constituency  they 
represent

December  Session,  1849 — Chapter  418. 

A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  KAn  Act  to  incorporate  the  Baltimore 
and  Susquehanna  Kail  Road  Company.*' 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
that  so  soon  as  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company, 
in  general  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  assembled,  shall  have  ap- 
proved, assented  and  agreed  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall 
have  communicated  to  the  treasurer  of  Maryland  their  acceptance 
of  its  terms  as  aforesaid,  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said  company, 
and  the  signaiure  of  its  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them  :  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  by  an  ordinance  of  its  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  shall  have  approved  and  agreed  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  a  copy  of  said  ordinance,  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  and 
the  hand  of  the  Mayor,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of 
.Maryland  ;  that  then  the  act  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-five,  chapter  ninety-three,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  revived,  and  in  full  force  and  effect,  subject  to  the  modifications 
thereof  expressed  by  this  act;  and  the  president%and  directors  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company,  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers 
and  privileges  granted   by  said  mentioned  act. 

Sec.  -2.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  the  monies  that  may  be  borrowed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  appropriated  by  said  presi- 
dent and  directors,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  second  section 
of  the  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  chapter  ninety-three, 
except  as  to  the  payment  of  the  notes  of  the  company,  and  also  to- 
wards re-laying  the  track  of  the  Westminster  branch  of  their  rail 
road:  and  in  appropriating  such  monies,  said  president  and  directors 
shall  be  liable  for  their  misapplication  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  said  second  section  of  the  aforesaid  act. 

Sec  -j.  And   be  it  enacted,  that  the   president  and   directors   of 

said  company  shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorised  to  pay  reasonable 

commissions,  not   exceeding    five   per    centum,   for  negotiating  or 

ng  said   bonds;  provided  no  such   bond  or  evidence  of  debt  be 

sold  at  less  than  the  par  value  of  the  same. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  all  acts  of  assembly,  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  so  far  only  as  they  are  so  incon 
tent,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
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December  Session,  1845 — Chapter  93. 

An  act  to  enable  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  their  Locomotives  and  Cars,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
that  so  soon  as  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company, 
in  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  assembled,  shall  have  ap- 
proved, assented  and  agreed  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall 
have  communicated  to  the  treasurer  of  Maryland  their  acceptance  of 
its  terms  as  aforesaid,  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said  company,  and 
the  signatures  of  its  president  and  directors ;  and  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, by  an  ordinance  of  its  Mayor  and  City  Council,  shall  have 
approved,  assented  and  agreed  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  with  the 
conditions  and  upon  the  terms  mentioned  in  the  fifth  section,  and  a 
copy  of  said  ordinance,  under  the  seal  of  the  city  and  the  hand  of 
the  Mayor,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  Maryland,  the 
president  and  directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road 
Company  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  ne- 
gociate  a  loan  on  the  credit  of  the  company,  and  issue  the  bonds, 
certificates  or  other  evidences  of  debt  of  said  company  for  an  amount 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  payable  in  fifteen  years,  and  bearing  an  interest  of 
not  more  than  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarterly ;  provi- 
ded, that  no  such  bond  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  be  sold  or  dis- 
posed of  for  less  than  the  par  value  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  the  moneys  hereby  authorised  to 
be  borrowed,  shall  be  appropriated  and  used  for  the  following  pur- 
poses and  none  other  whatever,  to  wit :  for  increasing  the  motive 
power,  cars,  and  machinery  of  the  said  rail  road  company,  and  for 
the  establishment  and  improvement  of  depots,  for  the  construction 
of  additional  side  tracks  and  other  improvements  of  a  permanent 
character  on  the  line  of  the  rail  road,  and  for  the  payment  of  the 
notes  of  the  company,  as  the  same  may  become  due,  for  nineteen 
thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars,  issued  for  the  purchase 
of  new  cars,  and  if  any  part  of  the  said  monies  shall  be,  by  the  al- 
lowance, authority  or  acquiescence  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
the  said  company,  or  any  of  them,  applied  to  any  use  or  purporse 
not  within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  section,  the  person 
or  persons  so  allowing,  authorising,  or  acquiesing  in  the  misapplica- 
tion of  said  money,  shall  be  liable  at  any  time  in  an  action  for  mo- 
ney had  and  received,  to  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  State,  against 
them  jointly  and  severally  in  their  natural  capacity,  to  pay  and  re- 
fund to  the  State  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  so  improperly  applied 
or  expended,  and  any  amount  so  recovered  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  for  and  on  account  of  interest  payable  to  the  State  by  the 
Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  rail  road  company  to 
furnish  to  the  treasurer  of  Maryland  an  account,  verified  by  the  oath 
or  affirmation  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company,  of  all 
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expenditures  of  monies  borrowed   by  the  company  under  the    pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
punctual  payment  o(  the  interest,  and  re-payment  of  the  principal, 
of  inch  debts  as  may  be  contracted  in  pursuance  of  the  provi 
o(  this  act,  the  president  and  directors  aforesaid  are  hereby  authori- 
sed to  stipulate  and  agree  that  the  same  shall  constitute  a  prior  lien 
on  all  the  property ,  enacts  and  revenue  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susque- 
hanna Rail  Road  Company  :  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
lent  and  directors  annually,  before  making  any  payment  to  the 
State  oi  Maryland,  first  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  said  company,  to 
pay  or  provide  tor  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  debts  hereby 
authorised  to  be  contracted  :  and  furthermore,  in  each  year,  appro- 
pfiate  and  let  apart  out  of  the  said  revenue,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  to  form  a  sinking  fund  for  the  re-payment  of  the  principul  o( 
said  deots,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  president  and  directors 
to  invest,  in  each  year,  the  said  sum  often  thousand  dollars,  and  all 
accruing  interest  thereon,  in  such  securities  as  may  be  deemed  ad- 
visable by  them,  and  may  be  approved  by  the  treasurer  of  Maryland, 
and  the  same  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  said  treasurer,  for  the  pur-

him  for  that  purpose,  and  to  sign  his  name  thereto;  provided  the

A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Baltimore 
and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company." 

Section  ].  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
that  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna 
Rail  Road  Company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorised  and  empowered  to  make  a  permanent  contract  and  agree- 
ment with  the  president  and  directors  of  the  York  and  Cumberland 
Rail  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  every  reasonable 
facility  at  York,  to  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road  Company, 
for  the  transmission  of  cars,  tonnage,  mail  and  passengers  to  and

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of 
this  department  for  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1S50. 

The  Locomotives  York  and  Baltimore  have  been  rebuilt,  and  for 
some  time  haw  been  running  over  the  road.  The  Pennsylvania  is 
undergoing  reconstruction)  with  ■  view  to  make  her  a  first  class 
passenger  engine;  she  will  be  placed  on  the  road  in  time  to  meet 
the  spring  business.  The  above  engines,  with  the  completion  of 
the  Pennsylvania,  may  be  regarded  as  new  machines;  the  Chief- 
tain is  also  receiving  a  new  lire-box  and  frame,  with  other  substan- 
tial improvements;  when  finished  her  working  power  and  durability- 
will  be  much  increased ;  I  expect  to  place  her  on  the  road  about 
the  1st  o(  January,  1851.  For  each  of  the  locomotives  mentioned 
commodious  and  substantial  eight  wheel  tenders  have  been  pro- 
vided in  place  of  the  light  four  wheel  tenders  heretofore  used. 

The  burden  cars  during  the  past  year,  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  transportation  department,  have  been  taxed  to  their  utmost 
capacity,  leaving  but  little  time  to  do  such  repairs  as  their  condi- 
tion required,  twenty-live  however  have  been  rebuilt,  besides  two 
new  eight  wheel  milk  cars,  we  have  turned  out  three  new  passen- 
ger cars,  besides  completing  the  baggage  car  commenced  last  year. 
There  is  now  in  course  of  construction  two  additional  passenger 
cars  which  will  be  finished  at  an  early  date. 

Notwithstanding  the  value  and  capacity  of  the  equipments  of 
the  road,  consisting  of  locomotives  and  cars  belonging  to  the 
company,  have  been  much  increased  by  an  improvement  of  their 
general  condition  during  the  past  year,  should  there  be  any  material 
increase  of  tonnage  thrown  on  the  road  during  the  coming  year 
without  additional  power,  the  expenses  of  the  road  must  be  aug- 
mented.

In  1849,  the  account  as  made  up  by  the  Canal  Board  of  New 
Y  :k,  gave  25  cents  as  the  average  rate  at  which  flour  was 
transported  from  Buffalo  to  Albany,  over  the  toll,  which  was 
31  44-100  cents  per  barrel,  making  the  entire  cost  average  55§ 
cents  per  barrel.  The  average  cost  in  1850,  will  be  about  the 
same,  rather  less  if  any  tiling. 

The  expense  of  transporting  goods,  as  given  by  the  same 
authority,  in  1849,  was  to  the  transporter  15  cents  for  carrying 
from  Albany  to  Buffalo,  50  lbs.  light,  and  50  lbs  heavy  goods, 
the  average  toll  was  24  cents  on  the  same,  making  the  whole 
cost  39  cents  per  100  lbs.,  for  light  and  heavy  goods.  The 
tolls  on  the  heavy  goods,  in  1S50,  was  reduced  about  20  per 
cent.,  and  the  charge  for  freighting  light  goods  has  been  less 
this  year  than  the  forwarders  have  heretofore  charged  ;  the 
rage  cost  of  moving  100  lbs.  of  light  and  heavy  goods,  from 
Albany  to  Buffalo,  will  be  less  than  in  1849,  it  will  not  be  far 
out  of  the  way  to  put  the  cost  at  37  cents. 

•These  high  prices  were  obtained  only  for  a  very  short  time,  caused  by  a 
larger  quantity  to  be  shipped,  and  there  being  only  a  few  vessels  in  port.

By  reference  to  the  toll  sheet  of  the  Ohio  Canal,  accompany- 
ing this  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  by  the  operation  of  the  max- 
imum rates,  a  barrel  of  flour  can  be  transported  for  the  same 
tolls,  from  the  river  Ohio,  at  Portsmouth  to  Lake  Erie,  as  from 
the  centre  of  Ohio  to  either  Portsmouth  or  Lake  Erie ;  there- 
fore, to  come  into  fair  competition  with  this  Lake  and  Canal 
trade,  it  will  be  necessary  to  transport  a  barrel  of  flour  from 
Portsmouth,  Ohio,  (200  miles  below  Pittsburg,)  received  there 
from  the  centre  of  Ohio,  to  Philadelphia  or  Baltimore,  at  80 
cents  per  barrel.

Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  establishing 
the  Public  Schools,  the  Commissioners  lay  before  you  their  rep  it 
for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  being  the  twenty-second 
annual  report  of  the  system  of  public  instruction  in  this  city. 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty,  the  Board  has  deemed  it  proper 
to  present  to  your  consideration  a  more  extended  document  than 
has  been  usual,  and  to  give  in  connexion  with  the  annual  report  of 
its  transactions,  a  historical  sketch  of  the  various  changes  that  have 
taken  place  in  our  school  system,  from  the  time  of  its  establishment 
to  the  present  period.

resigned,  the  vacancies  were  respectively  filled,  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, by  the  appointment  of  Messrs.  Geo.  Sanders,  Wm.  C. 
Carpenter,  and  Nathan  T.  Dushane.  Rev.  B.  Kurtz  of  the 
13th  ward,  having  resigned  during  the  recess  of  the  City  Council, 
his  place  was  filled  by  the  Board  by  the  election  of  Dr.  J.  R.  W. 
Dunbar. 

In  order  to  meet,  to  some  extent,  the  demands  of  the  public  for 
the  education  of  their  children,  the  Board  has  since  the  last  annual 
Report  established  several  Primary  Schools  in  neighborhoods  which 
seemed  most  to  require  these  nurseries  of  learning.  Female 
Primary  School  No.  6,  was  opened  on  the  25th  February  last  at 
Whetstone  Point,  as  the  Board  informed  the  Council  would  be  done, 
and  placed  under  the  care  of  Miss  E.  M.  Dudley,  This  school  for 
a  time  appeared  to  flourish  and  seemed  to  meet  the  expectations  and 
wishes  of  those  interested  in  its  success,  but  at  present  it  does  not 
seem  to  promise  much  usefulness.  An  investigation  of  the  causes 
of  its  failure  is  now  being  made,  and  the  Board  has  also  under  con- 
sideration the  propnety  of  either  discontinuing  it  entirely  or  closing 
it  until  it  can  be  opened  with  greater  prospect  of  success.     Agree- 
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My  to  authority  granted  by  ordinance  No,  3  of  the  Mayor  and  Citj 
Council,  approved   November  27,  1850,  the  Methodisi   Chapel  on 

Harford  avenue  was  purchased  for  tin-  sum  of  (1,500  and  a  Female 

Primary  School  was  opened  in  it  and  Mrs.  Mary  Slater,  an  ;i^iv 
tant  in  Male  Grammar  School  No.  3,  was  appointed  principal.  A 
Female  Primary  School,  called  No.  5,  lias  boon  opened  in  Emory 
Chapel  on  the  Pennsylvania  avenue,  and  placed  in  charge  of  Miss 

S.  S.  Rice,  as  principal,  who  was  formerly  an  assistant  in  Male 
Ghrammar  School  No.  1.  In  consequence  of  the  dampness  of  the 
basement  room  in  the  Eastern  Female  High  School  building,  in 
which  the  scholars  in  the  primary  classes  cf  Female  Grammar 
School  No.  3  were  taught,  these  scholars  wei  J  removed  to  a  room 
in  High  Btreet,  rented  from  a  Hebrew  congregation,  and  organized 
into  Female  Primary  School  No.  9,  and  Miss  Laura  Mainster,  an 
assistant  in  Female  Grammar  No.  3,  elected  principal.  Female 
Primary  No.  10  has  been  established  in  Baltimore  street,  west  of 
Fremont,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  citizens  of  that  neighbor- 
hood, and  Miss  Harriet  Mussclman,  an  assistant  in  Female  Gram- 
mar School  No.  S,  has  been  appointed  principal. 

The  additional  assistance  required  by  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  the  schools,  and  the  transfers  and  resignations  that  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  year,  have  caused  many  changes  among  the 
teachers  since  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  E.  A.  Sieker  has  resigned  the  principalship  of  the  Eastern 
Female  High  School,  and  Mr.  N.  H.  Thayer,  the  first  assistant  in 
the  same  school,  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Wm. 
Elliot,  Jr.,  has  been  appointed  to  supply  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  promotion  of  Mr.  Thayer.  Mr.  M.  A.  Newell  has  been 
ted  an  assistant  in  the  Central  Fligh  School,  in  the  place  of  Dr. 
Wm.  Gibson,  resigned.  Miss  Mary  Wise,  an  assistant  in  Male 
Grammar  School,  No.  9,  having  resigned,  Miss.  Kate  G.  Schimp 
has  been  appointed  in  her  place.  Miss  M.  E.  Madden  has  been 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  A.  M. 
C.  Buck  from  Female  Grammar  School  No.  10,  to  Male  Grammar 
School  No.  4,  as  an  additional  assistant.  Miss  M.  E.  Martin  hav- 
ing resigned  her  situation  in  Female  Grammar  School  No.  I,  Miss 
Ann  E.  Eliasen,  an  assistant  in  Male  Grammar  School  No.  2,  was 
transferred  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  Mis^  Marv  Watson   appointed  to 

supply  the  vacancy  made  by  this  transfer.  Miss  Watson  has  sub- 
sequently been  transferred  from  Male  Grammar  School  No.  2,  to  fill 
the  vacancy  created  in  Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  by  the  promo- 
tion of  Miss  S.  S.  Hire  to  the  situation  of  principal  of  Female 
Primary  No.  8,  and  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  transfer  of  M  ! 
Watson,  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  E.  I'.  Martin. 
Miss  Emma  Watson  has  been  elected  an  assistant  teacher  in  Female 
Primary  No.  3,  Mr.  Geo.  Grape,  second  assistant  in  Male  Gram- 
mar School  No.  1,  has  been  promoted  to  the  situation  of  first     -s 
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ant  in  the  same  school.  Mr.  Wm.  Minifie  has  resigned  as  teacher  of 
drawing  in  the  Central  High  School,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Piggot 
has  been  elected  to  fill  the  place,  as  teacher  of  drawing  and  writing. 
Miss  Jane  D.  Hill  has  been  appointed  in  Male  Grammar  School  No. 
3,  to  supply  the  place  of  Mrs.  Slater,  who,  it  has  been  stated,  was 
elected  principal  of  Female  Primary  No.  8.  Master  R.  J.  Kerr  has 
been  elected  an  assistant  in  Male  Grammar  School  No.  2,  to  supply 
the  place  made  vacant  by  the  removal  of  Mr.  Jas.  Murphy,  and  Mr. 
T.  S.  Bennet  has  been  appointed  an  assistant  in  Male  Grammar 
School  No.  3,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  removal  Mr.  Jas. 
McCroden.  Miss  Catharine  Crook  has  resigned  as  assistant  in  Fe- 
male Grammar  School  No.  1,  and  Miss  Mary  Whitworth  has  been 
elected  to  fill  her  place.  Miss  R.  Harr  has  been  appointed  an  assist- 
ant in  Female  Grammar  School  No.  5,  to  supply  the  vacancy  occa- 
sioned by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Mary  Evans.  Miss  Caroline  De- 
Valin  having  resigned  her  situation  in  Female  Grammar  School  No. 
9,  Miss  Antoinette  Yeater  has  been  appointed  in  her  place,  and  Miss 
Jane  Buckley  has  been  selected  to  fill,  temporarily,  in  the  same 
school,  the  situation  held  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Mathiot,  who  is  absent 
from  the  city  by  permission  of  the  Board.  Miss  Mary  Fusselbaugh 
has  been  appointed  an  assistant  in  Female  Primary  No.  9,  and  Miss 
Eliza  Bryan  an  assistant  in  Male  Grammar  School  No.  10. 

Annexed  to  this  report,  is  the  usual  tabular  statement,  in  which 
will  appear  the  names  of  the  teachers  of  the  different  schools  under 
their  present  organization,  together  with  the  number  of  scholars  in 
each  school,  and  also  the  salary  of  each  teacher. 

The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  in  the  schools  is  7,093,  being  an 
in  increase  over  last  year  of  330. 

The  number  of  scholars  passed  at  the  annual  examination  in 
August  last,  for  admission  into  the  High  Schools  was  106  boys  for 
the  Central  High  School,  and  177  girls  for  the  Female  High  Schools. 
Three  boys  and  eleven  girls  failed  to  take  their  seats. 

Tables  1,  2,  3,  4,  show  the  names  and  number  of  scholars  en- 
rolled in  the  different  High  Schools  at  the  time  of  opening  in  Sep- 
tember, 1850 ;  and  the  number  passed  at  the  last  annual  examina- 
tion in  August,  and  admitted  to  seats  in  the  High  Schools ;  and  also 
the  amount  of  work  performed,  and  the  number  of  questions  answered 
in  each  branch,  by  the  respective  candidates. 

The  annual  cost,  per  pupil,  in  the  Central  High  School,  Balti- 
more, was  $28.80.  In  the  Philadelphia  High  School,  $39.34,  see 
table  H.  In  the  Baltimore  Female  High  Schools,  $18.75,  see 
table  C.  In  the  Grammar  Schools,  Baltimore,  $5.63,  and  in  the 
Philadelphia  Schools,  $7 ;  see  table  I.  The  annual  average 
cost  per  pupil,  including  the  High  Schools,  was,  in  Baltimore, 
$6.38,  and  in  Philadelphia,  $7.42 ;  see  table  F. 

In  consequence  of  the  dampness  of  the  basement  room  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  Courtland  street,  frequent  complaints  were 
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urged  against  its  use  for  a  school,  and  the  Hoard  has  been  com- 
pelled to  remove  t lit.*  scholars  to  a  more  commodious  building,  in 
Payette  street,  near  Liberty,  against  which    this    objection  does  not 

The  building  designed  to  accommodate  the  Male  and  Female  !)»'- 
partments  of  Grammar  School  No.  10,  has  been  completed  by  Mr. 
Lovelace  (i.  Shipley,  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and 
the  scholars  were  removed  to  their  appropriate  rooms  in  time  to 
commence  the  duties  of  their  classes  in  September.  This  house 
has  been  furnished  with  a  style  of  furniture  of  a  new,  durable  and 
handsome  character;  the  framing  lor  the  support  of  the  desks  is  of 
iron,  as  is  also  the  support  of  the  seats  lor  the  scholars,  the  seat 
itself  being  <a'  wood.  The  cost  exceeds  very  little  that  of  wooden 
furniture,  and  the  whole  expense  has  been  little  more  than  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation. 

The  Board  made  the  improvements  in  the  school  house,  in  which 
Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  is  taught,  at  the  corner  of  Green  and 
Fayette  streets,  as  authorised  by  resolution  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  passed  April  5,  1850.  The  work  was  performed  by  Mr. 
1..  (i.  Shipley,  in  a  very  durable  manner,  at  a  cost  of  $970,  being 
less  than  the  appropriation. 

Agreeaby  to  the  authority  granted  in  ordinance  No.  41,  passed  at 
the  last  annual  session  of  the  City  Council,  the  Board  selected  the  lot 
at  the  north  west  corner  of  Calvert  and  Saratoga  streets,  as  a  suita- 
ble location  for  the  erection  of  a  house  in  which  Male  and  Female 
Schools  No.  9,  might  be  accommodated.  A  lease  was  procured 
from  Mrs.  Bosley,  the  owner,  at  the  annual  rent  of  $600,  and  aeon- 
tract  was  entered  into  and  preparations  were  making  by  the  builder 
to  put  up  the  house  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  appropriation,  when 
obstacles  were  presented  which  were  beyond  the  control  of  the 
Board.  By  a  provision  in  the  ordinance  authorising  the  Commis- 
sioners to  erect  this  house,  they  are  made  responsible  in  their  own 
persons  for  any  excess  over  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  erection  ; 
and  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  secure  foundation 
for  a  building  of  the  character  and  dimensions  of  the  proposed 
school,  and  procuring  its  erection  and  completion  for  the  sum  of 
'00,  the  Board  was  compelled  to  abandon  their  object,  although 
satis  security  was  offered,  that  for  the  small  sum  of  $300  ad- 

ditional, the  house  could  be  completed  in  a  substantial  manner.      It 
-  mortifying  to  reflect,  that  the  citizens  of  the  centra]  part  of  the 
\  who  had  frequently  and  urgently  pressed  this  subject  before  the 
id   and    patiently   awaited    its   action   for  supplying  their  wants, 
were-  doomed  to   be  disappointed  when  they  supposed  'hat  the  ob- 

•  of  their  pursuit  was  within  their  grasp.     The  City  Council 
made  acquainted  with  the  condition  of*  this  affair  at  its  <  i  ion, 

held  in  the  month  of  December,  when  a  petition  was  presented  hy 
some    Citizens,  asking  that   the   lot    might  not    be  used    lor  a  Bch 
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house,  but  added  to  the  city  spring  lot,  which  it  adjoins.  The  sub- 
ject was  then  referred  to  the  Board  by  the  City  Council,  with  a  re- 
quest to  ascertain  whether  another  lot  could  be  obtained  for  a  school, 
in  as  eligible  a  situation  as  the  one  already  procured.  After  a  pub- 
lication in  the  papers  for  several  days,  three  offers  of  lots  were  made, 
neither  of  which  are  as  well  adapted  for  the  purpose  as  the  one 
already  chosen.  They  are  situated  as  follows  :  the  lot  of  Mr. 
Rogers,  in  Second  street,  at  the  corner  of  Tripolett's  alley,  one  at 
the  corner  of  Davis  and  Pleasant  streets,  and  the  third  on  Franklin 
street,  opposite  Courtland.  The  matter  is  now  left  with  the  City 
Council  to  decide  whether  they  will  increase  the  amount  of  the  ap- 
propriation to  enable  the  Board  to  erect  the  building  on  the  lot  al- 
ready procured,  or  whether  they  will  direct  the  acceptance  of  one  of 
the  offers  recently  made.  It  is  necessary  that  something  should  be 
speedily  done  in  the  premises,  in  order  that  the  Assembly  buildings 
may  be  converted  to  the  use  of  the  Central  High  School,  if  this 
institution  is  to  be  rendered  useful  to  the  greatest  possible  extent. 

The  organization  of  Primary  Schools  has  met  with  great  favour 
from  the  public.  These  schools  were  put  in  operation  by  the  Board 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  in  some  measure  the  wants  of  the  com- 
munity. But  in  consequence  of  the  smallness  of  the  means  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  they  are  all  kept  in  rented  houses,  very 
few  of  which  are  at  all  suited  for  the  purpose,  and  it  is  impossible, 
therefore,  to  reap  all  the  advantages  that  might  arise  from  them, 
unless  proper  buildings  are  furnished  for  the  reception  of  the  schol- 
ars. The  introduction  of  this  new  grade  of  schools  is  considered  a 
great  addition,  by  supplying  greater  means  of  obtaining  instruction, 
and  increasing  the  facilities  for  teaching  in  the  Grammar  Schools. 
It  is  hoped  that  liberal  allowances  will  be  made  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil for  the  improvement  of  this  branch  of  our  Public  School  system. 
The  building  in  which  Primary  No.  1,  on  Canton  avenue  is  taught, 
is  not  well  adapted  to  the  use  of  the  school,  both  from  its  location 
and  its  size.  It  is  a  rented  house  in  the  yard  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
on  Canton  avenue.  A  better  building  should  be  furnished  for  this 
school,  if  it  is  considered  desirable  to  continue  its  usefulness.  It 
numbers  361  scholars.  Provision  should  be  made  for  a  now  house 
for  Primary  No.  2,  which  is  held  in  an  old  dilapidated  three  store- 
house in  Albemarle  street,  south  of  Pratt,  without  suitable  yard 
accommodations.  In  consequence  of  not  being  able  to  obtain  a 
suitable  building,  the  Commissioners  were  compelled,  through  abso- 
lute necessity,  to  occupy  this  house,  at  a  rent  of  $240  per  annum, 
for  the  purposes  of  a  school.  And  they  will  be  compelled  to  con- 
tinue it  in  its  present  unsuitable  location  or  close  it,  and  deprive  the 
citizens  in  that  locality  of  the  advantages  of  educating  their  chil- 
dren, unless  some  provision  for  a  school  is  made  by  the  City  Council. 

Additional  accommodations  are  required  for  the  improvement  of 
some   of  the  Grammar    Schools.     The   Male   and  Female  Depart- 
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rnents  of  Grammar  School  No.  5,  require  additional  recitation 
rooms,  in  order  that  the  classification,  instruction,  government  and 
supervision  of  these  schools  may  be  efficiently  and  profitably  con- 
ducted. The  constant  annoyance  arising  from  more  than  one 
class  reciting  at  the  same  time  in  the  same  room,  or  from  B  class 
reciting  in  the  large  or  study  room,  at  a  time,  when  others  are  pre- 
paring their  lessons,  and  requiring  the  teachers  to  preserve  order 
during  the  time  o(  hearing  recitations,  proves  very  detrimental  to 
the  proper  and  efficient  management  and  instruction  of  the  scholars, 
and  injures  the  prosperity  of  the  school. 

The  Board  feels  it  a  duly  it  owes  to  the  community  and  to  you, 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  Eastern  Female  High 
School,  and  urge  upon  your  honorable  body,  the  necessity  of  early 
making  such  provision  for  its  relief  and  improvement,  as  will  enable 
it  to  sustain  its  character  and  meet  the  wants  and  reasonable -ex- 
pectations of  the  public.  This  school  has  been  suffering  for  sev- 
eral years,  in  consequence  of  the  very  poor  accommodations  that 
are  furnished  for  it.  The  house  is  entirely  too  small  for  the  com- 
fort and  convenience  of  the  scholars.  The  physical  health  and 
education  of  the  pupils  as  well  as  their  intellectual  culture  should 
receive  the  attention  of  the  Board.  It  is  a  matter  of  too  much  im- 
portance to  pass  unnoticed  and  neglected.  The  attention  of  the 
City  Council  was  directed  to  this  school  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  in  January,  184S,  but  no  provision  was  made  for  its  relief. 
It  was  with  great  difficulty  that  the  scholars  examined  and  passed 
for  admission  at  the  last  annual  examination  could  be  received  into  it, 
and  under  the  present  arrangements  of  the  school  it  will  be  impossi- 
ble to  admit  all  the  scholars  at  the  term  following  the  next  examina- 
tion, in  August.  A  large  and  commodious  house  with  a  sufficient 
number  of  recitation  rooms  should  be  provided  for  this  school  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  Western  Female  High  School  is  also  suf- 
fering for  the  want  of  proper  accommodations  in  the  matter  of  reci- 
tation rooms.  The  Board  would  recommend  the  improvement  of 
this  school,  by  the  erection  of  additional  recitation  rooms,  or  the 
alternative  of  appropriating  to  its  use  that  portion  of  the  building 
occupied  by  Female  Grammar  School  No.  1,  and  the  erection  of  a 
new  house  for  the  Female  Grammar  School.  If  the  City  Council 
desires  its  usefulness  to  be  preserved,  it  will  authorize  the  improve- 
ment asked  for,  at  an  early  day.  It  is  hoped  that  the  High  Schools, 
which  have  afforded  such  healthful  stimulus  to  the  scholars  of  our 
Public  Schools,  and  have  proven  so  beneficial  to  our  citizens,  by 
furnishing  them  with  the  means  of  educating  their  children  in  a 
profitable  manner,  may  meet  with  a  favorable  consideration  from 
your  hands,  who  are  their  legal  guardians. 

The  reports  of  the  principals  of  the  High  Schools  nded, 

showing  that  these  institutions  are  in  a  highly  flourishing  condi- 
tion. 
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Previous  to  the  holidays  all  the  ichools  were  examined  by  the 
several  committees,  and  generally  gave  evidence  of  improvement, 
indicating  the  efficiency  of  their  respective  teachers. 

We  offer  in  addition  to  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board, 
the  Treasurer's  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
year,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  resources  and  ex- 
penses for  the  year  1851.  By  this  statement,  it  is  shown  that 
$74,812.79  has  been  expended  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools 
for  the  year  1850.  This  includes  the  amount  paid  for  the  building 
for  No.  10  school.  The  amount  received  from  the  Register  of  the 
city  was  $46,182.83,  which  is  less  by  §4,239.98  than  was  esti- 
mated as  the  sum  to  be  provided  by  the  City  Council.  Had  this 
sum  been  received,  it  would  have  enabled  the  Board  to  discharge 
nearly  all  its  indebtedness.  By  an  ordinance  of  the  City  Council, 
passed  at  its  annual  session  in  ,1850,  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Board 
was  changed,  and  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  and  all  other  persons 
permanently  employed  by  the  Board,  were  made  payable  in  the 
months  of  March,  June,  September  and  December.  By  this  arrange- 
ment, the  salaries  of  two  months  of  the  year  1849  had  to  be  paid  in 
1850,  amounting  to  $6,682.83.  This  sum  could  not  be  included 
in  the  estimate  of  expenditures  for  1850,  because  the  ordinance 
was  not  passed  until  June  17th  of  that  year.  This  expenditure 
unprovided  for  in  the  levy,  should  be  added  to  the  sum  not 
received  by  the  Board,  making  $10,922.81  less  than  was  requir- 
ed to  meet  the  passed  indebtedness  of  the  Board,  and  for  the 
support  of  the  schools  in  1850.  Deficiencies  have  occurred  in  the 
school  fund  for  several  years  past.  In  the  year  1847,  the  amount 
to  be  provided  by  the  City  Council  was  $51,764.51,  the  amount 
received  $38,663.83,  leaving  a  balance  of  $13,100.68.  For  the 
year  1848  the  amount  to  be  provided  was  $42,715.77  and  the 
amount  received  was  $33,037.50,  leaving  a  balance  of  $9,677.77. 
For  1849  the  amount  to  be  provided  was  $47,753.19,  and  the 
amount  received  $39,251.42,  leaving  a  balance  of  $8,501.77. 
The  aggregate  of  these  deficiencies  is  $35, 520.20  in  four  years, 
and  presents  the  idea  to  the  public  mind  of  money  estimated  for 
and  received  by  the  Board  for  the  support  of  the  schools,  which 
never  came  into  its  Treasury.  In  order  to  meet  promptly  the  claims 
against  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year,  it  is  necessary  that  the  City 
Council  should  provide  a  sufficient  sum  to  cover  the  amount.  The 
indebtedness  as  per  bills  payable  is  to  Mrs.  Emily  J.  Walker 
$1,500,  Firemen's  Insurance  Company  $3,636.17,  the  Chesapeake 
Bank  $1,000  on  the  notes  of  previous  years,  and  $3,500  also  to  the 
Chesapeake  Bank  on  the  loan  for  the  building  of  No.  10  school. 
The  failure  to  receive  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  punctually  its  cur- 
rent expenses  and  liquidate  its  indebtedness  causes  much  embar- 
rassment, and  is  frequently  a  source   of  annoyance   to  the  Board. 
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It  is  very  desirable  that  adequate  provision  should  be  made  to 
remedy  the  difficulty  that  now  exists  jnd  prevenl  its  recurren 

In  the  opening  of  this  report  it  was  stated  that  a  synopsis  of  thr 
history  of  the  Public  Schools  of  this  city  would  be  given.  At  this 
point  this  promise  will  be  complied  with.  Before  commencing  this 
statement,  however,  it  will  be  proper  to  remark  tli.it  appended  to 
the  report  are  several  tables  giving  useful  and  interesting  statistical 
information,  prepared  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  to  which 
reference  will  be  frequently  had  in  the  course  of  the  remarks  that 
will  be  made. 

Previous  to  the  year  1S"29,  the  City  of  Baltimore  possessed  no 
rate  organization  of  a  Public  School  system.  A  law  was  pas- 
sed in  February  1826,  and  wTas  accepted  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  in  the  month  of  January  of  the  following  year.  In  the 
year  1828  an  ordinance  was  passed  by  the  City  Council,  dividing 
the  city  into  six  school  districts,  and  directing  that  one  Male  and 
one  Female  School  to  be  conducted  by  one  teacher  in  each,  on  the 
monitorial  plan  should  be  established  in  each  district.  But  no 
funds  were  furnished  to  pay  the  expenses  of  these  schools,  and 
therefore  they  did  not  go  into  operation. 

In  1S29  a  supplementary  law  was  passed,  authorizing  the  Com- 
miss  :t    their  discretion,  to   organize   one   or   more  schools. 

The  only  means  furnished  were  obtained  from  the  state  as  the 
city's  share  of  what  was  called  the  free  school  fund.  Although 
these  schools  were  opened  in  rented  houses,  entirely  unfitted  for  the 
pun  schools,  nevertheless,  sufficient  was  proven  by  the  ex- 

periment to  satisfy  the  friends  of  Public  Education,  that  with  suita- 
blt  school  house*  with  proper  appointments,  there  could  be  no 
doubt  of  the  utility  and  efficiency  of  a  system  of  Public  Instruction. 
The  original  design  of  the  founders  of  the  schools,  which  w^  not 
carried  into  effect,  was  that  they  should  be  free,  requiring  the 
scholars  to  furnish  their  own  books  and  stationery.  The  small 
charge  of  one  dollar  per  quarter  for  tuition,  and  including  books 
and  stationery,  was  recommended  and  adopted.  The  schools  were 
in  operation  about  three  months,  and  numbered  269  sch  the 

end  of  the  vear,  and  were  taught  at  the  ai  (l.Q]

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school  property  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  is  calculated  at  five  per 
cent. 

The  successful  results  of  the  preceding  year  induced  the  Com- 
missioners to  recommend  in  their  annual  report,  the  levying  of  a 
small  tax  on  the  property  of  the  citizens  for  the  support  of  the 
schools,  this  recommendation  was  complied  with,  and  means  were 
furnished  for  the  erection  of  the  first  school  house,  No.  3,  in 
Aisquith  street.  This  house  was  completed  during  the  year,  and 
opened  with  137  scholars.  Female  School  No.  1,  was  also  put  in 
operation  the  same  year,  making  in  all  five  schools.  The  number 
of  scholars  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  402,  and  the  average  cost 
per  pupil  per  annum  was  $2.73,  and  in  Philadelphia  $5.09,  see 
table  I. 

During  the  year  1831,  not  much  more  was  done  for  the  schools 
than  furnishing  the  means  for  their  support.  A  new  house  for  Male 
and  Female  No.  1,  was  contracted  for,  but  from  unavoidable  cir- 
cumstances was  not  finished.  The  number  of  scholars  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  627,  and  the  average  annual  cost  per  pupil,  was 
$3.88,  and  in  Philadelphia,  $5  77,  see  table  I. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  exhibited  greater  liberality  towards 
the  schools  in  the  year  1832.  At  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Old  Alms  house  pro- 
perty was  devoted  to  the  cause  of  Public  Education,  by  the  City 
Council,  from  authority  derived  from  the  Legislature  of  Maryland. 
The  new  school  house  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  Public 
School  No.  1,  was  completed  and  occupied  by  the  scholars.  A  lot 
at  the  corner  of  Lee  and  Hanover  streets,  was  procured,  and  a  con- 
tract made  for  the  erection  of  a  house  to  accommodate  Male  and 
Female  Schools  No.  4.  The  number  of  scholars  at  the  end  of  this 
year  in  the  schools  was  640.  The  average  cost  of  tuition  per 
scholar  was  $7.81  per  annum.  In  Philadelphia  $6.25,  see 
table   I. 

The  Board  felt  seme  anxiety  this  year  in  viewing  the  condition  of 
the  schools.  Their  efforts  were  not  marked  with  such  flattering 
results  as  formerly.  There  did  not  appear  to  be  any  unfavorable 
change  in  public  opinion  in  regard  to  the  schools,  nevertheless, 
they  had  not  increased  in  numbers  according  to  their  expectations. 
The  panic  that  pervaded  the  whole  community  in  consequence  of 
the  appearance  of  the  cholera  in  the  city,  and  the  unfavorable  loca- 
tion of  some  of  the  schools  was  supposed  to  be  sufficient  cause  for 
their  unprosperous  condition. 

The  Commissioners  being  encouraged  by  their  early  success,  now 
determined  to  prosecute  their  object  With  additional  energy.  In 
the  year  1833  additional  accommodations  were  planned  and  furnish- 
ed for  the  schools.  The  house  at  the  corner  of  Lee  and  Hanover 
streets  was  finished.  An  old  building  at  the  corner  of  Pitt  and 
Front  streets,  where  the  Eastern  Female  High  School  now  stands, 
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was  purchased  for  the  use  of  Female  School  No.  3,  ami  the  lot  at 
rner  of  Broadway  and  Hank  streets,  was  leased  on  which  to 
i  school  house  lor  Male  and  Female  No.  2.  The  number  of 
scholars  had  decreased  to  514.  They  were  educated  at  an  average 
annual  cost  of  (6.88,  per  pupil.  In  Philadelphia  Si5.*26,  see 
table  I. 

During  the  year  1834  schools  were  opened  in  the  building  at  the 
corner  of  Lee  and  Hanover  stivets.  Female  School  No.  3  was  or- 
ganized in  the  building  at  the  corner  of  Pitt  and  Front  streets,  and 
a  contract  was  made  lor  erecting  the  house  at  the  corner  of  Broad- 
ind  Bank  streets,  hut  it  was  not  completed.  The  schools 
were  more  flourishing  than  formerly,  and  numbered  859  scholars, 
who  were  educated  at  an  average  annual  expense  of  $5.12,  per 
pupil,  and  in    Philadelphia  $5.  11,  see  table  I. 

The  Male  and  Female  departments  of  Public  School  No.  2  were 
transferred  in  the  summer  of  1835  to  the  elegant  building  that  had 
been  prepared  tor  them.  The  schools  again  fluctuated  in  numbers 
although  superior  accommodations  were  offered.  It  was  with  great 
mortification  that  the  Commissioners  reported  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  scholars.  The  rolls  show  but  747  scholars  in  all  the 
schools.  The  average  expense  per  scholar  per  annum  was  $8.12 
in  Baltimore,  and  in   Philadelphia  $5.89,  see  table  I. 

The  number  of  Commissioners  was  originally  six,  they  were  then 
increased  to  nine  ;  and  the  Board  in  its  annnai  report  for  the  year 
L837,  recommended  the  increase  of  the  number  to  thirteen.  After 
having  labored  arduously  for  the  schools  during  tins  year  the  Com- 
missioners had  not  much  cause  to  congratulate  themselves  upon 
their  increase  of  prosperity.  A  slight  increase  took  place  in  the 
number  of  scholars.  There  were  814  scholars  in  the  schools  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  average  annual  expense  per  scholar  was 
$9.65,  this  year.      In  Philadelphia  it  was  $5.50,  see  table  I. 

Agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  the 
Board  was  enlarged  to  thirteen  members  in  1837.  The  Board  was 
again  destined  to  meet  with  disappointment  in  obtaining  any  bene- 
ficial results  from  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  schools.  They  con- 
tinued to  decline.  The  number  of  scholars  had  decreased  to  659, 
and  the  average  annual  expense  for  teaching  each  scholar  was 
$10.32.      In  Philadelphia  it  was    $&49,  see  table  I. 

The  May  it  and  City  Council  were  earnestly  requested  to  visit 
the  schools,  and  the  commit'ee  on  education  of  tin-  City  Council 
■  urgently  called  upon  to  pay  some  attention  to  their  condi- 
tion. 

The  schools  had  been  fluctuating  for  several  yeaja.  Their  future 
prospects  did  no'  appear  as  encoura  formerly  ;  a  prejudice 

seenit-d  to  exist  in  the  public  mind  in  relation  in  them  '.'.loch  tl 
ened,  if  permitted  to  gather  strength,  to  aefitroj  their  prosperity  and 
usefulness.      The    Board,   however,   still   having    confi  lence    in    the 
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system,  labored  the  more  arduously  to  accomplish  their  high  object. 
The  Commissioners  directed  their  efforts  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the 
unpopularity  of  the  schools,  and  to  remove  any  objections  that 
might  exist  against  them.  In  1838,  they  determined  to  modify  the 
monitorial  plan  of  instruction,  which  up  to  this  time  had  been  pur- 
sued in  the  schools,  and  at  the  same  time  extend  the  course  of  in- 
struction. Assistant  teachers  were  employed  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
moving some  of  the  objections.  Although  no  great  increase  took 
place  in  the  number  of  scholars,  the  Board  had  reason  to  believe, 
that  a  well  conducted  system  of  public  education  would  meet  with 
the  hearty  approval  of  the  people,  and  determined  to  recommend  a 
more  general  diffusion  of  the  schools  through  the  city.  The  erec- 
tion of  a  school  house  was  recommended  at  the  corner  of  Monument 
and  Forrest  streets.  During  this  year  an  addition  was  made  to  the 
school  fund  in  the  sum  of  about  $4,500,  by  an  appropriation  from 
the  state  of  a  portion  of  the  interest  on  her  share  of  the  money  of  the 
United  States,  deposited  with  the  state.  The  annual  cost  per  scholar 
this  year,  was  $9.47,  and  the  number,  675.  In  Philadelphia,  $6.70, 
see  table  I. 

The  year  1839,  was  an  important  period  in  the  history  of  the 
Public  Schools.  A  special  effort  was  made  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  in  their  behalf.  They  appeared  determined-  to  sustain  the 
friends  of  popular  education  in  their  mission  of  usefulness.  A  reso- 
lution passed  the  City  Council  on  the  7th  March,  and  was  approved 
by  the  Mayor,  requesting  the  Commissioners  to  establish  a  High 
School,  and  also  calling  their  attention  to  the  employing  of  assistant 
teachers  in  the  schools.  A  lot  was  selected  at  the  intersection  of 
Monument  and  Forrest  streets,  for  a  school  house.  The  establish- 
ing of  a  school  in  the  north  western  part  of  the  city  was  recom- 
mended The  monitorial  plan  of  instruction  was  entirely  dispensed 
with,  and  assistant  teachers  appointed.  Of  all  the  measures  adopted, 
it  may  be  safely  said  that  none  have  had  a  more  important  influence 
upon  the  system  than  the  appointment  of  assistant  teachers,  and  the 
establishment  of  the  Central  High  School.  This  school  has  done 
much  to  elevate  the  character  of  the  schools  and  place  them  on  a 
sure  foundation.  Admission  to  this  school  is  the  rewTard  of  merit ; 
the  children  of  the  poor  and  rich  meet  here  on  equal  terms  ;  they 
enjoy  the  same  privileges  ;  are  governed  by  the  same  lawrs  and  reap 
the  same  benefits.  In  this,  as  in  all  the  Public  Schools,  ample  pro- 
vision is  made  by  the  Board  for  all  who  are  unable  to  pay  the  tuition 
fees.  This  school  was  opened  in  a  building  in  Courtland  street, 
with  46  pupils,  who  had  passed  through  the  Public  Schools,  and  it 
now  numbers  240.  One  of  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board,  for 
the  admission  of  scholars  into  this  school,  which  is,  that  every  candi- 
date shall  have  passed  through  a  Grammar  School  before  his  appli- 
cation, operates  to  the  advantage  of  all  the  schools.  On  a  review  of 
the  condition  of  the  system,  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years,  it  is  in  the 
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highest  degree  gratifying  to  witness  its  prosperity  and  usefulness. 
Previous  to  that  period,  from  the  constant  fluctuations  in  the  schools, 

all  was  doubt  and  despondency;  now  we  observe  then'^ieat  and  in- 
creasing popularity  and  intlueni  •  in  the  community,  as  the  result  of 
the  benefits  conferred  by  them  on  society.  At  the  close  of  the  year, 
the  Board  communicated  to  the  City  Council  the  encouraging  infor- 
mation that  the  number  of  scl  ol.trs   had   increased  to   1126.     The

During  the  year  1840,  Public  School  No.  5,  was  erected,  and  a 
lot  was  procured  in  the  north  western  part  of  the  city  for  an  addi- 
tional school,  but  nothing  was  done  towards  erecting  a  house  for 
the  want  of  means.  The  erection  of  a  building  for  the  High 
School,  was  strongly  recommended  by  the  Hoard.  A  considerable 
increase  took  place  in  the  number  of  scholars,  this  year.  The  num- 
ber on  the  rolls  was  1,834.  The  cost  of  a  scholar  in  the  High 
School,  was  $35.56.  In  the  Philadelphia  High  School,  the  cost 
was  $113.05,  see  table  H.  The  average  per  pupil  per  annum  in 
the  Grammar  Schools,  was  $8.32.  In  the  Philadelphia  schools,  the 
cost  was  Nb\74,  see  table  I.  And  the  annual  average  expense, 
including  High  Schools,  was  in  Baltimore  $6.73.  In  Philadelphia 
able  F.

The  ordinance  was  inoperative  on  account  of  the  conditions.  There 
was  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  scholars  this  year.

The  erection  of  a  High  School  building  was  again  recommended 
to  the  City  Council,  in  1843,  and  also  two  Public  Schools.  An 
appropriation  was  obtained  for  the  latter,  and  Public  School  No.  8, 
on  Cove  street  was  erected,  but  not  finished  in  time  for  occupation. 
Male  School  No.  9,  was  opened  in  the  Assembly  buildings.  The 
Board  in  its  report  of  this  year,  recommended  the  establishing  of 
Female  High  Schools.  The  rolls  of  the  schools  show  an  increase 
of  scholars.  The  number  was  2,669.  The  cost  of  a  scholar  to  the 
school  fund,  was,  in  the  Baltimore  High  School,  $39.50.  In  Phila- 
delphia, $53.99,  see  table  H.  The  average  annual  cost  in  the  Gram- 
mar Schools  was  $7.56.  In  the  Philadelphia  schools  $6.77,  see 
table  I.  The  average  aunual  expense,  including  High  Schools,  was 
in  Baltimore,  $8.81,  and  in  Philadelphia  $7.11,  see  table  F. 

A  very  important  addition  was  made  to  the  system  in  1844  ; 
Public  School  No.  8  was  opened  ;  the  Assembly  Rooms  were  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  the  Central  High  School,  and  two  Female 
High  Schools  were  established  ;  one  in  the  Eastern  and  the  other  in 
the  Western  part  of  the  town.  The  Eastern  School  was  accom- 
modated by  building  a  house  on  the  site  of  the  old  school  occupied 
by  Female  No.  3,  and  the  two  schools  were  opened  in  the  same 
building.  The  Western  School  was  provided  with  rooms  in  a 
rented  house  in  N.  Paca  street.  The  establishment  of  these  schools 
has  had  the  same  beneficial  effect  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  Female 
Schools,  that  the  Central  High  School  had  on  the  Male  Schools. 
The  organization  of  a  higher  seminary  for  the  Males  having  been 
accomplished,  it  was  but  justice  to  provide  for  Female  education. 

The  Commissioners  have  always  desired  to  have  good  schools  ; 
but  to  have  good  schools,  it  is  necessary  to  have  efficient  teachers. 
The  Board,  therefore,  looked  to  the  High  Schools  as  a  medium, 
through  which  a  supply  of  suitable  teachers  might  be  furnished 
when  required,  in  addition  to  their  salutary  influence  in  contribut- 
ing to  the  prosperity  of  the  system,  and  advancing  the  education 
of  the  great  mass  of  the  population.  No  institution  exists  in  our 
city  designed  especially  for  the  education  of  teachers.  By  proper 
management  the  High  Schools  may  be  made  to  answer  the  purpose 
of  Normal  Schools.  Many  of  the  male  teachers  now  in  the  employ 
of  the  Board  received  their  intellectual  training  in  the  Central  High 
School.  A  very  large  majority  of  the  female  teachers  have  also 
been  educated  in  the  Female  High  Schools,  and  they  all  give  evi- 
dence of  superior  fitness  for  the  honorable  and  laborious  occupation 
of  teaching.  Female  teachers  are  dispersed  through  all  our  schools  ; 
all  the  Female  Schools  are  under  their  care,  and  jail  the  Primary 
Schools  are  taught  by  them  ;  they  also  act  as  assistants  in  the  Male 
Grammar  Schools,  their  gentleness  of  disposition,  their  cheer- 
fulness in  the  performance  of  duty,  and  the   care  and  patience  with 
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which  they  watch  the  unfoldings  of  the  intellect,  and  the  judicious 
manner  in  which  they  render  attractive  and  interesting  the  most 
trifling  object,  make  them  the  best  instruments  for  cultivating  the 
moral  ami  mental  fee ul ties  6f  youth. 

It'  an  additional  argument  is  required  in  favour  of  these  institu- 
tions, a  better  cannot  be  furnished  than  by  presenting  some  remarks 

from  the  report  of  a  select  committee  made  in  November,  1S49,  to 
the  Board  o\  Education  of  the  city  of  New  York,  to  whom  had 
been  referred  the  subject  of  enquiry  into  the  propriety  of  establish- 
ing a  ll  Female  1  ,  ■  \eademy.1'  Our  own  city  is  somewhat  in  ad- 
vance o{  sister  cities,  in  having  been  the  first  to  adorn  its  system  of 
education  with  these  ornaments  of  refined  instruction.  The  com- 
mittee to  which  we  refer,  felt  that  Baltimore  was  distinguished  in 
having  early  undertaken  to  supply  the  means  of  raising  the  stand- 
ard of  female  attainments  by  engrafting  upon  its  system  of  Public 
Schools,  institutions  for  the  education  of  her  daughters  equal  to  any 
large  seminary  for  female  instruction  in  the  land.  After  using 
strong  and  energetic  arguments  in  behalf  of  establishing  a  u  Female 
Free  Academy,  they  say,  "  New  York  must  not  be  behind  any 
other  city  in  any  Mngle  one  of  her  educational  arrangements.  The 
institution  proposed  is  a  new  feature  in  our  system,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  introducing  it  should  therefore  receive  the  most  thorough 
examination.  Similar  institutions  however,  have  been  established 
in  other  cities.  It  has  been  determined  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  to  establish  such  a  school  there.  Public 
Female  High  Schools  are  in  successful  operation  in  Baltimore  and 
are  accompanied  with  no  embarrassments  ;  they  receive  children 
from  all  classes  of  society.*1 

As  an  evidence  of  approbation  of  the  schools  by  the  public,  an 
increase  of  scholars  was  reported  ;  the  number  was  3,366.  The  cost 
of  a  -cholar  in  the  Baltimore  High  School  was  (36.98.  In  Phila- 
delphia $44.98,  see  table  H.  In  the  Female  High  Schools,  Balti- 
more (20.64,  see  table  C.  In  the  Grammar  Schools  $6.66.  In 
Philadelphia  (6.98,  see  table  I.  The  average  annual  expense  in- 
cluding the  High  Schools  was  in  Baltimore  $11.79,  and  in  Phila- 
delphia $7.47,  s<  e  table  F.

No.  H>  was  opened  at  the  corner  of  Light  and  Cross  streets, 
and  a  Primary  department  of  Female  Public  Scho6l  No.  3  was 
commenced  in  the  basement  of  the  building,  at  the  corner  of  Pitt 
and  Fronl  streets.  An  increase  of  nearly  1.000  scholars  took  place 
this  year;  the  reports  of  the  teachers  showed  4,313  on  the  rolls.

The  Board  in  1846  erected  the  beautiful  and  well  planned  house 
at  the  corner  of  Fayette  and  Green  streets,  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  Western  Female  High  School  and  Female  School  No.  1, 
and  also  the  building  at  the  corner  of  Bond  and  Jefferson  streets, 
for  No.  11,  which  was  not  ready  for  occupancy  until  February  in 
the  following  year.  Female  School  No.  10  was  removed  to  a  room 
in  Light  street,  and  Male  School  No.  10  opened  in  the  house 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Female  School ;  the  increase  of  scholars 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  considerable.  The  whole  number  in 
the  schools  was  reported  at  5,087.  The  annual  cost  of  a  scholar 
in  the  Central  High  School  was  $34.95.  In  Philadelphia  it  was 
$40.11,  see  table  H.  In  the  Baltimore  Female  High  Schools 
$16.09,  see  table  C.  In  the  Grammar  Schools  $4.25.  In  the 
Philadelphia  Schools  $6.75,  see  table  I.  The  avearge  annual  cost 
per  pupil,  including  the  High  Schools,  was  in  Baltimore  $5.77,  and 
in  Philadelphia  $7.20,  see  table  F. 

During  the  year  1847,  considerable  change  took  place  in  the 
policy  of  the  Board  in  directing  the  schools  ;  female  teachers  were 
introduced  into  some  of  the  Male  Schools  with  decided  success. 
The  schools  had  grown  in  popularity  to  such  an  extent,  that  admis- 
sion could  not  be  obtained  into  them  ;  several  additions  and  im- 
provements were  suggested  to  the  old  schools  and  the  creation  of 
new  ones  recommended.  A  committee  of  the  Board  was  appoint- 
ed to  enquire  whether  any  reform  was  necessary  in  the  schools  to 
elevate  their  character,  and  increase  their  usefulness  ;  and  the  same 
committee  was  also  authorised  to  correspond  with  gentlemen  in 
other  cities  connected  with  Public  Education,  in  order  to  ascertain 
what  advantages,  if  any,  other  systems  possessed  over  our  own. 
Many  suggestions  were  made  by  this  committee,  in  a  report  to  the 
Board,  but  were  not  finally  acted  upon  ;  the  principal  recommenda- 
tions were  an  alteration  in  the  grade  of  schools,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  superintendent.  The  establishment  of  Primary  and 
Grammar  Schools,  instead  of  the  old  grade  of  schools,  it  was  sup- 
posed would  materially  benefit  the  system.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  Board  expressed  its  gratification  in  being  able  to  report  an  in- 
crease of  1,252  scholars  in  the  schools.  The  whole  number  was 
6,439.

In  their  report  made  in  1849,  the  Commissioners  again  alluded  in 
Mattering  terms  to  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  schools.  They 
informed  the  City  Council  ot"  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  school 
house  tor  Mali  ind  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  10,  on  a  lot  at  the 
corner  of  William  and  Warren  streets.  The  organization  of  the 
Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  was  again  spoken  of.  Five  Primary 
Schools  had  been  opened  in  different  sections  of  the  city,  and  the 
Board  stated  its  intention  of  opening  others,  as  soon  as  suitable 
mmodations  could  be  obtained.  An  appropriation  was  asked 
for,  to  erect  a  house  for  the  accommodation  of  Male  and  Female 
aunar  Schools  No.  9.  The  Commissioners  still  feeling  a 
desire  to  obtain  all  useful  information  for  the  benefit  of  the 
schools,  authorised  a  committee  to  proceed  to  Philadelphia  to  attend 
the  National  Common  School  Convention.

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thai  the  City  Council  was  not  fully  aware  of  their  worth  and  condi- 
tion, and  the  successive  steps  by  which  they  arrived  at  thHr  pre- 
sent position,  of  usefulness.  We  believe  that  results  highly  interest- 
ing and  gratifying  have  been  shown.  In  the  report  and  accom- 
panying tables,  information  is  given  of  what  has  been  done  for  the 
cause  of  Public  Education  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  besides  exhibit- 
ing its  present  condition.  We  hope  that  new  interest  in  its  behalf 
will  be  awakened,  when  by  the  comparisons  instituted  and  the  in- 
formation and  facts  drawn  from  these  comparisons,  it  is  shown, 
that  the  money  of  the  citizens  has  been  judiciously  expended. 

Table  A  contains  the  location  of  the  several  schools,  the  period  of 
their  establishment,  the  time  when  the  houses  were  built,  purchased 
or  rented,  their  sizes,  costs,  builders  and  number  of  Departments. 

Table  B  shows  the  amount  of  money  expended  for  the  support  of 
the  Central  High  School,  from  its  commencement  in  the  year  1839 
to  the  end  of  the  year  1850.  The  number  of  teachers  employed 
and  pupils  instructed,  and  the  cost  per  annum,  of  each  pupil,  with 
the  average  of  costs,  teachers  and  pupils  for  each  five  years. 

Table  C  shows  the  amount  of  money  expended  for  the  support  of 
the  Eastern  and  Western  Female  High  Schools,  from  their  com- 
mencement in  the  year  1844  to  the  end  of  the  year  1850.  The 
number  of  teachers  employed  and  pupils  instructed,  and  the  cost 
per  annum  for  each  pupil,  with  the  average  of  costs,  teachers  and 
pupils  for  each  five  years. 

Table  D  shows  the  amount  of  money  expended  for  the  support  of 
the  Grammar  Schools,  from  their  commencement  in  the  year  1829 
to  the  end  of  the  year  1850.  The  number  of  teachers  employed 
and  pupils  instructed,  and  the  cost  per  annum  of  each  pupil,  with 
the  average  of  costs,  teachers  and  pupils,  for  each  five  years. 

Table  E  shows  the  amount  of  money  expended  for  the  support  of 
the  Primary  Schools,  from  their  commencment  in  the  year  1848  to 
the  end  of  the  year  1850.  The  number  of  teachers  employed  and 
pupils  instructed,  and  the  cost  per  annum  of  each  pupil. 

Table  F  exhibits  a  comparative  view  of  the  pupils  instructed  in 
all  the  Public  Schools,  including  the  High,  Grammar  and  Primary 
Schools,  the  amount  expended  for  tuition,  and  cost  per  pupil  per 
annum  in  the  cities  of  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore. 

Table  G  exhibits  a  comparison  between  the  cost  of  buildings  for 
the  use  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia 
and  Baltimore. 

Table  H  exhibts  a  comparative  view  of  the  number  of  pupils  in- 
structed, amounts  of  money  expended  for  their  tuition,  and  the  cost 
per  pupil  per  annum,  in  the  Male  High  Schools  of  New  York, 
Philadelphia  and  Baltimore. 

Table  I,  exhibits  a  comparitive  view  of  the  number  of  pupils  in- 
structed, amounts  expended  for  their  tuition,  and  the  cost  per  pupil 
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per  annum  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia 
and  Baltimore. 

We  have  now  arrived  at  the  year  185Q,  the  transactions  of  which 
have  already  been  recounted  in  the  early  part  of  this  report,  and  are 
scarcely  less  interesting  than  the  proceedings  of  any  former  year. 

In  the  historical  sketch  of  the  Public  Schools,  which  we  have 
just  given,  we  have  endeavored  to  follow  them  through  their  vicis- 
situdes of  decline  and  prosperity,  front)  their  organization  to  the  pre- 
sent day.  This  sketch  of  their  origin  and  progress,  covers  a  period 
of  about  twenty-one  years.  We  have  seen  them  in  the  beginning  of 
their  existence  meeting  with  success,  and  continuing  to  grow  in 
popular  favour  for  a  few  years.  We  have  then  observed  a  change  in 
public  opinion  ;  they  did  not  seem  to  flourish,  but  opposition,  or  at 
least  indifference  was  manifested  towards  them.  During  this  time 
WC  have  witnessed  with  no  ordinary  degree  of  satisfaction,  the 
efforts  of  the  Commissioners  to  resuscitate  them  and  place  them 
on  a  sure  foundation.  We  had  doubts  and  misgivings.  It  was  a 
period  of  painful  suspense.  At  last  relief  was  obtained  by  the  inter- 
position of  the  City  Council,  in  authorising  the  establishing  of  the 
Central  High  School.  With  this  institution  dates  the  prosperity 
of  our  Public  School  system.  From  the  day  it  first  went  into 
operation,  a  great  change  took  place  in  public  opinion,  and 
confidence  was  restored  in  it,  and  its  popularity  increased.  The 
influence  it  exerts  over  the  other  schools  is  far  more  valuable 
than  the  cost  of  supporting  it.  Upon  viewing  the  successful 
results  flowing  from  this  institution,  and  the  influence  exercised 
by  it  over  the  system,  who  is  it  that  will  ask  for  the  termination 
of  the  Central  High  School  ?  Are  there  any  opponents  to  it  ?  If 
there  are  any,  they  must  be  ranked  as  enemies  to  the  entire  Pub- 
lic School  system.  There  cannot  be  any  reasonable  objection  to  it. 
It  furnishes  alike,  to  all  conditions  of  society,  its  benefits.  No  well 
grounded  opposition  can  be  made  to  it  because  of  its  cost.  By  an 
ruination  of  table  F,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  annual 
cost  per  pupil  in  the  schools,  since  the  establishment  of  the  High 
School,  has  been  increased  in  a  very  inconsiderable  amount.  The 
whole  cost,  including  the  High  SchooN,  is  so  little  in  advance  of 
what  it  would  be  for  the  support  of  the  same  number  of  children  in 
the  Grammar  Schools  alone,  that  the  difference  would  never  be  no- 
ticed without  the  comparison.  And  the  cause  for  complaint  in  the 
apparent  high  cosl  per  pupil  for  tuition  in  the  High  Schools,  is  en- 
tirely removed.  In  the  city  of  Baltimore  the  average  C081  per  pupil, 
including  the  High  Schools,  will  compare  favorably  with  the  coal 
of  tuition  in  other  cities,  excluding  their  High  Schools. 

There  ifl  abundance  of  evidence  to  show  that    the    children  of  our 

chiiena  are  now  better  educated  at  a  trifling  increase  ol  coal  more 
per  scholar,  than  formerly,  in  consequence  of  the  large  increase  of 

scholars  in  the  schools.     Any  action  that  will  go  to  injure  this  insti- 
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tution  in  its  operations,  will   inflict  a  wound   upon  the   system   of 
Public  Education  in  our  city. 

We  now  commit  the  interests  of  the  Public  Schools  to  your 
hands,  believing  that  you  will  deem  it  expedient  to  adopt  measures 
for  their  improvement  and  greater  prosperity.

REPORT 

OF    THE 

PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  CENTRAL  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Honorable 

the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  in  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  condition  of  the  Central  High  School  at  this  time,  varies  so 
little  in  general  respects  from  what  it  was  twelve  months  ago,  that 
my  present  report  can  be  sufficiently  expressed  in  but  few  words. 
The  points  of  difference  existing  are  however  favourable  to  the 
character  and  prospects  of  the  school. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  session  in  September  last,  we  ad- 
mitted of  first  year  students,  103,  including  two  that  were  allowed 
to  return  on  account  of  time  lost  by  reason  of  ill  health,  and  retained 
of  the  former  pupils,  161, — of  the  first  grade  a  large  proportion  have 
commenced  the  classical  course,  in  addition  to  the  usual  English 
Studies,  pursued  during  the  first  year. 

The  classes  are  arranged  according  to  the  course  prescribed,  and 
the  boys  are  preparing  their  studies  in  the  several  departments  of 
the  school  with  much  energy  and  decided  promise  of  improvement 
This  remark  applies  to  them  properly  as  the  whole,  and  I  am  happy 
to  add,  with  only  rare  exceptions. 

The  school  at  present  certainly  embodies  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  intellect  and  talent,  which  in  connexion  with  the  indus- 
trious habits  of  the  students  generally,  doubtless  claims  for  it,  a 
favourable  comparison  with  any  other  seminary  of  like  grade  and 
pretensions. 

The  order  for  the  most  part  is  excellent,  and  the  professor's  de- 
serve due  credit  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  in  maintaining 
it,  and  as  well  for  their  diligent  efforts  to  advance  the  classes,  in  the 
several  studies  appertaining  to  their  respective  departments  of  in- 
struction.

REPORT 

OF   THE 

PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  EASTERN  FEMALE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  a  rule  of  the  Board,  which  requires  of  the  princi- 
pals of  the  High  Schools,  an  annual  report  of  their  condition,  res- 
pectfully state  that  this  opened  on  the  third  of  September,  with  136 
pupils  ;  of  which  number  in  consequence  of  sickness,  change  of  re- 
sidence and  other  causes,  there  are  at  this  time  on  the  roll  120, 
average  attendance  from  80  to  85  per  cent.  The  studies,  embracing 
as  extended,  a  range  as  those  pursued  in  the  most  eminent  female 
seminaries  in  our  country,  are  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  adopted  by  the  Board.  The  success  of  the  effort  is  as  evident 
as  it  is  gratifying ;  the  rules  of  the  board  are  mildly  but  firmly  en- 
forced, and  are  productive  of  an  excellent  state  of  discipline,  which 
is  acceptable  to  the  pupils  themselves,  who  are  fond  of  the  school 
and  appear  to  be  pleased  in  the  pursuit  of  their  studies  ;  their 
deportment  I  am  happy  to  say  is  unexceptionable,  and  ever  elicits 
from  strangers  who  visit  them,  expressions  of  decided  approbation. 
Elevation  of  rank  and  study  appears  to  engender  in  many  instances, 
a  corresponding  degree  of  self  respect  and  dignity  of  character;  this 
one  beautiful  effect  in  their  establishment,  stamps  the  Female  High 
Schools  as  the  gems  of  the  system.  With  just  pride  may  our  citi- 
zens point  to  them,  and  as  the  high  reward  of  their  diligence,  the 
meritorious  pupils  in  the  Grammar  Schools  look  with  happy  hearts. 
It  affords  me  exalted  pleasure  to  congratulate  the  Board  upon  their 
full  success  ;  as  far  as  the  Eastern  School  is  concerned,  I  have 
witnessed  the  effect,  and  know  from  personal  experience  that  they 
are  of  high  importance  and  indispensably  necessary  to  the  vitality  of 
Public  School  System  ;  I  am  indebted  to  my  colleagues  for  their 
valuable  aid  in  the  departments  assigned  to  them ;  they  manifest  an 
anxious  desire  for  the  improvement  of  their  pupils,  and  cheerfully 
co-operate  with  me  in  every  exertion  for  the  still  higher  reputa- 
tion of  this  institution, — I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  a  want  of  accommodation,  that  to  a  very  great  degree  fet- 
ters our  best  efforts,

Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  the  rules  of  Ihc  Board,  I  respectful  y  submit 
the  following  annual  report  of  the    Western    Female  High   School. 

1st.  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  school  opened  on  the  second 
day  of  September  last,  with  208  pupils,  which  number  has  gradual- 
ly decreased  to  200,  the  average  attendance  having  been  from  180 
to  185. 

2d.  The  regular  studies  introduced  by  the  Board,  have  been 
taught  In  as  efficient  a  manner  as  time  will  permit ;  these  studies 
are  various,  but  have  been  attended  to  as  thoroughly  as  the  nature 
of  the  circumstances  would  allow. 

3d.  The  classes  were  organized  after  the  opening  of  the  school 
at  the  earliest  practicable  convenience,  agreeably  to  the  schedule 
sanctioned  by  the  Board ;  since  which  time  the  pupils  have  been 
regularly  engaged  in  the  various  studies  prescribed. 

4th.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  state,  which  is  justly 
due  to  my  colleagues,  that  they  have  been  faithful  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties,  and  have  manifested  a  constant  solicitude  for  the 
advancement  of  the  classes  committed  to  their  care. 

5th.  Permit  me  before  closing  this  report  to  state,  that  it  might 
be  apparent  to  every  observer  of  our  system  of  Public  schools,  that 
the  establishment  of  the  female  Public  High  Schools  has  been  pro- 
ductive of  the  most  important  results  ;  the  attendance  in  the  Gram- 
mar Schools  has  thereby  gradually  increased,  they  have  been  a 
stimulus  to  incite  many  in  those  schools  to  greater  diligence  in 
study,  that  they  might  be  prepared  to  enter  the  High  Schools  by  a 
creditable  examination.  They  have  afforded  facilities  to  those  who 
have  entered  them,  of  obtaining  an  education,  which  will  qualify 
them  to  til!  any  position  in  life  to  which  they  may  be  called,  and 
should  propei  facilities  be  granted  to  those  schools,  I  have  no  hesi- 
tancy in  saying  that  still  important  results  will  follow.

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to  which  the  valetudinarian  may  direct  his  steps  with  certain  hope 
of  resting  in  an  atmosphere  untainted  with  disease,  and  almost  ex- 
empt from  maladies  of  every  form.  We  regret,  however,  that  we 
are  compelled  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  small  pox. 
The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  arising  from  this  disease, 
forces  upon  us  the  necessity  of  alluding  to  the  cause.  In  addition 
to  the  vast  number  of  cases  introduced  into  our  city  by  the  facilities 
of  inland  travel,  it  is  a  lamentable  fact,  that  notwithstanding  the 
labors  of  the  vaccine  physicians,  persons  are  still  to  be  found  who, 
with  all  the  facilities  offered  them  of  protecting  themselves  and  their 
families,  yet  spurn  the  proffered  assistance,  and  neglecting  their 
only  safeguard,  leave  themselves  and  their  tender  offspring  unforti- 
fied, and  as  it  were,  willing  and  inviting  victims  to  the  most  loath- 
some of  diseases.  This  truth  is  fully  confirmed  from  the  class  of 
persons  who  have  died,  who,  for  the  most  part  were  negroes,  ever 
reluctant  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  proffered  services  of  the  vac- 
cine physicians. 

The  expenses  of  the  Health  Department  proper,  in  consequence 
of  an  over-sight  on  the  part  of  the  Councils  in  making  the  appro- 
priation, have  been  necessarily  small,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$1,409. 

In  the  department  for  the  removal  of  nuisances  the  sum  appro- 
priated would  have  been  more  than  sufficient,  but  a  portion  was  ne- 
cessarily drawn  from  its  proper  channel  to  assist  in  the  unavoidable 
expenses  of  the  health  department,  such  as  the  interment  of  the 
dead,  the  furnishing  of  coffins,  &c.  &c.  Thus  it  will  be  perceived, 
that  where  ordinarily  the  sum  of  $3,000  was  required  for  these  two 
departments,  the  Board  of  Health  during  the  past  year,  by  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  most  rigid  economy,  have  reduced  the  amount  to  the 
small  sum  of  $2,209.  We  do  not  pretend  to  say,  that  with  more 
means  more  good  might  not  have  been  accomplished,  but  we  must 
assert  that  wTith  means  so  small  it  is  suprising  that  the  duties  of  the 
departments  could  at  all  have  been  discharged.  Certainly  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  board  for  the  year  1850,  if  for  no  other  cause,  will 
be  signalized  at  least  for  its  prudent  economy. 

Notwithstanding  the  embarrassment  consequent  upon  the  limited 
means  at  their  disposal,  the  members  of  the  board  have  been  un- 
ceasing in  their  efforts  to  remove  all  causes  calculated  to  engender 
disease;  and  the  most  untiring  diligence  has  been  exerted  to  pre- 
serve the  health  of  our  community.  So  far  as  the  ordinances  of 
the  city  would  justify  our  proceedings,  all  nuisances  detrimental  to 
health  were  speedily  corrected  ;  and  invariably  when  the  victims  of 
disease  were  laboring  under  maladies  calculated  to  expose  the  im- 
mediate vicinities  in  which  they  were  placed  to  the  propagation  of 
disease,  the  most  strenuous  efforts  were  made,  by  all  the  powers  of 
persuasion,  to  remove  the  patients  to  the  hospital  designed  for  their 
reception.  By  this  means,  and  through  the  instrumentality  of  that 
institution  so  serviceable  to  our  community,  have  we  been  enabled 
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to  bieak  up,  as  It  were,  those  fountains  of  disease,  and  limit  the 
ravages  of  the  most  terrible  of  maladies. 

In  relation  to  another  species  of  nuisance  arising  from  pools  of 
riant  water  collected  on  vacant  lots,  the  owners  of  winch  * 
either  non-residents  oi  the  city  or  persons  unwilling  to  comply  with 
the  notices  of  our  board,  we  are  happy  to  Btate,  that  in  consequence 

of  the  special  appropriation  tor  that  object,  we  have  been  enabled 
to  correct  several  nuisances  that  from  their  magnitude  proved  an 
annoyance  to  the  neighborhood,  and  which  otherwise  would  have 
become  a  prolific  source  of  disease.  Still,  however,  in  the  disch 

of  this  duty  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  that  prudent  economy  which 
should    direct  the   movements  of  all    political   departments;    and    it 

-  only  in  the  extreme  cases  where  no  other  remedy  was  at  our 
command,  that  the  hoard  have  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  und 
taken  the  correction  of  the  evil.  Hence  you  will  perceive  that  of 
the  sum  of  si, 000,  only  $532  17  have  been  expended,  much  to  the 
advantage  of  the  city,  which  from  the  nature  of  the  ordinance,  will 
eventually  sustain  no  pecuniary  loss. 

We  regret  that  we  are  again  compelled  to  allude  to  a  nuisance 
which,  though  not  in  its  origin  actually  injurious  to  health,  i^  i 
tainly  obnoxious  to  the  sight,  and  offensive  to  the  smell,  and  which 
from  its  exposure  to  the  rays  of  the  sun,  must  till  the  surrounding 
atmosphere  with  noxious  vapors,  and  yet  which  i^  beyond  the  con- 
trol of  the  action  of  our  board.  In  consequence  of  the  absenc< 
special  ordinances  in  relation  to  this  species  of  nuisance,  the  wash- 
ings from  slaughter-houses,  sties  and  stables,  are  allowed  to  flow 
through  our  streets,  and  pools  of  stagnant  blood  and  water  along 
the  public  highways  are  scenes  of  daily  occurrence.  This  evil 
truly  requires  for  its  correction  prompt  and  efficient  legislation,  and 
unless  from  your  hands  emanate  the  power,  fruitless  will  be  the  ef- 
forts of  any  board  for  the  abatement  of  this  ill,  and  constantly  will 
its  members  be  harrassed  with  petitions  without  the  means  of  fur- 
nishing a  remedy  to  the  well  founded  complaints  of  our  citiz< 

In  me  street  department,  the  expenses  this  year  have  amounted 
to  the  sum  of  $8,970  27.  In  the  course  of  the  pas1  year  the  Health 
Commissioner,  to  whose  care  is  entrusted  the  management  of  the 
various  street  contractors,  has  not  found  it  necessary  to  annul  a 

contract.  As  members  of  the  board,  however,  we  feel  it  our 
duty  to  state,  that  either  from  inattention  on  the  part  of  citizens, 
from  their  neglect  to   comply  with  the  ordinance  as  il  related 

to  themselves,  or  from  the    indifferent    manner  in  which  some  of  tin- 
contractors  themselvi  s  have  discharged    t lit  ii  duties,  that    portion 
the  ordinance   in   relation  to   the  cleaning  of  streets  which    refei 
the  removal  of  coal-ashes,  offal,  «\.e.,  has  !<«"  D  but  imperfectly  com- 
plied with:   nay,  so  badly  has   it    worked,  that   the  law   may  aim 

be  considered  as  inoperative.     If  we  may  be  permitted  to  rentun 
suggestion,  we  would,  as  our  experience  >mmend 

that  the  duty  of  removim:  offals,  coal-ashes,  &c.,  should  be  entrui 
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to  other  hands  than  street  contractors  ;  that  a  certain  number  of 
carts  should  be  prescribed  for  each  district,  and  that  the  number  of 
districts  be  increased.  In  the  present  system  of  cleaning  the  streets 
there  exists  another  defect,  which,  so  long  as  it  remains,  must  un- 
justly expose  the  Health  Commissioner,  and  with  him,  although 
undeservedly,  the  entire  board,  to  unmeritted  censure  ;  we  mean 
the  perfect  indifference  with  which  during  an  entire  month,  a  negli- 
gent contractor  may  treat  the  orders  of  the  Health  Commissioner. 
There  should  be  extended  to  this  officer,  or,  what  would  be  more 
advisable,  to  the  Board  of  Health  or  to  the  Mayor,  the  power  of 
employing  at  once  men  and  carts  for  the  cleaning  of  particular 
streets  when  the  contractor  fails  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the 
board,  and  deducting  the  expenses  from  the  monthly  compensation 
of  such  contractor.  This  would  enable  us  to  apply  an  immediate 
and  efficient  correction  to  the  negligence  of  the  contractor,  and  not, 
as  in  the  present  mode,  leave  us  exposed  to  the  censure  of  the  com- 
munity. 

In  reference  to  the  Marine  Hospital,  we  are  happy  to  state  that 
the  receipts  of  the  institution  have  been  fully  adequate  to  the  ex- 
penses of  the  year.  Although  some  hundred  patients  have  been 
sent  from  the  city,  and  the  cost  of  their  removal  drawn  from  the 
revenue  of  the  hospital ;  although  these  paupers  have  been  sup- 
ported for  weeks  at  the  institution,  the  entire  amount  of  expendi- 
ture is  simply  §2,979  04.  Again  are  we  reminded  of  the  necessity 
of  calling  the  attention  of  your  honors  to  the  propriety  of  creating 
a  fund  for  the  proper  cultivation  of  the  farm  attached  to  the  Hos- 
pital. From  the  nature  of  the  soil,  we  feel  justified  in  asserting  that 
whatever  means  would  be  spent  in  agriculture  would  be  most  abund- 
antly repaid,  whilst  the  expenses  for  the  support  of  the  building 
would  be  materially  diminished. 

In  conclusion,  we  must  again  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the 
benefits  of  that  asylum  for  the  afflicted  poor,  suffering  under  a  disease 
which,  from  its  terrific  nature,  startles  the  fears  of  the  most  chari- 
table, and  paralizes  the  arm  of  the  philanthropist ;  which,  but  for 
the  advantages  of  this  institution,  would  consign  to  untimely  graves 
many,  whose  circumstances  in  life  deny  them  not  only  the  necessa- 
ries of  life,  but  even  the  assistance  of  the  nurse  and  the  services  of 
the  physician.  But  for  the  protection  which  that  retired  and  solitary 
home  furnishes  to  our  people,  it  is  impossible  to  calculate  the  extent 
to  which  that  disease  would  prevail  in  our  midst,  exciting  the  fears 
of  our  community,  subjecting  to  exposure  persons  of  every  class, 
and  injuring  the  commercial  prosperity  of  our  city.

the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

I  have,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  under 
which  I  hold  my  appointment,  the  honor  of  submitting  the  follow- 
ing1 report,  in  relation  to  the  affairs  of  the  Quarantine  department 
and  Marine  Hospital  now  under  my  charge. 

Since  my  last  annual  report,  I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Mayor  and 
Council  that  the  same  prosperity  which  characterized  the  affairs  of 
those  different  departments,  still  attends  them  now. 

Perhaps  most  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  are  not  aware 
that  the  ordinance  creating  the  office  which  I  now  hold,  blended  the 
duties  of  the  health  officer  with  those  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Phy- 
sician. Under  the  old  system,  th<  -  entering  our  port  during 
the  quarantine  seasons,  were  boarded  by  the  former  officer  at  the 
Lazaretto,  and  such  cases,  as  were  deemed  by  him  contagious, 
were  transferred  to  the  charge  of  the  resident  physician  to  the  Ma- 
rine Hospital.  The  health  officer  never  prescribing  or  attending  to 
any  of  the  cases,  and  the  physician  to  the  Marine  Hospital  never 
compelled  to  leave  his  post  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  cases 
on  ship  board. 

This  sytem  still  continues  in  all  the  seaports  in  the  Union.  Bal- 
timore the  third  commercial  city  of  the  Union,  under  her  present 
imposes  upon  the  physician  to  the  Marine  Hospital,  so 
styled  by  the  ordinance  of  1849,  the  combined  duties  of  the  Health 
officer  and  the  Marine  Hospital  Physician.  Such  were  the  stat. 
affairs  when  I  received  the  appointment  ;  and  when  I  entered  upon 
:1k  discharge  of  my  duties  every  thing  was  rily  in  confusion. 

I  found  a  new  lystem  to  be  put  in  motion — the   provisions  of  a  new 
ordinance  to  be  carried  out.      Having  the   experience  of  no  prede- 
-  ft  by  which    I    could    be   guided   in    the   disc}.  .  the  new 

duties   upon  which  J  was   Miffing.      Laboring   under   all   these  dis- 
adv  without  even  the  services  of  a  single  assistant,  it  v 

with  much  difficulty  that  I  could  satisfactorily  to  myself  arrange  the 
affairs  ot  the  variooa  departments  under  my  charge,  in  ord< 
tablish  upon  a  permanent  m    which   heretofore  had  not 

i    practised    in    thi  never   been  adopted   by 

other.      It  is    therefore  with   increased  pleasure  that  I  am  now   able 
to  report  the  still  increasing  prosperity  of  the  institution. 
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My  duties  as  Health  officer  commenced  on  the  1st  of  May,  and 
terminated  on  the  last  of  October.     I  have  boarded  179  ships,  191 

brigs  and  463  schooners — paid  to  the  city  Register  $2,756  for  per- 
mit dues.  I  have  examined  7,335  emigrants,  and  so  free  have 
they  been  from  disease,  that  I  have  found  necessary  only  to  send 
four  cases  out  of  the  whole  number  thus  laboring  under  typhoid  lever 
of  the  mildest  type. 

Shortly  after  entering  upon  my  duties,  several  improvements  oc- 
curred to  me,  whilst  inspecting  the  different  emigrant  ships,  which 
in  my  opinion,  if  adopted  would  materially  add  to  the  comfort  and 
health  of  the  passengers.  These  suggestions,  whenever  the  occa- 
sion offered,  were  freely  imparted  to  the  masters  of  the  vessels,  and 
from  the  above  result,  and  greater  care  they  bestow  upon  the  emi- 
grants, I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  so  few  of  those  vessels  ar- 
rive at  our  port,  as  formerly,  freighted  with  those  contagious  dis- 
eases that  proved  so  fatal  to  many  of  our  citizens.  During  the  first 
year  I  was  in  office,  I  was  compelled  to  send  from  the  emigrant 
ships  a  large  number  of  cases  of  small  pox,  of  the  most  virulent 
character,  and  many  cases  of  typhoid  of  the  most  dangerous  type  ; 
and  obliged  to  detain  many  of  the  vessels  at  Quarantine  until  they 
had  been  thoroughly  purified  by  disinfecting  agents.  But  for  the 
last  year,  so  free  from  disease  have  been  the  emigrants,  and  so 
well  ventilated  the  vessels,  that  I  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  de- 
tain them  a  single  hour  at  the  quarantine  ground. 

The  present  Marine  Hospital  was  designed  by  those  who  first  es- 
tablished it  as  an  asylum  for  those  unfortunate  beings,  who  leaving 
shores  less  hospitable  than  our  own,  after  undergoing  the  fatigues 
perhaps  of  a  long  and  tempestuous  voyage,  contracting  diseases  of 
the  most  dangerous  character,  were  thrown  upon  ours  friendless  and 
helpless.  Appropriations  from  the  city  were  made  from  year  to  year 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  institution.  Since  however,  its  affairs 
have  been  under  my  management,  I  have  not  only  made  the  quar- 
antine fees  support  that  department  but  also  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  Hospital  without  drawing  upon  the  city  treasurer,  although 
nearly  all  the  cases  that  have  been  admitted  into  the  hospital  have 
been  pauper  patients  sent  from  the  city. 

From  the  1st  of  January  1850,  to  the  1st  1851,  I  have  treated 
164  cases  of  small  pox,  most  of  them  of  the  most  virulent  kind. 
The  majority  of  these  cases,  indeed,  I  may  say  the  whole  of  them, 
occurring  among  those  whose  constitutions  have  been  shattered  and 
broken  down  by  dissipation  and  disease,  and  who  when  admitted 
into  the  hospital  were  suffering  in  its  last  stages — most  of  them 
having  received  no  medical  treatment  before  they  came  under  my 
hands,  and  many  of  them  sent  to  the  hospital  in  open  conveyances, 
were  in  such  a  state  that  I  found  they  required  from  me  the  greatest 
care  and  attention,  several  of  them  dying  after  being  in  the  hospi- 
tal a  few  hours. 
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I  have  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  $341   50  collected  from  the  hos-

It  has  been  a  matter  of  much  surprise  to  me  that  the  small  pox 
should  have  been   so  prevalent  in  our  city  during  the  last   j 
pecially  when    we    take  into  consideration   the   fact,   that   no   ci 
have  been  introduced  from   any  foreign  port-     During  the   i 
164   cases  of  small  pox   have  been   admitted    into    the  hospital  and 
treated  by  me,  and   upon  examining  the  weekly  returns  of  the  board 
of  health,  the  number  of  deaths   in  the  city  have  amounted   to  1 
which  added  to  the  number  that  have  come  under  my  treatment,  and 
allowing  the  mortality  to  be  the  same  as  here,  upwards  of  one  thou- 
sand cases  of  this  loathsome  desease  have  occurred  in  our  city  during 
the  last  year.      This    extraordinary  increase,  is    no    doubt    owing 
much  spurious  matter  in  circulation,  but  more  particularly  to  a  1 
number  of  the  population  neglecting  to  be  re- vaccinated.    From  all  the 
cases  that  have  been  examined  and  treated    by  me,  ami    as    far  as  I 
Can   collect  from   those  stated   in  the  medical  work>,  my  mind  has 
certainly  come  to  the  conviction  that  the  protecting  influenc< 
cination  upon  the  human  system  gradually  diminishes  until  at  length 
mpletely  wears  out,  rendering  it   indispensably  necessary  that  it 
should  be  a<rain  introduced  into  it. 

I    have  aNo  discovered    that   many  who    after   having    uncle: 
the  vaccine  d  thai  their  syst<  »  its 

impressions   after   re-vaccination    at    different    j 
and  no  doubt  would  be  susceptible  to  the  contagion  of  small  j    \. 

I  would  urgently  recommend  to   those  who   have  been    vaccinated 

in  infancy,  a  period  less  likely  to  produce  .i  permanent  effect  upon 

the  system,  in  order  tli.it  they  may  add  to  their  leCUlity,  to  be  again 
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re-vaccinated,  for  I  can  with  the  utmost  confidence  declare  from  the 
experience  that  I  have  had  not  only  in  this  but  in  foreign  countries 
that  the  practice  of  re-vaccination,  is  both  a  safe  and  necessary  pre- 
caution against  the  contagion  of  small  pox. 

Since  1  have  been  the  physician  of  this  hospital,  130  cases  of  va- 
raloid  have  been  admitted,  and  upon  examining  each  patient,  I 
found  that  110  had  been  vaccinated  in  childhood  without  having 
been  re-vaccinated.  This  fact  strongly  confirms  the  opinion  which 
I  have  already  advanced,  that  the  operation  of  engrafting  the  cow 
pox  upon  a  child  is  less  likely  to  produce  a  lasting  effect  upon  the 
constitution,  than  when  it  is  performed  at  a  late  period  in  life. — 
Twelve  had  been  vaccinated  when  they  were  eight  years  old, — six 
at  different  periods  later  in  life,  three  had  been  re-vaccinated,  and 
one  had  the  small  pox  previously. 

From  these  numerical  statements  compiled  from  the  records  of  the 
hospital  under  my  charge.'  during  the  brief  period  of  two  years,  it 
will  be  percieved  that  vaccination  does  not  in  every  instance  prove 
an  infallible  protection.  Many  no  doubt  consider  that  after  under- 
going the  process  of  vaccination,  they  should  ever  be  exempt  from 
the  contagion  of  small  pox.  No  doubt  that  complete  protection  is 
the  general  rule,  and  when  exceptions  occur,  many  deem  it  not  pos- 
sessing those  protecting  virtues  its  advocates  claim  for  it,  and  would 
therefore,  endeavor  to  depreciate  the  value  of  re-vaccination,  and 
thus  lull  the  public  mind  into  a  careless  security  ;  but  they  should 
remember  that  if  in  every  instance  it  does  not  prove  an  impenetrable 
'."ins  against  the  contagion  of  small  pox,  that  disease  itself  is  not  an 
absolute  guarantee  of  its  own  return.  Vaccination  then  is  the  only 
means  by  which  we  can  hope  to  eradicate  from  our  city,  or  at  least 
confine  within  very  narrow  limits  this  most  loathsome  pestilence, 
Small  Pox,  and  vaccination  seldom  go  hand  in  hand,  for  the  former 
is  sure  to  disappear  under  the  protecting  influence  of  the  latter.  In 
some  countries  the  law  requires  all  persons  who  are  candidates  for 
offices,  either  of  trust  or  profit,  to  show  before  receiving  the  appoint- 
ment, a  certificate  of  vaccination,  and  in  these  countries  small  pox 
has  nearly  disappeared.  When  wre  contemplate  the  beautiful  fact, 
that  this  disease  communicated  from  one  of  the  brutes  to  mankind, 
proves  I  may  almost  say,  a  universal  safe-guard  against  the  contagion 
of  small  pox,  we  cannot  only  feel  grateful  to  that  divine  wisdom,  who 
has  so  ordained  it,  but  must  also  do  homage  to  the  man  whose  far 
seeing  intellect  first  discovered  this  certainly,  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting  facts  in  the  medical  science,  and  one  that  has  conferred 
upon  mankind  the  most  inestimable  blessing.

dorsed the  project.  In  June,  1848,  Congress  adopted  the  system, 
and  the  public  libraries  at  Washington  have  been  enriched  by  the 
operation  of  it :  the  city  of  New  York  has  adopted  the  system,  and 
appropriated  spacious  rooms  for  the  reception  of  the  books,  engra- 
vings, &c,  &c,  which  may  come  into  the  possession  of  that  city  by 
the  operation  of  the  system — the  State  of  Louisiana,  the  cities  of 
Charleston,  Boston,  Portland,  &c,  have  adopted  the  system,  and 
the  Legislature  of  New  Hampshire  in  1849,  approved  and  endorsed 
the  great  work,  and  the  system  may  now  be  regarded  as  perma- 
nently established. 

What  has  Baltimore  done  ?  In  August,  1840,  Mons.  Vatteraare 
visited  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  the  claims  of  the 
system  to  the  consideration  of  the  people  of  Baltimore.  He  was 
cordially  received  by  our  citizens,  and  the  object  of  his  mission 
strongly  recommended  by  the  public  press.  A  public  meeting  was 
held  August  10th,  1840,  at  which  Hon.  R.  B.  Taney,  Chief  Justice 
U.  S.,  presided,  and  some  of  our  most  venerable  and  distinguished 
citizens  were  among  the  officers.  The  meeting  was  addressed  by 
several  eminent  gentlemen,  and  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the 
meeting  approving  of  "  the  system  of  exchanges  between  different 
countries,  of  their  productions  of  science,  literature  and  the  arts, 
with  a  view  to  the  formation  of  national  collections,  to  which  the 
public  may,  without  cost,  resort  for  instruction  and  useful  recrea- 
tion," and  expressing  the  belief  "  that  the  success  of  the  system 
will  unite  the  nations  in  closer  bonds  of  interest  and  affection,  dif- 
fusing among  all,  knowledge,  which  now  slightly  valued,  is  compar- 
tively  useless." 

Two  committees  were  appointed,  one  to  take  charge  of  Mons. 
Vattemare's  memorial,  and  to  present  and  sustain  it  before  the  Le- 
gislature of  Maryland  ;  and  the  other  to  take  in  charge  the  organi- 
zation of  the  system  in  Baltimore  city. 

Subsequently  the  latter  committee  presented  a  report  (understood 
to  be  from  the  hand  of  John  H.  B.  Latrobe,  Esq.,  a  gentleman  al- 
ways ready  to  engage  in  any  scheme  of  practical  philanthropy)  em- 
bodying a  plan  for  the  organization  of  "  The  Maryland  Institution 
of  Literature,  Science,  and  Art,"  and  expressing  the  belief  that  the 
fine  collections  of  the  Baltimore  Museum,  the  Baltimore  Library  and 
the  Maryland  Academy  of  Art  and  Science,  might,  with  but  little 
exertion  be  consolidated,  thus  forming  "  a  noble  nucleus  around 
which  by  the  operation  of  Mons.  Vattemare's  system,  might  be 
gathered  all  that  is  valuable  and  precious  in  the  arts,  science  and 
literature  in  Maryland. 

Beyond  this,  nothing  that  we  are  aware  of,  has  been  done  in 
Baltimore,  the  third  city  of  the  Union,  with  her  170,000  inhabit- 
ants, in  furtherance  of  this  great  scheme  of  universal  benevolence. 
The  beneficial  effects  which  must  result  from  the  establishment  of 
Mons.  Vattemare's  system,  are  clear  and  palpable.     There  is  now  a 
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vast  deal  of  talent  in  Baltimore,  lying  inert  and  unknown  from  want 
of  the  means  of  developement  By  the  operation  of  the  system,  ran 
and  valuable   books,  &C.,  now   inaccessible  to  the   ^reat   majority  of 

would   then   be   placed    within   the  reach  of  all.

embraces  "not  only  i  f  curiosity,  ofthe  fine  arts,  and  books, 

but  also  the  riches  o(  mines,  the  productions  of  the  soil,  and  the 

fruits  of  inventive  genius."     Thus  the    pr  tfl     I   the  arts,  seien- 

ences  and  literature  of  different  countries  are  brought  together  in 
one  place,  and  being  accessible  to  all,  must  necessarily  promote 
studies  and  researches  which  would  not  otherwise  exist.  The 
"true  and  ultimate  design  IS  the  intellectual  union  of  nations,  and 
not  merely  of  their  statesmen,  scholars  or  artists." 

In  1849  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  common  councils  of 
Boston,  to  acknowledge  in  an  appropriate  manner,  the  noble  dona- 
tions of  books,  &c,  received  by  that  city  from  the  city  of  Paris,  by 
the  hands  of  Mons.  Vattemare.  The  committee  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  duty  confided  to  them,  with  zeal,  and  solicited 
from  the  citizens,  publishers,  artists,  &C.,  of  Boston,  contributions 
to  be  forwarded  through  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  to  the  city  of  Paris, 
as  an  evidence  of  friendly  regard  and  esteem.  This  call  upon  the 
citizens  was  cheerfully  met,  and  in  a  very  short  time  the  committee 
received  by  voluntary  contributions,  more  than  1000  volumes,  which 
with  the  names  of  the  donors,  were  duly  forwarded  to  Paris. 

The  example  thus  set  by  Boston,  might  well  be  followed  by  Bal- 
timore, for  surely  Baltimore  is  not  inferior  to  Boston  in  public 
spirit,  patriotism  or  liberality.  We  have  the  means,  if  we  choose 
to  use  them.

At  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  held  pursuant  to  the  charter,  on 
the  21st  day  of  October  1850,  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  submitted  the  following  re- 
port and  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company. 

I.    Of  the  Main  Stew. 

It  will  be  perceived  by  reference  to  the  treasurer's  exhibit,  marked 
R,  that  a  larger  amount  of  revenue  has  been  realized  during  the  fis- 
cal year  terminating  on  the  30th  of  September  last,  than  at  any  for- 
mer period  of  the  company's  operations,  shewing  the  gratifying  in- 
crease of  $102,599  82  over  the  exhibit  of  the  30th  September  I 

The  receipts  from  passengers,  mails,  and  merchandize,  have 
amounted  in  the  aggregate,  during  the  year,  to  (1,343,805  27.    Of 

.829  SO  have  been  received  from  passengi 
267  99  from  freight,  and  $42,707  48  from  the  transportation  of  the 
mails.      The  expenses  of   working  the  road  and  keeping  it  in  repair 
during  the  tame    period  have  been    |  >Wtnff  a  reduc- 

tion under  this  head  of  $35,045  30,  a  result  which  could  hardly 
have  been  anticipated,  considering  the  large  augmentation  in  the 
company'-  □  by  the  report  of  the  general  superinten- 

dent, herewith  annexed. 

The  proportion  ot  expenses  will  la-  less  than  16  pet  cent  of  the 

ipts. 
The  nett  re\enue  of  the  company  will   be  found  to  exceed  that  of 
any  previous  year,  shewing  an  aggregate  of  $734,216   12,  etjuiva-

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lent  to  10  49-100  per  cent,  upon  the  original  capital  of  $7,000,000, 
and  9  67-100  per  cent,  upon  the  augmented  capital  of  $7,588,700, 
as  at  present  represented. 

Of  the  amount  thus  stated  as  the  nett  earnings  of  the  road  during 
the  year,  the  board  have  declared  a  dividend  of  seven  per  cent.,  pay- 
able in  the  stock  of  the  company,  on  and  after  the  26th  of  Novem- 
ber next. 

In  determining  upon  the  dividend  proper  to  be  declared,  the  board 
have  acted  with  a  single  eye  to  the  credit  of  the  company  and  the 
future  interests  of  the  stockholders,  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work. 
Although  a  large  amount  has  been  carried  to  capital  during  the  year, 
over  and  above  the  dividend  now  declared,  in  the  valuable  additions 
which  have  been  made  to  the  real  estate  of  the  company,  and  im- 
provements at  the  various  stations  on  the  line  of  the  road,  as  well 
as  by  the  appropriation  to  the  sinking  fund — the  saving  of  an  an 
nual  tax  of  $1,000  by  the  introduction  of  water  at  the  Mount  Clare 
Station — the  increase  of  locomotive  steam  power,  and  other  invest- 
ments not  less  important  and  certain  to  be  productive  hereafter — 
the  board  have  deemed  it  their  duty  to  proceed  with  the  same  cau- 
tion as  though  the  dividend  had  been  declared  in  money  instead  of 
stock,  and  to  show  in  the  actual  capital  expended  on  the  extension 
of  the  road  West  of  Cumberland,  a  representative  for  every  dollar  of 
increase  to  which  the  capital  stock  is  proposed  to  be  augmented. 
However  proper  might  be  a  claim  upon  the  company  when  the  road 
shall  be  completed,  and  its  results  no  longer  speculative  or  doubt- 
ful, for  a  distribution  among  the  stockholders,  in  the  shape  of  an 
extra  dividend,  of  the  large  amounts  which  have  been  appropriated 
to  objects  of  capital  from  time  to  time,  and  so  treated  by  those 
engaged  in  similar  enterprises  elsewhere,  but  which  a  sound  policy 
has  made  it  inexpedient  heretofore  to  represent  by  an  issue  of  stock, 
the  Board  in  the  discharge  of  their  responsible  duty  cannot  lose 
sight  of  the  fact,  that  they  have  a  work  before  them  which,  in  its 
successful  prosecution,  calls  for  the  exercise  of  the  most  cautious 
vigilance,  in  maintaining  unimpaired  at  all  times,  and  by  every 
effort,  the  value  of  the  capital  stock,  upon  which  the'  power  of  the 
company  to  use  their  credit  must  always  so  largely  depend. 

In  addition  to  the  accumulation  of  the  interest  on  the  sinking- 
fund,  applicable  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  million  loan  For  the 
Washington  Branch,  $20,000  have  been  appropriated  to  this  object 
during  the  present  year,  thus  reducing  the  amount  for  which  the 
company  was  liable  on  the  30th  September  1849,  on  account  of 
the  bonds  falling  due  in  1854,  $831,069  67. 

Comparing  the  various  items  of  revenue  as  detailed  in  the  ac- 
companying exhibit,  with  those  noticed  in  the  last  annual  report, 
it  will  be  found,  that  while  there  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the 
tonnage  operations  of  the  company,  the  travel  has  been  well  sus- 
tained, and  that  of  the  aggregate  receipts  from  this  last  source,  as

holders  of  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  \\\  sti  aport  and  the  great  coal  ba- 
sin,  and  inquiries   have  been   made  at  the  jr,  to 

ertain  the   probable  facilities  that  could  be  afforded   in  the  tn 
portation  of  this  article,  on  the  opening  of  the  road  to  that  point. 

What  policy  it  will  be  proper  for  this  Company  to  adopt,  it  ma> 
be  necessary  to  determine  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  Spring.  The 
Board,  however,  in  view  of  the  urgent  demands  of  the  Coal  trade, 
have  directed  the  early  completion  of  thirty  iron  hoppers,  built  after 
the  model  of  those  now  in  the  service  of  the  Company,  as  pa:: 
the  equipment  tor  the  road  west  of  Cumberland,  which,  together 
with  fifty  gondola  cars,  suitable  for  Coal  or  any  other  tonnage,  in- 
cluding live  stock,  will  enable  the  Company  to  give  more  ample  ac- 
commodation than  herel  ad  add  proportionally  to  the  in- 
crease of  the  revenue.  If  the  Board  should  find  it  convenient  to 
supply  the  power  intended  for  the  new  road,  without  more  delay 
than  will  be  required  in  its  prompt  construction,  it  may  be  compe- 
tent to  add  largely  to  the  activity  of  the  road,  in  this  branch  of  the 
Company's  business,  same  time  that  it  will  save  |  on 
the  outlay,  during  the  time  consumed  in  supplying  so  large  an 
amount  of  machiia

will  at  no  di  riod  more  than  tax  the  present  power  of  the 
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Company.  The  effect  of  an  increase  of  this  trade,  to  any  great 
extent,  when  the  whole  road  is  in  operation,  must  be  determined 
by  experience  and  the  developement  of  results  which  are  yet  to  be 
tested.  It  cannot  be  doubted,  however,  that  until  that  period  shall 
arrive,  it  is  the  duly  of  the  Board  to  bring  their  new  road  into  use 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  so  as  to  realize  a  return  for  their  capital,  and 
to  reap  the  largest  amount  of  revenue  which  it  may  be  capable  of 
producing. 

Large  as  the  operations  of  the  road  have  been  during  the  past 
year,  the  stockholders  will  be  gratified  to  learn  that  its  condition  is 
steadily  improving,  and  that  it  is  represented  as  in  a  more  thorough 
state  of  repair,  than  at  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report.  The 
most  vigilant  inspection  continues  to  prevail  throughout  the  entire 
line. 

The  second  track  of  decayed  plate  rail,  from  Baltimore  to  the 
Relay  House,  so  heavily  taxed  by  the  business  of  both  roads,  has 
been  replaced  by  a  substantial  T  rail,  and  is  now  in  daily  use,  pre- 
senting a  model  of  the  plan  of  road,  which  has  been  adopted  by 
the  Board  for  the  extension  west  of  Cumberland.  The  iron  rails 
for  this  object  amounting  to  about  600  tons,  have  been  borrowed 
from  the  22,000  now  arriving  for  the  use  of  the  new  road.  All 
other  items  of  expense,  attendant  upon  this  new  work,  although 
not  treated  heretofore  as  a  legitimate  addition  to  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance, have  been  charged  to  u  repairs  of  railway"  under  the  gen- 
eral head  of  expenses. 

The  repairs  of  Bridges  it  will  be  perceived  amount  to 
$11,527  50,  being  less  by  §18,789  53  than  the  amount  stated  in 
the  last  Annual  Report.  These  structures  are  now  in  sound  and 
good  condition.  Two  only  remain  to  be  repaired,  when  the  whole 
number  of  wooden  bridges  will  have  been  placed  in  permanent 
condition. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  "  repairs  of  railway."  the, 
Board  are  happy  to  have  it  in  their  power  to  state,  that  in  the 
future,  there  will  exist  no  difficulty,  in  substituting  the  plan  of 
simple  cross-ties,  for  that,  which  had  been  adopted  in  the  original 
construction.  Experience  has  shewn  that  the  present  plan  of  road 
may  be  readily  superseded,  when  repairs  are  needed,  without  ma- 
terial increase  of  cost,  if  any,  by  dispensing  altogether  with  the 
heavy  longitudinal  timbers  heretofore  used.  This  change,  it  is  be- 
lieved, will  be  attended  with  a  decided  improvement  to  the  track, 
as  well  as  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  annual  expenses  chargeable  to 
this  object. 

The  operations  of  the  Machine  shops  at  Mount  Clare  and  Mar- 
tinsburg  have  been  conducted  with  skill  and  economy  by  the  officer 
in  charge  of  that  department.  Included  in  the  item  of  "  Repairs  of 
Locomotives,"  &c,  will  be  found  a  considerable  amount  of  original 
work.     During  the  year  one  first  class  locomotive  has  been  placed 
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upon  the  road,  mid  another  was  so  far  completed  when  the  accounts 
were  made  up  to  the  'JOth  of  September,  as  to  be  nearly  ready  for 
use.  These  are  charged  under  the  genera]  head  of  "  Expenses," 
and  wete  due  to  the  surplus  labor  applicable  to  repairs. 

In  view  of  the  completion  of  the  road,  the  Hoard  have  deemed 
it  expedient  to  make  large  additions  to  then  property  at  the  Mount 
(lare  Station.  By  an  understanding  with  tin.-  landholders,  when 
the  original  location  was  made  at  that  point,  it  was  stipulated,  as 
one  of  the  conditions  of  the  purchase,  that  a  circular  stieet  60  feet 
in  Width,  involving  much  heavy  walling  and  culvert  masonry, 
should  be  opened  at  the  expense  of  the  Company,  whenever  re- 
quired to  do  so  by  the  City  Authorities,  on  application  being  made 
tor  that  purpose.  The  execution  of  this  feature  of  the  contract, 
and  the  carrying  out  of  the  plan  of  the  circular  street  would 
have  involved  an  outlay  of  between  sb0,000  and  $70,000  without 
the  addition  of  a  single  foot  of  ground  to  the  area,  included  in  the 
original  purchase,  besides  subjecting  the  Company  to  many  and 
serious  inconveniences.  The  enlargement  of  the  Company's 
grounds  under  the  late  arrangement,  dispenses  with  the  circular 
street  by  extending  their  limits  to  Pratt  street  on  the  North,  Pop- 
pleton  street  on  the  East,  and  Republican  street  on  the  West, 
making  available  to  the  Company  the  large  space  appropriated  to 
the  bed  of  the  circular  street,  besides  reserving  an  additional  width 
of  100  feet,  on  each  side  of  the  line  of  the  road,  from  the  boundary 
of  the  Company's  grounds,  to  the  junction  with  the  Locust  Point 
road,  and  the  further  addition  of  a  square  of  ground,  comprising 
upwards  of  an  acre,  near  that  junction,  designed  as  a  Depot  for  the 
accommodation  oi  the  stock  trade.  This  change  of  plan  has  been 
attended  with  an  actual  saving  of  upwards  of  £60,000  to  the  Com- 
pany. The  City  Councils,  at  their  lust  meeting,  passed  an  ordi- 
nance closing  up  such  streets  as  were  found  to  intersect  the  Com- 
pany's grounds,  and  the  whole  arrangement,  the  Board  are  happy  to 
announce,  is  now  complete. 

The  Mount  Clare  Station,  with  the  addition  thus  made,  covers 
.in  area  of  about  40  acres  of  land,  besides  the  strip  stretching  from 
Republican  street,  with  a  width  of  266  feet,  t<>  the  Locust  Point 
junction.  This  increase,  large  as  it  would  seem,  is  by  no  means  in 
advance  of  the  probable,  and  almost  immediate  wants  of  the  Coin- 
pan).     The  experience  oi   the  past  at  Locust   Point  and  elsewhere, 

has  abundantly  shown  how  important  it  is  m  such  I  move  in 

advance  Oi  the  business  of  the  road,  and  the  enhancement  in  the  val- 
ue "t  real  estate  consequent  upon  its  daily  increasing  operations. 
The  total  expenditure  attendant    upon   tins  enlargement  of  the 

Mount    Clare    Station,    has    amounted    t<>  -1    of    which    a 

lar^e  proportion  has  been  left  on  ground-rent,  redeemable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Company  a1  an}  time  within  ten  yearSi 
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The  plan  of  supplying  this  Station  with  water  from  the  spring  in 
Union  Square,  lately  purchased  from  the  city,  has  been  carried  into 
effect  since  the  last  Annual  Report,  and  the  wants  of  the  Company 
are  now  supplied  from  that  source.  The  annual  water-rent  paid  by 
the  Company  had  reached  §1,000,  which,  immediately  on  the  open- 
ing of  the  road,  estimating  the  quantity  likely  to  be  consumed,  and 
comparing  the  rates  with  those  prevailing  in  Boston  and  elsewhere, 
would  have  been  increased  to  double  that  sum  ;  and  this  tax  would 
have  kept  pace  with  its  expanding  business.  The  entire  capital 
involved  in  this  purchase  from  the  city,  together  with  the  necessary 
buildings  and  reservoirs,  and  the  cost  of  laying  the  pipes,  will  not 
have  exceeded  §11,900. 

The  supply  of  water  is  now  abundant — the  capacity  of  the  spring 
ascertained  by  measurement,  falling  little  short  of  43^  gallons  per 
minute.  By  this  arrangement  the  Company  have  secured  upon 
most  advantageous  terms,  and  in  perpetuity,  an  abundant  supply  of 
pure  water,  the  value  of  which  in  the  operations  of  the  machine 
shops,  and  the  demands  of  the  transportation  department,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  comfort  which  it  dispenses  to  the  large  number  of 
mechanics  in  their  employ,  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated. 

At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  chief  Engineer,  concurred  in  by 
the  General  Superintendent,  the  Board  were  induced  to  order  a 
large  addition  to  their  accommodation  at  Mount  Clare,  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  shop  169  feet  in  length,  by  60  in  width,  together  with 
two  additional  buildings  of  a  less  expensive  character,  for  the  manu- 
facture of  castings  and  other  work  required  for  the  new  road. 
These  improvements  were  strongly  urged  upon  the  ground  of  econ- 
omy. On  reaching  the  Ohio  River,  similar  additions  would  have 
been  indispensable  to  the  wants  of  the  service  ;  and  while  the  Chief 
Engineer  could  not  satisfactorily  supply  himself  with  castings  and 
other  manufactured  articles  required  in  the  extension  of  the  road,  he 
felt  entirely  confident,  from  the  past  experience,  that  the  saving 
likely  to  be  realized,  would  more  than  cover  the  entire  cost  of  the 
buildings. 

Besides  the  consideration  above  stated,  the  Committee  on  Con- 
struction and  Repairs,  deemed  it  advisable,  in  the  supply  of  the 
power  for  the  new  road,  to  order  a  part  to  he  constructed  in  the 
Company's  shops,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Master  of  Machi- 
nery, upon  the  most  reliable  assurances  of  a  decided  advantage  to 
the  Company,  both  as  to  the  cost  of  the  machines,  and  the  value  of 
the  work.  To  carry  out  this  plan,  additional  accommodation  was 
indispensable. 

These  building  have  been  planned  with  a  view  to  economy  and 
the  future  wants  of  the  Company,  and  will  be  found  a  most  valuable 
addition  to  the  accommodation  afforded  at  the  Mount  Clare  Station 
in  the  conduct  of  the  repairs,  and  the  daily  increasing  demands  <u 
the  machinery  department. 
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There  has  also  been  added  since  the  leal  Report,  a  spacious  Car 
house,  affording  shelter  for  a  large  number  of  Can  that  have  been 
heretofore  exposed  without  adequate  protection. 

The  cost  of  these  Improvement!,  the  large  amount  paid  towards 
the  enlargement  of  the  Grounds  at  the  Mount  (Mare  Station  and  ad- 

ditions  at  other  Stations   on  the  line  01  the  road,  and  the  permanent 

arrangements  for  the  supply  of  water  from  the  spring  purchased 
from  the  City,  will  account  tor  the  hum-  increase  in  the  expendi- 
tures applicable  to  " improvements  at  Depots." 

The  Board  would  take  this  occasion  to  state  lor  the  information 
ot  the  Stockholders,  that  all  the  outstanding  claims  against  the 
Company,  prior  to  1st  October,  1S4S,  with  the  exception  ^'i  tin- 
suits  brought  for  an  alleged  deficiency  in  their  power  to  meet  the 
reasonable  demands  of  the  hog  trade,  have  been  disposed  of. 
These  las;  are  now  pending  in  the  Courts  ;  and,  the  Board  regret 
to  state,  that  verdicts  have  been  rendered  in  some  cases,  Bgamsl 
the  Company.  When  the  Stockholders  consider  the  extraordinan 
pressure  which  occurred  in  that  branch  of  the  Company's  opera- 
tions, and  the  utter  Impossibility  of  making  immediate  provision 
for  a  tiade,  which  no  human  foresight  could  have  anticipated,  it  is 
deeply  to  be  regretted  that  these  heavy  damages  should  have  fallen 
upon  the  Companv  at  a  crisis  when  they  are  straining  every  nerve 
to  push  forward  a  ^reat  work,  in  which  so  many  and  important 
interests  are  involved.  The  Board  cannot  hold  themselves  respon- 
sible for  embarrassments  which  ma)  anise  from  these  or  any  similar 
causes;  and,  they  are  free  to  say,  that  without  legislative  interpo- 
sition, no  road  can  prosper,  when  exposed  to  such  rxtraordinary 
and  fearful  liabilities. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  Board  feel  justified  in  reassuring  the 
Stockholders,  of  the  sound  and  improving  condition  of  their  road, 
and  the  general  good  order  and  economy  which  prevail  in  ever} 
department  oftht  The  conduct  of  the  transportation,  both 

in  passengers  and  freight,  has  been  marked  by  an  extraordinary 
mption  from  casualties  of<  t,  considering  the  extent  and 

complication  of  the  Company's  bui  and,  no  ease  has  occurred, 

from  the  commencement  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  on 

the  30th  September,  from  which  litigation  has  arisen.  The  Hoard 
could  refer  to  no  evidence  of  the  praiseworthy  caution,  with 

which  the  general   operations  of  the  road    have  .    bv 

its  subordinate  officei 

II.  —Of  the   H    ihington   Branch 
The  operations  of  the  Washington  Branch  have 

and  will  be  found  detailed  in  tin-  Treasurer's  exhibit  marked  E 
showing  the   receipts   for  the  year  ending  on    the   30th    September 

to  have  been  1 32 1,20 J   46,  and  ib'-    expenses  during  tl 
period  $113,098  35,  the  net!  revenue,  aftei  deducting  the 
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State's  bonus  of  one-fifth  of  the  receipts  from  passengers  and 
$10,607  11,  the  amount  expended  on  the  new  station  at  Washing- 
ton, §144,974  03,  being  an  increase  of  $31,335  79  over  the  year 
ending  on  the  30th  September,  1849. 

Of  this  amount  the  Board  have  declared  a  dividend  of  4  per  cent, 
payable  on  and  after  the  17th  inst,  which  with  the  3i  per  cent, 
declared  in  April  last,  will  make  a  total  of  1\  per  cent,  during  the 
year. 

Under  the  general  head  of  "  expenses"  will  be  found  various 
heavy  items  for  the  reconstruction  of  Bridges,  carried  away  by  the 
flood  in  October,  1847. 

The  bonus  paid  to  the  State  has  amounted  during  the  year  to 
$52,521  97. 

The  expenses  of  maintenance  and  'working  will  be  found  not  to 
have  exceeded  37  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts. 

The  road  is  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  and  its  condition  gradually 
improving.  The  iron  bridge  over  the  Patuxent  has  been  completed 
at  a  cost  below  the  original  estimate,  and  has  been  found  to  answer 
fully  the  expectation  of  the  General  Superintendent.  Owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  securing  a  proper  foundation,  and  the  delay  which  has 
been  caused  by  the  prevalence  of  high  water,  the  bridge  at  Bladens- 
burg  has  not  progressed  with  the  same  rapidity.  The  work,  how- 
ever, is  now  rapidly  advancing,  and  with  every  prospect  of  com- 
pletion before  the  close  of  the  present  Autumn.  The  superstruc- 
ture being  ready,  the  bridge  may  be  brought  into  immediate  use, 
whenever  the  masonry  shall  be  sufficiently  advanced,  and  the  abut- 
ments in  a  state  to  receive  il. 

On  the  15th  of  June  last,  the  Board  entered  into  an  arrangement 
with  the  authorities  of  the  city  of  Washington,  by  which  they  have 
been  enabled,  without  further  delay,  to  proceed  with  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  Station  house  and  tonnage  Depot,  so  much  needed  in 
that  city.  The  General  Superintendent  is  now  engaged  in  carrying 
out  the  plan  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board  ;  and  it  is  hoped 
that  at.  an  early  day  a  transfer  may  be  made  to  the  new  buildings 
about  to  be  provided.  The  property  now  occupied  on  Pennsylvania 
Avenue  will  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  applied,  as  far  as  they  will 
go,  to  meet  the  expense  attendant  upon  the  proposed  change.  By 
this  arrangement  the  city  of  Washington  gives  to  the  Company  the 
right  of  way  through  her  streets  with  locomotives,  for  a  period  of 
30  years,  and  the  Company  pays  $8,000,  to  be  expended  in  grad- 
ing and  otherwise  improving  certain  streets,  connecting  their  Sta- 
tion with  the  leading  thoroughfares  of  the  city.  In  determining 
upon  the  plan  of  the  new  Station  house,  the  Board  have  acted  with 
a  strict  eve  to  economy,  at  the  same  time  that  they  did  not  feel  at 
liberty  wholly  to  disregard  the  growing  character  of  the  road,  and 
the  important  point  at  which  it  terminates.  The  city  of  Washing- 
ton is  daily  becoming  more  and  more  prominent  in  the  attraction 
which  it  holds  out  to  visiters  from  all  parts  of  the  Union.     As  the 
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population  i  f  the  countn  increases,  this  attraction  cannot  fail  to 
rt  a  corresponding  influence;  and  those  visiting  the  sea-board, 
from  whatever  part  of  the  great  West,  whether  on  business  or  re- 
creation, all  seldom  retrace  iheir  Bteps,  without  indulging  the  oppor- 
tunity,'to  witness  the  objects  of  interest  which  must  always  centre 

at  that  point. 

Ill,  —  Of  the   Extension  to  the  Ohio   River. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  herewith  annexed,  will  show 
in  detail  the  progress  of  the  Company's  operations  West  of  Cumber- 
land. No  efforts  ha\c  been  spared  to  place  the  road  under  con- 
tract, and  to  press  the  work  forward  with  the  least  practicable  de- 

delay.  The  hoard  have  1  i  regret  that  a  scarcity  of  labor  has 
prevailed  during  the  greatei  part  of  the  y<  ar  just  ended,  and  coin- 
plaints  continue  to  be  made  upon  the  three  first  sections  of  the  road. 
extending  from  Cumberland,  103  miles,  to  the  Tygart's  Valley 
Bridge.     Should  this  state  of  things  continue,  the  Board  will  find 

it  necessary  to  take  prompt  measures  to  prevent  any  delay  from  this 

ise.

and  that  the  commencement  of  laying  the  rails,  will  take  place  early

essing  with  commendable    rapidity,  and  with    e\ 
prospect  of  completion,  during  the  coming  S  .id  Summer. 
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The  work  at  the  kingwood  Tunnel  has  advanced  more  rapidh 
than  could  have  been  anticipated.  Its  total  length  is  4,100  feet. 
Fifteen  hundred  feet  of  the  heading  have  been  driven  through  in  a 
period  of  five  months,  being  more  than  one-third  of  the  entire  dis- 
tance. This  work  it  is  now  certain  will  be  completed  within  the 
limit  of  the  Engineer's  estimate. 

The  Bridge  Masonry  upon  the  whole  line,  is  in  a  state  of  rapid 
progress,  and  will  offer  no  obstacle  in  the  opening  of  the  road. 

The  Chief  Engineer  expresses  great  confidence  in  his  ability  to 
meet  the  expectations  of  the  Stockholders,  in  the  prompt  comple- 
tion of  the  work,  should  no  unforseen  accident  occur  to  retard  his 
progress. 

If  the  laying  of  the  rails  should  progress  without  interruption, 
and  according  to  the  plan  proposed  by  him,  a  junction  will  be  form- 
ed with  the  North- Western  turnpike,  at  the  Tygart's  Valley  bridge, 
early  in  the  Spring  of  1852. 

At  this  point,  the  transit  from  Parkersburg  to  Baltimore,  via  the 
North- Western  Turnpike,  would  not  exceed  29  hours.  The  State 
of  Virginia  has  make  large  appropriations  for  macadamizing  this 
great  thoroughfare— and  it  cannot  fail  to  prove  a  most  important 
feeder  to  the  Road,  even  after  it  shall  have  been  completed  to  the 
city  of  Wheeling.  Roads  are  in  progress  and  completed,  from 
Beverly,  the  county  seat  of  Randolph  ;  Weston,  the  county  seat  of 
Lewis  ;  Sutton  the  county  seat  of  Braxton;  and  Phillipi,  the  county 
seat  of  Barbour,  all   connecting  with   the  North- Western  Turnpike. 

From  Fail  mount,  a  Turnpike  is  also  projected,  and  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  contractors  to  Fishing  Creek,  on  the  Ohio  River,  a  dist- 
ance of  35  miles. 

IV. —  Of    the     {■'inn /ices. 

It  is  proper  the  Stockholders  should  be  apprised  that  since  the 
date  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  negotiations  which  were  then 
pending  for  the  supply  of  the  22,000  tons  of  iron  required  for  the 
entire  road  between  Camberland  and  Wheeling,  terminated  in  a 
contract  with  Messrs.  Thompson  &  Foreman  of  London.  This 
large  contract  was  accomplished  mainly  through  the  instrumentality 
of  Messrs.  Baring,  Brothers  &  Company,  and  by  the  aid  of  their 
guarantee,  of  the  Company's  Bonds,  to  the  extent  of  the  purchase, 
sa)  §566,6(36  67.

The  amount  of  iron  already  delivered  under  the  contract,  at  the 
Company's  wharves  at  Locust  Poipt,  exceeds  17,000  tons  ;  and  ac- 
tive efforts  are  bein<r  made  to  close  the  order  with  as  little  delav  ;:^ 
practicable,  so  as  to  avoid  the  contingency  of  an  advance  in  the  ex- 
isting rates  of  the  tariff. 
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The  Hoard  take  this  oc<  asion  to  acknowledge  their  obligation  to 
Messrs.  Baring,  Brothers  &  Company,  for  their  zeal  and  prompt- 
ness in  bringing  about  an  arrangement  so  adi  us  in  all 
pects.  The  avei  of  the  rails  when  delivered  will  he  about 
vio  per  ton,  including  a  commission  of  2|  The  iron  has 
been  manufactured  with  the  care:  and  it  is  believed  will 
compare  favorably  with  an\  thai  has  heretofore  reached  this  market. 

The  success  which  has  attended  the  negotiation  tor  the  iron,  has 
resulted,  in  a  great  measure,  from  the  financial  policy  adopted  bj 

the  Board,  soon  after  the  load  was  announced  as  read)  lor  the  con- 
tract. It  is  known  to  the  Stockholders  th.it  at  no  period,  since  the 
first  sale  of  £5,000,  were  the  .">  per  cent,  sterling  Bonds  of  the  State 
of  Maryland  deemed  available  in  the  prosecution  of  this  work.  The 
State  of  .Maryland  had  passed  through  a  crisis  of  great  mone- 
tary depression  ;  and  like  other  equally  solvent  States,  had  I  i 
compelled  to  submit  to  a  temporal  -ion  of  interest  upon   her 

debt.  The  effect  had  been  to  impair  the  value  of  her  public  securi- 
ties, and  create  distrust  in  the  minds  of  capitalists  at  home  and 
abroad.  In  any  arrangement  to  realize  the  large  amount  of  sterling 
Bonds  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Company,  it  was  quite  evident 
that  the  home  market  alone,  could  not  be  relied  upon  without  preju- 
dice, from  the  depressing  influence  which  must  have  resulted  from 
.m  excess   of  il-  irities  thrown   upon  the   market,  over  the 

amount  of  capital  actually  seeking  investment. 

Nor  was  it  with  more  encouraging  prospects  that  tin-  Board  felt 
constrained  to  turn  their  attention  to  capitalists  elsewhere.  Early, 
however,  after  entering  upon  the  duties  of  bis  office,  the  President 
opened  a  correspondence  abroad,  developing  fully  the  position  and

by  the  Board  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work.

spired  by  a  full  treasury,  in  the  ability  of  the  Company  to  prosecute 
their  work  without  interruption.     But  the  primarj  benefit  expei 
to  lesult  was  the  identification  oi  a  powerful  bouse  with  the  credit 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  a  market  where  her  securities  had  felt 
the   .shock    of   her    t<  ion.    and    its    effect    upon   th.-

In  negotiating  the  > . 1 1 . •  of  tl.'  D00,  th.-  Boat 

the  belief  that  the  remaining   Bonds,   instead  of  awaiting  tl,' 
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of  time,  which  the  pressing  wants  of  the  Company  did  not  justify, 
and  the  tardy  restoration  of  confidence  would  reach  their  par  value 
so  as  to  make  them  available  at  such  times  as  might  suit  the  con- 
venience of  the  Company  in  the  prosecution  of  their  road.  This 
result  was  expected  to  be  brought  about  by  the  efforts  of  a  house 
commanding  a  large  share  of  the  public  confidence,  and  dec-ply  in- 
terested in  maintaining  the  credit  of  the  State  and  Company  upon 
the  most  favored  footing  among  capitalists  in  a  distant  market, 
where,  without  such  countenance,  any  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
Company  might  have  proved  unavailing, 

The  Board  have  seen  no  reason  thus  far  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of 
the  policy  which  has  been  adopted.  The  relations  of  mutual  con- 
fidence which  have  grown  up  with  the  House  of  the  Messrs.  Bar- 
ing, have  led  to  a  thorough  understanding  on  their  part  of  the  Com- 
pany's prospects  in  the  completion  of  their  work.  The  effect  has 
been  to  encourage  well  grounded  hopes  of  the  future;  and  the 
Board  entertain  the  belief  that  the  remaining  Bonds  to  be  disposed 
of,  will  produce  an  amount  in  the  aggregate,  sustaining  the  Presi- 
dent's estimate  in  his  address  to  the  stockholders  of  the  14th  o( 
October  1849. 

Of  the  sterling  Bonds  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Messrs.  Baring, 
after  deducting  the.  ,£200,000  sold  in  April  1849,  £7,250  have 
been  realized  since  July  last,  at  a  limit  of  91,  or  IOO5  nett  in  this 
market;  and  the  Board  have  thought  it  expedient  to  order  sales  as 
rapidly  as  the  demand  will  justify. 

In  addition  to  this  timely  precaution  in  maturing  without  delay, 
their  financial  plans,  and  until  the  sterling  Bonds  are  made  availa- 
ble, while  the  condition  of  the  money  market  holds  out  so  cheering 
a  prospect,  the  Board  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  authorise  an  im- 
mediate issue  of  Coupon  Bonds,  bearing  an  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent.,  and  redeemable  after  the  expiration  of  twenty-five 
years.  These  Bonds  are  intended  to  supply  the  deficiency  in  the 
available  means  required  to  complete  the  road  to  the  Ohio  River, 
and  are  proposed  to  be  issued  with  a  view  to  the  prompt  com- 
mencement of  that  portion  of  the  line  west  of  Piles'  Fork,  which 
has  not  yet  been  let  to  contractors.  The  Board  could  not  feel  safe 
in  proceeding  with  this  additional  work  without  some  aid  from  our 
own  citizens,  and  as  the  Bonds  offered  by  the  Company,  have  been 
placed  upon  the  most,  favored  footing,  and  are  believed  to  stand 
upon  an  undoubted  basis,  it  is  hoped  that  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  supply  the  requisite  means  to  enable  the  Board  to  press  forward 
without  a  moments  delay. 

Should  the  Board  succeed  in  disposing  of  the  five  per  cent,  ster- 
ling Bonds,  in  the  hands  of  the  Messrs.  Baring,  Brothers  ic  Co..  at 
the  prevailing  market  rates,  the  position  of  the  company  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  ending  on  the  30th  September,  will  be  as  follows  :

ncy  In  the  available  assets  may  be  made  up  from  this  source, 
without  the  necessity  lor  issuing  the  Coupon  Bonds  to  the  extent 
contemplated.  But  the  Board  have  deemed  it  prudent  not  to  rarj 
from  the  original   estimate  heretofore  presented  in   the    President's 

address,  at  the  same  time  that  they  deem  it  not  unreasonable  to  Cal- 
culate on     more  than    double    the   amount    estimated    from    revenue, 

after  meeting  tin    demands  for  interest  and  all  other  contingencies 

which  are  proposed  to  be  covered  by  this  item.

I  "i    the  road,  and    it    would    hardly  lie   fair   to   calculate  that  the 
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demand  for  interest,  during  the  two  years  in  which  it  would  be  pro- 
gressing, could  exceed  an  average  of  $200,000  p  it  annum,  if  it 
should  reach  that  amount. 

Should  the  means  applicable  to  the  extension  of  t  be  road  be  rea- 
lized, as  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  they  will  be,  there  will  re- 
main only  to  be  provided,  the  cost  of  stocking  the  road,  estimated 
by  Messrs.  Latrobe  and  Parker  during  the  first  year  of  its  comple- 
tion at  $500,000,  and  by  the  President  at  $700,000.  This  item 
can  hardly  be  expected  to  cause  embarrassment  when  the  ability  of 
the  Company  to  complete  the  connexion  with  the  Ohio  River,  and 
furnish  a  transit  for  the  Western  trade  at  that  point,  shall  be  no 
longer  matter  of  speculation. 

V.— -Of  the   effect  of  the  Road  and  its   completion. 

In  their  efforts  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  Stockholders,  in  the 
prompt  extension  of  this  great  work,  the  Board  must  continue  to 
invoke  the  encouraging  aid,  not  only  of  this  community,  but  of 
every  interest  identified  with  the  common  prosperity  of  the  State  at 
large.  They  have  not  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  responsi- 
ble duties,  without  a  full  appreciation  of  the  difficulties  incident  to 
all  similar  works  ;  nor  could  they  expect  to  realize,  without  a  cor- 
dial and  united  support,  the  animating  prospects,  which  for  twenty 
years  past,  this  City,  through  every  species  of  disappointment,  has 
continued  to  cherish,  as  her  only  hope  of  protection  against  the 
dangerous  rivalries  with  which  she  is  surrounded.  In  its  financial 
bearing  upon  the  state  of  Maryland,  the  completion  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  and  the  effect  upon  her  agricultural, 
manufacturing  and  commercial  interests,  of  an  unbroken  line  of 
communication  with  the  Ohio  River,  cannot  be  too  highly  estima- 
ted. It  is  sufficient  to  know  that  any  delay  which  may  attend  its 
prosecution,  must  bp  seriously  felt,  not  less  by  the  State  at  large, 
than  the  other  great  interests  connected  with  it. 

During  the  two  years  in  which  this  company  have  been  maturing 
their  plans  to  prosecute  their  work  to  completion,  the  growth  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore  has  not  been  equalled  at  any  former  period  of  her 
history.  It  may  be  safely  asserted  thai  her  subscription  of 
s3, 500, 000,  has  been  more  than  returned  to  her,  in  the  enhanced 
value  of  her  real  estate,  to  say  nothing  of  the  influx  of  population, 
which  increased  activity  in  trade  and  the  prospect  of  an  early  con- 
nexion with  the  West  has  brought  within  Iter  limits.  The  effect  of 
ihis  road,  in  its  present  unfinished  slate,  has  contributed  largely  to- 
wards the  indications  <>!  general  prosperity  which  are  every  where 
apparent.  The  City  of  Baltimore  has  felt  it  in  every  department  of 
her  business.  Its  importance  may  be  better  estimated  by  the  fact, 
that  during  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  of  September,  her  imports 
consisting  in  part  of  Flour,  Grain,  Tobacco,  Live  Stock  and  Coal, 
passing  over  the  line  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  amoun- 
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ted  to  .in  aggregate  of  102,905  tons  and  her  exports  to  mi  1, 6$0  tons, 
niLik iiiLr  r  total  of  177,555  tons  both  Bast  and  West,  It  is  worths 
of  remark,  also  that  Locust  Point,  the  terminus  of  this  road,  on  tide 
water,  a  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  Citj  of  Baltimore, 
which  two  years  ago  existed  only  in  name,  has,  since  its  opening, 
assumed  tin1  appearance  ol  an  active  and  growing  settlement  ;  and 
its  increasing  importance  is  illustrated  by  the  fact,  thai  during  the 
year  ending  on  the  30th  of  September,  691  vessels  arrived  at  the 
Company's  wharves  at  thai  point.

Sir: 

In  reviewing  our  operations  during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended,  I 
think  we  may  properly  call  it  a  prosperous  one,  whether  we  regard 
the  work  done,  the  revenue  earned,  or  the  expenses  incurred. 

We  have  succeeded  in  keeping  the  road  and  its  machinery  in 
good  order,  have  had  a  comparative  exemption  from  casualties,  and 
have  even  the  satisfaction  to  believe  that  we  have  improved  in 
many  particulars  as  rapidly  as  a  due  regard  to  revenue  and  expen- 
diture has  seemed  to  justify. 

In  setting  forth  the  details  for  your  notice  and  that  of  the  Direc- 
tors and  Stockholders,  I  shall  make  the  usual  distinction  of  Road, 
Machinery  and  Transportation  departments  in  the  order  here  stated. 

I.      The  Road  Department. 

This  embraces  the  Road  Bed,  Bridges,  Water  Stations,  Station 
Buildings,  and  the  Track  or  Superstructure  (as  it  is  usually  called) 
of  the  Railway. 

The  road  bed  is  in  an  improved  state  both  on  the  Main  Stem  and 
the  Washington  Branch — on  the  former  there  have  been  quarried, 
prepared  and  distributed  30,441  cubic  yards  of  stone  ballast,  at  a 
cost  (exclusive  of  engine  and  cars,)  of  $5,922  76,  or  at  the  rate  of 
about  16  cents  per  cubic  yard — and  11,664  cubic  yards  of  gravel  at 
a  cost  of  19  cents  per  cubic  yard,  (exclusive  also  of  engine  and 
cars,)  but  including  the  purchase  of  the  gravel  at  Ik  cents  per  cubic 
yard  in  the  pit. 

On  both  the  Main  Stem  and  Washington  Branch  the  usual  drain- 
age has  been  fully  kept  up, — an  item  which  upon  the  Branch  is 
remarkably  expensive  always,  because  of  the  wet  and  quaggy  char- 
acter of  the  cuts,  making  the  cost  of  maintenance  in  that  respect  a 
very  heavy  item — and  rendering  it  nearly  impossible  to  secure  or 
maintain  a  smooth  and  even  track  on  that  line.  This  subject  is 
with  me  a  matter  of  unremitting  study,  and  I  hope  to  be  able,  as 
fast  as  the  revenue  will  justify,  to  elevate  the  character  of  that 
branch  toward  the  best  existing  standards. 
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The  cost  during  the  year  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  Road 

bed,  not  included  in  the  items  above  mentioned,  which  are  strictly 
chargeabla  to  tracks  lias  been  $10,574  so  on  the  Main  Stem, 
§6,366  40  On  the  Washington  Branch  ;  the  one  being  distribut 
over  a  length  01*  177  miles,  the   other  on  one  of  31  miles  only. 

The  Track  on  the  Main  Stem  has  improved  generally  In  its  char- 
acter, except  what  remains  of  the  old  plate  rail  laid  on  wooden 
string  pieci  miles  of  such  track  having  been   superseded  by  a 

Track  of  heavy  ]  rail,  borrowed  from  the  stock  of  iron  provided  for 
the  new  load  west  of  Cumberland — leaving  19J  miles  yet  on  our 
hands.  This  piece  of  new  track,  between  the  City  and  Relay 
House,  is  laid  in  a  very  substantial  manner,  and  does  credit  to 
the  Road  department  and  especially  to  the  Supervisor  of  that  subdi- 
vision, both  for  its  quality  and  the  low  rate  at  which  it  was  con- 
structed— it  is  laid  on  cross-ties  of  chestnut  and  oak  in  very  close 
order,  and  fastened  at  the  joints  with  wrought  iron  chains  of  an  im- 
proved model. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Track  and  Road  bed  has  been  char- 
ged in  the  Treasurer's  books,  exclusive  of  $25,120,  the  value  of 
new  iron  laid  down  near  Baltimore  and  appropriated  to  repairs,  at 
$164,8S1  33  on  the  Main  Stem,  and  $16,264  22  on  the  Washing- 
ton Branch,  but  from  these  charges  about  $13,000  should  be  de- 
ducted for  excessive  value  of  "  Stock  on  hand,"  as  compared  with 
the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  Road  department  is  also  strictly  entitled  to  a  credit  of 
s.'3,95S,  being  the  balance  due  to  it  in  account  with  the  Machinery 
department,  chiefly  for  old  materials  furnished  to  the  foundry,  while 
il  is  indebted  to  the  Transportation  department  for  $4,512  57, 
being  a  like  balance,  chiefly  for  the  use  of  engines,  and  cars  and 
for  fuel,  furnished  for  the  conveyance  of  ballast — as  well  as  for  the 
transportation  of  lumber,  and  other  materials  for  its  use.  These 
items  are  of  course  not  a  subject  of  revenue  to  the  department  in 
largest  credit, — but  I  have  directed  the  account  to  be  kept  of  them, 
that  a  more  accurate  view  may  be  had  of  the  relative  expenses  of 
the  several  departments. 

A  credit  is  also  to  be  made  to  the  Road  department,  of  $1,125 
94,  expenditure  for  materials  and  labor  furnished  to  the  new  Road 
west  of  Cumberland — while  it  owes  that  account  for  new  iron  bor- 
rowed for  repairs  of  Railway,  mainly  for  the  new  track  near  Balti- 
more, the  sum  of  $25,120.  It  also  owes  the  account  of  Miscella- 
neous Improvements,  the  sum  of  *S78  68  for  sundry  materials 
borrowed  from  the  service  of  that  head  of  Capital  expenditure. 

These  last  three  items  have  been  carefully  noted,  but  did  not 
reach  the  Treasurer's  books  until  they  were  closed  for  the  year — 
after  allowing  for  all  the  above  additions  and  deductions,  and  trans- 
ferrin, for  lumber,  from  the  Main  Stem  to  the  Washing- 
ton Branch,  the  repairs  of  railway  for  the   year  will  appear  to  have 
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cost  $173,850  33  on  the  Main  Stem,  and  $19,722  08  on  the 
Washington  Branch. 

Some  additions  have  been  made  to  the  several  sidings  on  the  line, 
which  now  amount  in  aggregate  length  on  the  Main  Stem  to  28  37- 
100  miles,  on  the  Washington  Branch  to  6  56-100  miles. 

The  Bridges,  most  of  which  are  for  the  support  of  the  Railway 
over  water  courses,  are  in  a  sound  condition.  All  are  "new"  ex- 
cepting the  upper  bridge  near  Elysville,  and  the  Winchester  span  at 
Harper's  Ferry — both  of  which  we  contemplate  renewing  during  the 
current  year. 

The  new  "Savage"  bridge  over  the  Little  Patuxent,  on  the 
Washington  Branch,  rendered  necessary  as  an  item  of  repair  by  the 
destruction  of  the  original  stone  arch  in  the  freshet  -of  1847,  has 
been  completed,  and  gives  much  satisfaction.  The  superstructure 
of  this  bridge  is  of  iron,  on  a  comparatively  novel  plan,  embodying 
valuable  mechanical  features,  and  holding  out  the  fullest  degree  of 
encouragement,  as  to  its  success  and  reliability. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  late  failure  of  an  iron  bridge  on  one 
of  our  Northern  railways  has  seemed  to  throw  a  panic  over  the 
minds  of  the  Directors  of  that  line,  and  called  forth  a  denunciation 
of  "Iron  Bridges"  from  some  otherwise  respectable  quarters,  The 
catastrophe  sad  as  it  was,  should  make  us  more  cautious  of  adopting 
the  plans  of  those  who  in  the  capacity  of  contractors,  tempt  us  with 
the  alleged  cheapness  of  their  contrivances,  but  should  surely  not 
destroy  our  confidence  in  a  meterial  so  nearly  essential  to  the  suc- 
cess of  mechanical  practice  in  almost  every  department  of  art  and 
science,  and  which  for  this  particular  purpose  has  held  a  high  place 
in  the  opinions  of  the  most  distinguished  engineers  whom  the  world 
has  ever  seen.  As  well  might  we  discard  iron  from  use  in  Naval 
service  because  a  few  chain  cables  have  failed ;  or  cease  to  use  it  for 
wheels  and  axles,  because  there,  too,  it  has  often  disapointed  us. 
This  bridge  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  about  $23,825,  or  $2,800 
within  the  estimate. 

The  renewal  of  the  bridge  near  Bladensburg,  carried  away  by  the 
same  freshet,  is  progressing  with  vigor,  but  in  consequence  of  the 
great  demand  for  our  cars,  and  other  adverse  circumstances,  it  has 
not  advanced  as  I  had  hoped  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, — all  the 
material  having  to  be  conveyed  to  the  spot  by  the  trains. 

The  whole  amount  charged  to  the  repairs  of  Bridges  during  the 
year,  has  been  $11,527  50  on  the  Main  Stem,  and  $28,759  54  on 
the  Washington  Branch.  Of  the  former  sum  $2,553  20  has  been 
spent  on  the  Back  Creek  Arch  Bridge,  in  the  renewral  of  masonry 
which  failed  from  the  crumbling  or  settling  of  the  backing,  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  balance  went  to  the  roofing,  boarding  and  con- 
struction of  fronts  upon  bridges  of  wood  previously  renewed. 

While  on  the  subject  of  bridges,  I  would  remark,  that  the  new 
bridge,  for  many  years  contemplated,  to  pass  Carey  street,  in  this

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4th.  A  new  frame  horse  shed  has  been  erected  near  Poppleton 
street  at  the  xMount  Clare  Station,  as  a  substitute  for  the  old  one 
near  the  Tonnage  office.  In  this  arrangement  we  have  been  ena- 
bled to  shift  the  point  at  which  steam  and  horse  power  are  sub- 
stituted for  each  other,  away  from  the  Company's  shops,  have 
placed  it  where  the  public  convenience  will  be  better  subserved  and 
it  is  proposed  to  add  at  the  same  place  a  small  but  convenient  buil- 
ding' for  the  use  of  passengers  taking  or  leaving  the  cars  at  that 
part  of  the  city — this  shed  has  cost  $  497  50. 

5th.  We  have  commenced  and  nearly  completed  a  new  machine 
shop  at  Mount  CUre  Station,  to  facilitate  the  operations  of  the  ma- 
chinery department,  preparatory  to  the  opening  of  the  Road  west  of 
Cumberland  and  the  construction  of  Iron  work  to  be  used  on  the 
Bridges,  &c.  of  that  extension — on  this  building  an  outlay  of 
$8,664  66  has  been  incurred  up  to  this  date. 

6th.  Two  shops  for  Smithing  and  Boiler  making  have  been  built 
for  the  same  purpose  at  Mount  Clare  Station  at  a  cost  of  §4,618  92. 

7th.  At  Harpers  Ferry  a  small  Engine  House  on  the  Maryland 
side  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  §86*2  00. 

8ih.  At  Martinsburg  the  several  buildings  in  progress  and  con- 
templetion  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  have  been  continued,  togeth- 
er v.  ith  the  grading  of  the  grounds  and  fixtures  indispensible  to  the 
station,  at  a  cost  of  $17,761  84.  The  expenditure  at  this  point 
may  be  now  deemed  nearly  complete — so  far  as  the  wants  of  the 
road  for  the  current  year  can  be  anticipated.  The  locality,  selec- 
ted on  grounds  of  position,  social  advantages,  and  distance  from 
Baltimore  has  been  expensive  of  improvement  owing  to  the  irregu- 
larities of  the  surface  and  the  prevalence  of  rock  in  all  directions. 

9th.  Sundry  improvements  have  been  made  at  Cumberland  Sta- 
tion and  charged  partly  to  Repairs  of  Buddings  and  partly  to 
"  Cumberland  Property" — all  required  by  the  increased  business  of 
the  road  and  planned  for  permanent  usefulness. 

Water  Stations. 

Three  new  Wafer  Stations  have  been  built  the  past  year — viz  : 
one  each  at  Buckeystown,  Point  of  Rocks,  and  Patterson's  Creek 
Stations — costing  together  $2,786  65 — and  charged  to  repairs. 

Several  additional  stations  for  water  will  be  soon  needed  at  va- 
rious points  along  the  line — to  meet  the  increased  use  of  locomo- 
tives— the  present  Stations  with  one  or  two  exceptions  are  in  good 
order — in  the  exceptions  referred  to,  substantial  repairs  have  been 
omitted  because  a  change  of  position  has  been  found  desirable. 

Expenditure  in  the  Road  Department. 

When  we  compare  the  Repairs  of  Railway,  Bridges,  Stations  and 
water  Stations,  during  the  year,  with  those  of  the  one  previous,  we

of  10,066  37  on  the  Washington  Branch. 

On  tin*  Washington  Branch   no  new   buildings   have  been  erected 
during  the  year — but  a  commencement  has  been  made  of  the  i 
Pass4  nger  and  Tonnage  Station  at  Washington,  and  we  hope  to 
progress  with  it  so  far  before  Christmas  as  to  be  able  to  avail  of  it  lor 
the  convenience  of  our  V  I  least — it  has  been  plan- 

ned with  a  careful  regard  to  the  combination  of  convenience  with 
economy,  while  the  appearance  of  it  as  the  permanent  build- 

ings ot  Washington  has  not  been  overlooked.  I  shall  be  disap- 
pointed if  it  does  not  give  general  -  >n — and  relieve  the 
Company  in  future  from  the  odium  which  has  naturally  attached  to 
them  in  consequence  of  the  inadequate  Passenger  accomodation 
in  that  city,  forced  upon  us  by  the  delay  in  arranging  with  the  Local 
Authorities  the  various  requisites  to  a  mo:-  nenl  and  credita- 
ble structure.  Its  completion  will  also  enable  us  to  shorten  pn 
cally  the  time  of  the  trip  between  the  cities  of  Baltimore  and  Wash- 
ington by  dispensing  with  the  awkward,  though  necessary  operation 
of  shifting  the  Engine  to  the  rear  of  the  Train  and  pushing  the  hitter 
slowly  into  the  Station,  as  well  as  from  the  equally  awkward  method 
of  making  up  the  return  train  and  the  difficult  and  slow  starting 
consequent  upon  the  present  disadvantageous  terminus. 

II.    The  Machinery  Department. 

This  department  embraces  the  maintenance  of  the  Locomotives 
and  tenders,  and  the  several  classes  of  cars  used  on  the  road  for  the 
transportation  service.

But  one  Engine  has  been  added  to  our  stock  during  the  year  lor 
any  practical  purpose.  This  is  of  the  first  class  and  was  built  in 
the  Company's  shops  and  charged  to  Repair  account — a  second  one 
is  however  nearly  finished  under  the  same  head.  Four  additional 
Engines  of  the  same  class  have  been  engaged  from  Mr.  Ross  Wi- 
nans,  and  two  of  those  are  now  on  trial  with  good  promise. 

When  I  consider  the  variety  of  Engines  owned  by  this  Compa- 
ny and  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done,  I  am  very  confident  that 
the  Repair  account  of  the  year  just  entered  upon  will  be  lessened 
materially  by  the  purchase  of  these  Engines.

What  has  been  done  in  this  department  during  the  year,  has 
consisted  in  carrying  out  the  plans  for  Martinsburg  and  contracting 
for  machinery  for  the  new  shops  at  Mount  Clare — the  expendi- 
tures for  these  purposes  have  cost  $8,206  29. 

III. —  Transportation  Department. 

The  operations  for  this  department  have  continued  to  be  general- 
ly successful  and  comparatively  exempt  from  accident.  The  reve- 
nue may  be  briefly  stated  thus  :

The  transportation  of  Coal,  has  materially  increased  during  the 
past  year, — the  amount  delivered  in  Baltimore  and  at  Locust 
Point,  as  well  as  the  entire  aggregate,  having  been  full  fifty  per 
cent,  more  than  that  of  1849. 

This  increased  transportation  has  been  effected  without  the  in- 
crease of  the  number  of  our  proper  Coal  cars,  until  nearly  the 
close  of  the  year,  and  could  not  have  been  effected  but  for  the 
comparative  diminution  or  other  branches  of  Eastward  bound  Ton- 
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Dtge,  which  allowed  us  to  appropriate  more  of  the  gondola  cars  to 
carriage  of  coal,  without  interference  with  their  legitimate  use. 
This  fact  should   be  borne  in   mind  when  we  consider  the  pros- 
pective  wants    of  this   trade,  and   the    number   of  coal   oars   proper 
which  may  be  called  for.

Bark,  Fire  Brick  and  other  minor  items  of  this  trade.  Vet  the 
increase  in  the  whole  has  been  such  as  to  make  an  aggregate  of 
208,875  tons,  against  175,610  tons  in  the  former  year. 

The  transportation  of  commodities  Westward  has  increased  from 
63,761  tons  in  the  previous  year  to  74,651  tons  in  this — being  at 
the  rate  of  17    per  cent,  advance,  nearly. 

The  Revenue  from  Tonnage  generally  has  advanced  from 
|847,617  1!)  in  1848-9  to  $94S,  137  96  in  1849-50,  being  an  in- 
crease of  12  per  cent,  nearly. 

(git  will  be  perceived  that  the  transportation  of  Passengers,  has 
increased  materially,  especially  on  the  Washington  Branch,  the  ag- 
gregate being  as  follow^  :

The  Expenses  of  Transportation  on  the  Main  Stern  will  be 
found  in  detail  in  the  appended  table,  marked  N — as  there  stated, 
however,  they  represent  the  sums  actually  paid  out,  and  a  deduc- 
tion should  be  made  of  $11,300,  for  a  larger  stock  of  fuel  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  year  than  at  the  beginning. 

For  comparison  with  future  years,  it  should  also  be  remembered, 
that  §6,274  are  due  to  the  Transportation  department  from  the  Ma- 
chinery and  Road  departments  for  transportation  of  materials,  local 
teaming  at  Mount  Clare,  &c. — both  deductions  leaving  a  balance 
of  $218,408  27. 

The  Transportation  Expenses  of  the  Washington  Branch  will 
be  found  in  the  Treasurer's  Statement,  amounting  to  $43,703  60. 

There  are  many  particulars  given  in  the  appended  Tables,  which 
it  would  be  tedious  to  repeat  in  this  place — and  I  therefore  beg 
leave  to  refer  to  them  in  conclusion,  believing  that  they  will  exhibit 
our  operations  advantageously  in  comparison  with  those  of  other 
Rail  roads  in  this  country. 

It  becomes  me  here  to  repeat  my  gratification  in  reviewing  the 
services  rendered  by  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  Company  un- 
der my  general  superintendence.  They  all  deserve  commendation 
for  the  assiduity  and  faithfulness  which  have  characterized  their 
discharge  of  duty.

The  Annual  Report  of  my  department  now  presented,  will  ex- 
hibit under  heads  similar  to  those  of  my  report  o['  last  year,  a 
succinct  account  of  the  condition  of  the  work  under  mv  charge 
west  of  Cumberland. 

Description  of  Work  under  Contract. 

Graduation,  Masonry  and  Bridging, — Recapitulating  what  is 
stated  under  this  head  in  my  last  report,  I  remark,  that  in  1S49 
there  were  three  "tattings"  of  work,  the  first,  in  April,  embracing 
20  sections — the  second,  in  July,  of  24  sections  ;  the  third,  in 
September,  of  58  sections — the  whole  comprising  102  sections, 
covering  a  distance  in  a  continuous  line  of  103  6-10  miles  from 
Cumberland  to  the  Bridge  over  the  Tygart's  Valley  River  on  tie- 
North- Western  Turnpike 

Upon  the  llth  of  April,  of  1850,  a  further  call  for  Proposa 
work  was  made  by  the  order  of  the   Board,  and  65   sections  m 
were  let   in  the  ensuing  month    of  June.      By  this,  the  4th   let;:

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123d  section.  The  total  length  of  these  bridges  will  not  exceed 
1,500  leet  in  th»'  whole  length  of  line  of  some  200  miles  between 
Cumberland  and  Wheeling:.  Of  all  the  remaining  bridges,  not 
arched  with  stone  or  brick,  the  superstructures  will  be  of  iron,  erect- 
ed ai  a  less  first  cost  than  if  they  were  of  wood,  and  of  course 
greatly  preferable  for  their  freedom  from  risk  by  fire. 

Railway  Tracks. — The  Ballast  and  Cross-ties  are  contracted  for 
on  favorable  terms  upon  the  firsi  division  of  the  road,  between 
Cumberland  and  the  mouth  of  Savage  river,  and  further  contracts 
for  those  materials  upon  the  second,  third  and  fourth  divisions  are 
about  to  be  made  shortly,  and  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  divisions  (the 
latter  reaching  to  Wheeling)  in  due  season. 

For  the  iron  rails  a  contract  was  made  in  December,  1849, 
through  the  house  of  Baring  Brothers,  for  the  delivery  of  22,000 
tons  of  rails  of  the  T  pattern,  weighing  60  lbs.  per  yard.  For  the 
supply  of  the  joinl-plates  and  spikes,  provision  is  still  to  be  made, 
and  this  will  be  done  soon,  so  as  to  ensure  their  seasonable  delivery. 

Cost  of  the   Work  under   Contract. 

Graduation  and  Masonry. — The  estimated  value  of  the  work  at 
contract  prices,  was,  for  the  first  letting  of  20  1-10  miles,  $578,658, 
at  an  average  of  $28,789  per  mile  ;  for  the  second  letting  of  24  8-10 
miles,  $1,130,370,  at  an  average  cost  of  $45,338  per  mile  ;  for  the 
third  letting  of  58  7-10  miles,  $441,411,  at  an  average  of  $7,520 
per  mile,  and  for  the  fourth  letting  of  63  miles,  $740,314,  at  an 
average  of  $11,751  per  mile.  The  total  for  the  167  miles  being 
$2,890,753,  at  a  general  average  of  $17,310  per  mile — the  several 
rates  of  cost  per  mile,  very  well  shewing  the  relative  characteristics 
of  the  parts  of  the  routes  successively  let.  The  contracts  cover 
all  the  work  upon  the  sections  let,  which  comes  under  the  heads  of 
Graduation,  Masonry  and  Bridging,  except  the  Tunnel  Masonry 
and  Bridge  superstructures,  which  will  form  a  small  proportion  of 
the  whole  cost,  and  the  former  of  which  will  not  probably  have  to 
be  provided  for  until  after  the  opening  of  the  road. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  under  coniract  was  $3,633,324, 
so  that  the  apparent  saving  thereupon  would  be  $742,571,  or  20£ 
per  cent  upon  the  estimates.  How  much  of  this  may  in  fact  be 
realized,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  say,  until  the  whole  road  is  com- 
pleted. The  saving  will  undoubtedly  be  considerable,  as  the  quan- 
tities of  excavation  and  embankment  will  generally  fall  within  the 
estimates,  and  it  is  hoped  sufficiently  to  compensate  for  advanee  of 
prices  upon  the  abandoned  work  ;  most  of  the  work  having  been 
let  upon  lines  of  approximate  location  only,  on  which,  by  the  after 
and  more  precise  adjustment  of  the  lines  for  construction,  large  re- 
ductions in  the  amount  of  material  to  be  handled  were,  in  many 
instances  effected. 
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Railway. — The  cost  of  materials  under  this  bead,  BO  far  as  con- 
tracted for,  promises,  on  the  whole,  a  considerable  saving  upon  the 
estimate  presented  in  my  report  to  you  of  Oct.  29,  1849  ;  especially 
in  the  item  of  rails,  which  have  been  purchased  at  about  $15  per 

ton  less  than  the  price  assumed  in  that  estimate.      The  total    reduc- 
tion of  cost  should  not  fall  short   of  sl50,U00  in  this  branch  of  the 

construction. 

Progress  of  the  Construction. 

Graduation.  Masonry  and  Bridging. — In  my  last  Annual  Report 
I  noticed  the  commencement  of  the  work  upon  the  two  fust  lettiii 
and  the  probable  time  at  which  that  of  the  third  letting  would  be 
begun.  I  have  now  to  state  that  most  of  the  lighter  sections  of  the 
third  letting  were  intentionally  permttted  to  lav  over  until  the  pres- 
ent  season,  and  a  few  of  the  easiest  of  them  still  remain  untouched, 
for  nothing  would  have  been  gained  by  pressing  them  on,  but  rather 
lost,  as  force  would  thereby  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  heavier 
sections.  Upon  several  of  the  lighter  jobs,  indeed,  the  parties  to 
whom  they  had  been  awarded  failed  to  enter  upon  thern,  and  they 
have  from  time  to  time,  as  there  was  occasion,  been  transferred  to 
other  persons,  who  are  now  proceeding  with  them.  The  contrac- 
tors upon  the  fourth  letting  have,  with  few  exceptions,  begun  their 
work,  or  are  making  preparations  to  do  so  ;  and  of  the  small  num- 
ber of  sections  upon  which  they  have  failed  to  appear,  satisfactory 
substitutes  are  being  obtained.  The  abandoned  contracts  have  thus 
far  been  confined,  with  the  exceptions  presently  noticed,  to  the 
lighter  jobs  just  mentioned;  and,  as  already  remarked,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  savings  upon  many  of  the  lighter  ones  will  more  than  com- 
pensate for  all  the  increase  of  cost  which  may  thus  take  place  upon 
the  smaller. 

To  give  a  more  definite  idea  of  the  present  state  of  the  works  1 
will  briefly  notice  the  condition  of  those  of  principal  interest  upon 
the  line. 

The  Cumberland  Viaduct. — This  bridge,  which  consists  of  14 
brick  arches  of  50  feet  span,  supported  by  stone  piers  and  abut- 
ments, is  so  well  advanced  that  all  the  arches  will  be  closed  before 
winter,  and  be  ready  to  receive  the  track  a-  soon  as  it  may  be  pro- 
per to  commence  laying  it.  This  work  being  given  up  last  fill  by 
the  contractors,  was  then  undertaken  by  the  Company,  and  has 
been  carried  on  as  rapidly  as  circumstances  would  permit,  and  as  it 
was  desirable  that  it  should  progress.  It  is  a  perfectly  plain  but  a 
very  substantial  piece  oi    work. 

The   Bridge  over  the  Potomac  upon  fAe  21*4  S    Hon. — The  ma 
sonry  of  this  viaduct,  which  has  two  timber  arches  ftl  156  Feet  span 
each,  was  not  commenced  as  early  as  it  should  have  been,  owing  i:i 

part  to  the  delay  attendant  upon  the  adjustment  of  the  location  ot 
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this  part  of  the  road  in  conjunction  with  that  of  the  Canal ;  and  in 
part  to  the  failure  of  two  contractors  who  successively  undertook  it. 
In  the  hands  of  the  Company  it  is  now  rapidly  advancing.  The 
timber  for  the  superstructure  is  also  being  delivered  and  the  framing 
begun.  The  deep  cut  upon  the  same  section  is  progressing  well  in 
the  hands  of  a  new  contractor,  who  may  be  relied  on  to  complete  it. 

The  Bridge  over  the  Potomac  at  the  mouth  of  Savage  River. — 
This  viaduct  is  on  the  30th  section  and  consists  of  three  semicircu- 
lar arches  of  56  feet  span  each.  The  contractor  failing  at  an  early 
stage  of  the  work,  it  was  taken  in  hand  by  the  Company,  and  is  now 
in  so  forward  a  state  as  to  make  certain  its  completion  next  Spring- 
in  good  time.  It  was  designed  to  build  the  arches  of  brick  ;  but 
the  bricks,  made  on  the  ground  by  contract  for  that  purpose,  turning 
out  of  inferior  quality,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  use  stone  in- 
stead, at  an  increase  in  the  cost  but  an  improvement  in  the  charac- 
ter of  the  work. 

Of  the  Thirty  Sections  between  Cumberland  and  the  mouth  of  Sa- 
vage River ,  5  are  entirley  finished,  2  very  nearly  so,  and  the  remain- 
ing 23  in  various  stages  of  progress.  The  most  backward  Is  the 
21st,  just  mentioned  ;  but  it,  together  with  the  rest,  may  be  conple- 
ted  in  the  ensuing  Spring,  so  as  not  to  retard  the  extension  of  the 
track  from  Cumberland  to  the  "Piedmont"  station  opposite  West- 
ernport,  by  June  next.  This  extension  will  effect  a  connection  with 
the  coal  field  at  that  point. 

The  heavy  Sections  on  Savage  River  and  Crab  Tree  Creek,  from 
the  31st  to  the  45th,  on  the  grade  assending  to  the  "Glades."  are 
all  in  an  advanced  state,  and  may  be  finished  in  season  to  permit 
the  track  to  be  pushed  on  without  interuption.  Among  these  sec- 
tions, the  31st,  34th,  35lh  and  42d  are  finished,  and  the  33d  on  the 
eve  of  completion.  The  short  tunnel  (of  300  feet)  on  the  32d  is 
now  progressing  well  after  much  unavoidable  delay  ;  and  the  very 
deep  cut  on  section  38,  (substituted  for  a  proposed  tunnel  on  that 
section)  is  far  advanced.  The  45th  section,  at  the  Summit,  is  now 
working  well,  and  should  be  completed  in  season  with  the  others. 
The  remainder  of  these  sections  are  getting  on  well. 

The  lighter  sections  from  46th  to  6'Sd  through  the  Glades,  were 
kept  back  by  the  failure  of  most  of  the  first  contractors  to  go  on 
with  them,  but  ate  now  in  new  hands,  making  fair  progress,  and 
about  their  completion  in  time  with  the  rest  no  anxiety  is  felt. 
Among  them  the  52d  section  is  finished. 

The  masonry  of  the  bridge  on  the  55th  section  over  the  Yough- 
iogheny  river  is  also  nearly  finished,  and  the  timber  for  the  super- 
structure of  180  feet  span  is  cut  and  being  delivered. 

The  heavy  sections  from  64th  to  loth,  on  the  grade  descending 
Salt  Lick  Creek  from  the  Glades  to  Cheat  river,  are  all  well  ad  van- 
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i- ^d  except  the  67th,  which   will  require  some  effort  to  complete  it 
:  i  time  ;  but  by  proptr  measures  now  in  hand  it  may  be  done. 

nry  of  the  bridge  over  Salt  Lick  f"Vee/r,  lias  been  delay- 
•  il  by  inefficiency  on  the  pert  of  the  contractors,  bat  is  now  idvan* 
ring  better  and  will  be  finished  in  time.  It  is  to  have  an  iron  su- 
perstructure. 

The  masonry  of  the  bridgi  ovtr  (hat  rwtr  is  being  rapidly  car- 
ried on  by  die  Company  and  will  be  completed  by  winter.  The 
timber  for  the  superstructure  is  cut  ami  in   part  delivered.

The  deep  cut  on  section  80  is  progressing  well. 

The   Kingwood    Tunnel  on  section  82,  has  made  very  satisfactory 
progress.     Out  of  the  4,100   feet  total   length  of  the  tunnel  there 
een  upwards  of  1,500  feet  of  the  heading  driven,  or  more  than 
a  third.     'l'he  three  shafts  of  about   170  feet  average  depth,  were 
completed    in   April    and   May  last  and  the  deep  cut  of  the  western 
portal  was  down  at   the  same  time,  so  as  to  permit  the  commence- 
ment of  tunnelling  at  seven  points,      In  five  months  then  the  above 
stated  extent  ot  heading  has  been  driven,  or  at  the  rate  of  300  feet 
•  nth,  which   would  complete  the    whole  length  of  heading  in 
about  fourteen  months,  or  by  July,  1851.      This   ndvance   has  been

favourable  circumstance,      fix-  ventilation  is  effected  by  fans  driven 
hoisting  power.     It  w-ill  be    observed  that  the   heading  alone 
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is  spoken  of  above.  The  botom  of  the  tunnel  will  require  further 
time  to  remove  it,  but  the  whole  work  may  undoubtedly  be  comple- 
ted within  the  period  heretofore  contemplated.  While  speaking  of 
this  the  only  long  tunnel  under  contract,  I  will  remark  of  the  other 
short  tunnels  that  the  one  of  300  feet  on  the  32d  section  is  in  a  bad 
material  (fire  clay,  coal,  and  sandstone)  and  must  be  arched  imme- 
diately. That  of  450  feet  on  the  65th,  and  that  of  400  feet  on  the 
68th  sections  are  in  excellent  ground  (sandstone  and  slate)  and  that 
of  270  feet  on  the  84th  section  is  in  as  good  a  material  (a  substan- 
tial whity  sandstone)  as  could  be  desired.  The  last  of  these  is 
completed  and  the  others  well  forward.  None  of  them  are  likely 
to  need  arching  till  after  the  opening  of  the  road.  The  very  deep 
fill  on  section  83  has  been  pushed  on  as  fast  as  the  contractor's  res- 
ources would  perhaps  permit.  It  is  however  in  a  backward  state, 
and  means  must  be  taken  to  drive  it  on  faster.  The  remaining  sec- 
tions to  87 — are  getting  on  satisfactorily. 

The  light  sections  on  Raccoon  and  Three  Forks  Creek,  from  88 
to  102  inclusive,  are  all  going  on  as  well  as  could  be  wished  and 
will  be  finished  in  ample  time — as  well  as  the  bridge  work  upon 
them. 

The  preceding  account  covers  all  the  wrork  let  in  1849  included 
in  the  three  first  lettings. 

The  remaining  sections,  from  103  to  160,  and  from  204  to  211 
inclusive,  placed  under  contract  in  June  last,  are  mostly  under  way, 
or  about  to  be  commenced,  with  the  bridge  masonry  upon  them. — 
There  is  but  one  viaduct  of  consideral  magnitude  among  these — the 
one  on  the  123d  section  over  the  Monongahela  River,  a  mile  above 
Fairmount,  and  one-fourth  of  a  mile  below  the  confluence  of  the 
Tygart's  Valley  River  with  the  "West  Fork."  This  bridge  was 
let  to  a  highly  recommended  firm  of  Pennsylvania  contractors,  who, 
for  reasons  more  satisfactory  to  themselves  than  to  this  department, 
waived  the  work,  after  causing  much  loss  of  time  by  feints  towards 
its  commencement.  There  being  no  acceptable  offer  from  any  other 
responsible  contractor,  the  work  has  been  taken  in  hand  by  the 
Company  and  preparations  for  its  effective  prosecution  are  now  be- 
ing made. 

It  will  be  seen  that  out  of  the  167  sections  and  80  bridges  now 
under  contract,  it  has  thus  been  found  necessary  or  expedient  to 
take  but  one  section  and  five  of  the  principal  bridges  into  the  hands 
of  the  Company  to  be  executed  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
their  own  agents,  and  in  these  the  details  of  the  work  are  done,  as 
far  as  possible,  by  contract,  with  a  view  to  economy  in  cost.  And 
it  is  also  gratifying  that  the  abandoned  work  includes  thus  far  very 
few  of  the  heavier  sections,  although  the  prices  at  which  the  work 
was  let  were,  in  general,  quite  low. 
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It  ia  proper  to  remark  that  in  speaking  now,  as  heretofore,  of  the 
times  at  which  the  work,  in  part  and  in  whole,  is  expected  to  be 
finished,  it  must  always  have  been  understood  that  the  necessary 
amount  of  labor  could  by  suitable  measures  be  secured  for  the  ob- 
jects in  view — and  that  no  other  cause  ol  delay,  financial  or  other- 
wise, beyond  the  control  of  this  department  would  intervene. — 
When  the  work  was  begun  in  the  summer  of  hist  year,  it  was  soon 
supplied  with  a  superabundance  of  men,  which  continued  until  about 
lour  months  >mce,  when  the  supply  of  hands  on  the  work  previously 
let  began  to  tall  oil',  partly  in  consequence  of  the  large  addition 
made  m  June  of  this  year  to  the  work  under  contract,  partly  to  the 
sickness  which  prevailed  upon  the  division  of  the  road  next  to  Cum- 
berland, in  the  Potomac  valley,  and  in  a  measure  to  the  demand  for 
hands  upon  other  lines.  As  soon  as  a  scarcity  of  labor  was  thus 
threatened,  an  advertisement  calling;  for  -2,000  hands  was  circulated, 
and  tiie  emigrant  fare  from  Locust  Point  to  Cumberland  reduced  to 
the  lowest  rate.  This  has  not  however  attracted  many  to  the  line, 
and  more  definite  arrangements  with  emigrant  agencies  in  the  cities, 
especially  New  York,  will  be  necessarv,  by  which  it  is  hoped  that 
the  number  required  tor  the  work  may  be  obtained.      It  will  be  ne- 

sary  lor  the  Company  to  take  these  steps,  as  the  contractors  are 
either  unable  or  unwilling  to  act  for  themselves,  indeed  it  is  best 
that  they  should  remain  upon  their  work  rather  than  leave  it  in 
search  of  woikmen.  The  proceeding  should  be  attended  by  no  ul- 
timate expense,  as  the  small  amounts  advanced  for  agency  lees  and 
expenses  of  transportation  are  refunded  through  the  contractors. — 
One  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  bringing  more  men  upon  the  line  is  to 
be  found  in  the  party  feuds  among  the  laborers,  o\'  whom  a  large 
majority  upon  this  line  are  from  one  section  of  Ireland,  and  these  by 
threats,  have  done  much  to  deter  their  countrymen  from  the  other 
provinces  of  the  country  from  coming  to  the  work.  Ii  was  ncc<  B- 
sary,  as  the  Board  are  aware,  to  establish  upon  some  sections  of  the 
route  a  regular  police  force,  which  has  preserved  good  order,  (and 
with  the  best  effect  on  the  interests  of  the  work)  as  far  as  its  range 
extended,  and  the  protection  afforded  by  it  should  relieve  pen 
invited  to  that  part  of  the  line  from  their  fears — but  nothing  short 

I    large  admixture,  with  the  party  now  in  the  majority  on  the  line, 
of  those  belonging  to  other  parties  will  inspire  the  new  comers  with 
confidence,  and  this  it  is  hoped  may  be  effected  by  the  measure! 
scribed. 

Railway  Tracks. — Iron  Rails. — The  contract  for  the  22,000  tons 

of  rails,  covering  the  whole  line    from    Cumberland  to  Wheeling,  is 
in    rapid    course    of  fulfilment      Already    the    quantity    delivered    at 

i.     list  Point  amounts  to  i 7,600  tons.  landed  they  are 

Straightened,  punched  and  stored  on  the  (  ;  at    that 

depot,  ready  for  transportation  to  the  new  road. 
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Ballast. — The  contracts  for  this  material  upon  the  first  division 
from  Cumberland  to  the  mouth  of  Savage  River  are  advancing  well, 
and  during  the  coming  winter  and  spring  they  will  make  steady 
progress. 

Cross-ties. — The  deliveries  of  cross- ties  are  progressing  with  suf- 
ficient rapidity  upon  the  first  division,  and  the  contracts  for  the 
remaining  divisions  shortly  to  be  made  will,  no  doubt,  be  executed 
in  due  time. 

Water  Stations. — The  various  points  along  the  line  at  which  sup- 
plies of  water  must  be  had  and  can  be  most  conveniently  procured, 
are  now  being  selected,  and  preparations  made  for  the  erection  of 
tanks  and  houses — one  of  which  has  already  been  built  at  "Buck- 
Lodge  Spring,"  2  miles  from  Cumberland. 

Depot  Buildings. — The  buildings  at  the  Mount  Clare  Depot, 
erected  with  a  more  special  view  to  the  wants  of  the  new  road,  are 
in  a  very  forward  state,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  finished  will  come 
into  active  and  profitable  use  for  the  manufacture  of  the  lar^c 
amount  of  iron  bridge  and  railway  work  required  for  that  road. 

At  the  "Piedmont"  Station,  opposite  Westernport,  28  miles  from 
Cumberland,  and  near  the  foot  of  the  grade  ascending  to  the  "Glade" 
summit,  an  Engine  house  and  Repair  shop  is  to  be  located,  and 
will  be  erected  in  the  ensuing  spring.  A  similar  one  is  required  at 
Cheat  River,  to  be  built  next  summer — and  another  at  Fairmount  in 
the  Autumn  following — the  construction  of  the  terminal  station 
buildings  upon  the  Ohio  River  may  be  postponed  until  1852. 

Work  Remaining  to  be  put  under  Contract. 

The  line  by  Grave  Creek  having  been  designated  for  the  part  of 
the  route  heretofore  in  suspense  near  the  Western  terminus,  there 
will  be  33  sections  more  to  be  now  let.  which,  with  the  167  sec- 
tions previously  let,  will  make  the  whole  number  of  >eetions  from 
Cumberland  to  Wheeling,  200,  and  the  distance  in  miles  the  same. 
It  only  remains,  therefore,  to  call  for  Proposals  upon  this  part  of  the 
line,  which  will  be  done  forthwith  ;  and  then  the  whole  road  will  be 
in  progress  of  construction  as  soon  as  the  contractors  are  selected. 
The  33  miles  in  question  present,  as  you  are  aware,  a  good  deal  of 
heavy  work,  including  a  tunnel  of  2,450  and  one  of  1,250  feet  in 
length,  with  many  deep  cuttings  and  fillings,  and  a  considerable 
number  of  bridges.  The  sooner,  therefore,  these  works  are  in  hand 
the  better,  that  the  delay  which  must  attend  the  construction  of  the 
road  upon  this  route  may  be  made  as  little  as  possible. 

The  necessary  organization  of  assistants  for  this  pan  of  the  line 
has  been  prepared  in  anticipation,  with  a  view  to  entering  at  the 
earliest  moment  upon  the  work,  and  they  will  be  placed  at  once  in 
their  respective  stations  of  duty. 
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' .<  asraJ  Remark*, 

The  plan  proposed  for  the  extension  of  the  new  line  from  its 

beginning  at  Cumberland  towards  its  terminus  at  Wheeling,  is  to 
commence  the  laying  of  the  track  about  the  first  of  April,  1851,  and 
push  it  regularly  on,  transporting  the  rails  and  fastenings  upon  the 

road  as  it  is  extended — the  ballast  and  cross-ties  bring  always  read) 
in  advance  to    receive    the    iron.      By    this    method,  which  w;is  suc- 

sfully  adopted  for  most  of  the  distance  between  Harper's  Ferry 

and  Cumberland,  the  greatest  despatch  and  economy  in  the  trans- 
portation and  workmanship  will  be  secured,  and  the  road  may  be 
opened  for  business  to  each  successive  point  offering  sufficient  in- 
ducements. 

First.  At  the  mouth  of  New  Creek,  23  miles  from  Cumberland, 
a  communication  may  be  made  with  the  North- Western  Turnpike 
in  six  miles  travel  over  a  level  road,  and  the  line  of  Stages  through 
Romney,  now  connecting  at  Green  Valley  Depot,  14  miles  below 
Cumberland,  may  come  to  this  point,  by  which  the  turnpike  travel 
would  be  reduced  32,  and  the  railway  travel  increased  37  miles. 

Second.  At  Piedmont,  opposite  Westernport,  23  miles  from  Cum- 
berland, the  Coal  field,  with  the  travel  and  transportation  it  must 
throw  upon  the  road  is  reached. 

Third.   At  the  newly  founded  village   of  Oaklands,  near  Mc< 
tliy's  Mill,  in  the  centre  of  the  Youghiogheny   Glades,  and  54  miles 
from  Cumberland,  another  connection  may  be  made  with  the  North- 
Western  road,  10  miles  distant. 

Fourth.  At  Cheat  River,  75  miles  from  Cumberland,  that  road  is 
but  three  miles  off,  and  accessible  by  a  level  road  already  made 
along  the  river,  for  the  convenience  of  communication  with  the 
heavy  section  (77)  and  Bridge  carried  on  by  the  Company. 

Fiftli.  At  Tygart's  Valley  River  Bridge  a  valuable  and  perma- 
nent connection  with  the  turnpike  at  a  point  103  miles  from  Par- 
kersburg,  will  be  established  at  the  new  town  of  "Fetterman,"  re- 
cently laid  out  there. 

Of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  reaching  Fairmount,  1  J  1 
miles  from  Cumberland,  and  on  the  Monongahela  River,  the  Board 
are  already  well  informed  ;  and  the  completion  of  the  turnpike  of 
about  55  miles  in  length,  from  thence  to  the  Ohio  at  the  mouth 
Fishing  Creek,  and  the  discovery  recently  made  that  steamboats 
can  ascend  the  River  to  Fairmount  in  full  stages  of  the  water,  will 
give  a  further  assurance  that  the  estimated  benefits  will  not  have 
been  overrated. 

The  final  extension  beyond   Fairmount,  for  the  purp 
ml  transportation,  will  be  to   Wheeling — and    of  the  results   of  this 
last  step  in  the  progress  of  the  road,  it  is  unnecessary  that  I  should 
speak. 
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I  have  only,  in  conclusion,  to  repeat  the  favorable  mention  made 
in  my  last  report,  of  the  Assistant  Engineers  of  various  grades  who 
have  aided  me  upon  the  work.  Mr.  Win.  H.  Small,  upon  the  first 
division  ;  Mr.  George  Hoffman,  upon  the  second  ;  Mr.  Thomas 
Rowles,  upon  the  third  ;  Mr.  James  L.  Randolph,  upon  the  fourth  ; 
and  Mr.  Charles  P.  Manning,  upon  the  fifth  and  sixth  divisions, 
have  rendered  valuable  and  faithful  service  to  the  Company,  and 
with  the  Engineers  and  assistants  of  the  several  residences  within 
their  respective  divisions,  have  earned  great  praise  for  their  profes- 
sional skill  and  their  untiring  industry  and  energy  in  directing  and 
advancing  the  work.
